HE Consecration of the Church is an event in the 
history of the Parish for which every member 
ought to feel deeply thankful. But when the happy 
day occurs at so early a period in the history of a 
work like ours the feeling of happiness should be 
intensely magnsfied, and we should with one accord 
“Praise God from whom all blessings flow." 

That day of small things, the Seventeenth Sunday 
after Trinity, 1886, when the N. E. Convocation 
started the services in the hall on Twelfth Street 
above Somerset,* and this one, when we might almost 
regard our building as complete, forms a strong con- 
trast. At that time it was difficult to procure a hall, 
and the inconvenience of having ten horses under 
the place of worship, apparently over anxious for 
their oats at a solemn part of the service, and the 
other unpleasant conditions, did not promise a hope- 
ful field for the new work. 

However, the faithful few worked on, having the 
ministrations on the Lord's Day of the Rev. T. Wm. 
Davidson for six weeks, and for the following eight 
weeks of the Rev. Н. Percy Hickman. 

Previous to beginning the work, a committee of the 
N. E. Convocation had met in the house of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. P. Barker, with some of the people of the 
neighborhood, to consider the advisability of starting 
the Mission. After this meeting adjourned the com- 
mittee of the Convocation met on the curbstone and 
elected the Assistant Minister of the Church of the 
Incarnation as Minister-in-Charge of this new enter- 
prise. This occurred on the 28th of September, 1886. 
On the roth ef December of the same year this invi- 
tation was repeated, and strengthened with the request 
of Bishop Stevens to take care of this new Mission. 
The charge was assumed on Septuagesima Sunday, 
February 5th, 1887. At this time there were about 
fifteen communicants, and in the Sunday School five 
officers and teachers, and twenty-six scholars. 


* It ought to be stated that a Mission of our Church, called 
St. Ann's, had been using this same hall some time before ; 
but the enterprise seems to have come to an end a few months 
before the N. E. Convocation began its work. It was un- 
doubtedly the intention of the Convocation to build upon that 
early foundation—but finding neither property or Parish Regis- 
ter, and as the people who attended the services had not severed 
their connection with their former parishes, the Rev. Mr. Cope 
asked the Rev. Hickman, who was dis supplying the Mission, 
to request the people to obtain letters of transfer. Twenty-five 
of these bear the date of January, 1887. It was also found 
necessary to obtain the consent of the three nearest rectors 
before the Mission could be established. 


In March, through the efforts of Bishop Stevens, 
Dr. McConnell, the Rev. W. H. Graff, Mr. T. B. Bel- 
field, and Mr. John E. Baird, $9300 were raised and 
paid on the lot at the S. W. corner of Lehigh Avenue 
and Ninth Street. About two weeks before Easter, 
lumber and nails were begged, and a crude, unpainted 
frame building was ues in time to hold services 
on Easter Day. 'This Chapel accommodated about 
175 people ; but before the next year it was necessary 
to enlarge the Chapel some five or six times, so that 
on Easter Day, 1888, the building accommodated 
about 500, and іп addition there was a large Infant- 
school room on the side, which would seat comfort- 
ably 200 infants. Later on it was found necessary to 
remove the wall that separated these two buildings, 
so that the increased number of worshippers could be 
accommodated. All these improvements were made 
largely by our own people, who met the Minister-in- 
Charge at night. Among the carpenters who worked 
night after night making these improvements will be 
remembered Mr. A. C. Cain and Mr. F. Blackman, 
while even our women were not loth to carry boards 
or run errands for the men who were at the work. 
Some of us may recall a certain Saturday night when 
the roof had not been quite finished, and it was neces- 
sary for one of our number to lay the felt and put on 
the pitch, so that a threatened storm would not inter- 
fere with our services the next day. But what made 
the time an eventful one was the fact that the new 
choir of forty men and boys were that night for the 
first time to put on cassocks and cottas and be form- 
ally received as members of the choir. The spotless 
linen of the choristers and the tar-stained face and 
hands of the one who was to receive them made a 
strong contrast, and indeed threatened to interfere 
with the intention of having the service, owing to 
the difficulty of washing off the tar. Be it said to the 
honor of the members of our choir, and the ladies 
interested, that from that day to the present time no 
money has been spent by the Parish for the washing 
of the cottas. The members and others in the con- 
gregation have saved the Parish that expense by per- 
sonally taking the cottas home on the last Sunday of 
each month. Let it be further said, that not a boy or 
man has ever received compensation for the ability 
which God has given to sing in the services of the 
Church. This is but one of the many ways in which 
the people have thrown their hearts and hands into 
the work of the Master in this Parish. 

After the death of Bishop Stevens, on St. Barnabas’ 
Day, 1887, it was decided to erect the Church as a 
Memorial as soon as sufficient money could be raised. 
A circular endorsing this proposition was signed by a 
large number of prominent clergymen and laymen of 
the Diocese. Consent was also obtained from the 
Bishop's immediate family. 

In January, 1889, Mr. John E. Baird offered to 
put пра Parish House for the Mission as soon as 
the money could be promised for the Church. By the 
following July the fund was large enough to warrant 
the selection of the architect, Mr. F. R. Watson, and 
a contract signed for the Church, which was to cost 
$39,500. Оп е r2th of October of the same year, in 
the presence of about 55 clergymen and all the boy 
choirs of the Convocation, about 250 voices in all, the 
corner-stone of the Church and that of the Parish 
Building were laid by Bishop Whitaker. 

The congregation continued to meet in the frame 
Chapel until the following Easter, when they wor- 
shipped in the more commodious quarters of the 
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Chapel of the Parish House. The frame Chapel was 
then demolished, and by the next Easter Day, 1891, 
we were again made happy by worshipping in the 
Church, the Memorial of our late Bisho . One of 
the rules of this Parish ‚has been to pay b. a thing 
before it could be used, and our entering the Church 
was no exception to this rule. Although there were 
no pews in the building and a number of other im- 
provements needed to be made, after the money was 
in hand, yet we appreciated the first services in the 
Church all the more because we were sure that no 
debt hung over our heads to rob us of the full enjoy- 
ment of the day. 

Of course, everyone knows that the people of the 
Diocese helped very materially in the erection of the 
Church, and it would be a pleasure to mention all 
those generous friends by name, if so many of them 
had not requested that their names should not be 
made known. Some of the offerings were made by 
people living at a distance from the city, or near by, 
who cheerfully sent their mites to the Church that 
was to be the perpetual Memorial of the Bishop who 
confirmed them, and was so much beloved ; while our 
own people were stimulated to make greater sacrifices 
because the Church was to be the Memorial of Bishop 
Stevens. 

In May, 1891, a Charter was obtained from the court, 
and the Mission became an incorporated Parish, hav- 
ing as the first Vestrymen, Mr. Jno. E. Baird, Mr. Jas. 
Barker, Mr. T. Broom Belfield, Mr. A. C. Cain, Mr. H. 
C. Davis, Mr. Jno. Scholes, Mr. H. G. Van Court, Mr. 
E. M. Woodward. At the first meeting of the Vestry, 
the Minister-in-Charge of the Mission was unani- 
mously elected the first Rector. 

About one year ago, the Church learned that Mrs. 
Wilstach hadleft $10,000 for the Church. This money 
enabled us to pay off the mortgage on the ground and 
left a balance of $2000 towards the purchase of an 
organ. In June, 1892, 294 of the members of the 
Parish promised to make a special offering for six 
months toward this much needed instrument, which 
offerings, along with some generous donations from 
friends of the work, have enabled the final amounts 
to be paid on the organ, tile, etc. The organ was 
used on the day of Consecration. 

As the property stands now, it represents about $120,- 
ооо, all gathered together within the past six years, 
and placed in the keeping of the Trustees of the Dio- 
cese. 

Inthe gathering together of this property for the 
immediate neighborhood, and for the Church in the 
Diocese, it is but right to mention the names of the 
Trustees, who were appointed by the N. E. Convoca- 
tionto receive all money spent in this work, while 
still a Mission. To Mr. T. Broom Belfield, Mr. Jno. 
E. Baird and Mr. E. Н. Munday, is due a very largo 
part of the success of this work. Neither time nor 
money was considered by them, and in the days of 
begging money for the Church, one of these gentle- 
men, sometimes two of them, accompanied the Min- 
ister-in-Charge, in the house to house visiting. Very 
often they solicited money themselves—wrote letters, 
and in ways that cannot be mentioned at this time, 
gave their personal attention to the success of the 
Mission and the Church, to such an extent that their 
example has been a cause of encouragement to some 
who now and then felt the burden and the greatness 
of the undertaking, while the members of the Church 
of St. Simeon owe them a debt that cannot be paid. 

To the Rev. Dr. McConnell and the Rev. W. H. 


Graff much gratitude is felt for the personal help and 
interest they have taken in the work of raising money, 
etc. 

The Church and large Parish House afford great 
opportunities for doing the Master's work in this part 
of the city. In addition to these there is a lot adjoin- 
ing the Church, upon which it is hoped a Rectory will 
some day be erected. 

During the six years and a quarter of the history of 
this work there have been 488 baptism, 423 confima- 
tions, 154 burials, 97 marriages aud 1740 services have 
been held. $140,183.46 have been raised for the 
Church property, current expenses and missionaay 
offerings. 

The Church has been the recipient of a number of 
Memorials and Thank Offerings, among them might 
be mentioned the Bishop's Chair and Sedilia from Mrs. 
Wm. Bacon Stevens; the Eagle Lectern, a memorial 
of a member of the Brotherhood, Mr. George Barker, 
given by his parents; the Reredos and Altar, in mem- 
ory of Moro and Emily Levis Phillips; the Choir 
Screen and Stalls, in memory of Moro Phillips Miller ; 
the Cross on the tower, illuminated on nights of ser- 
vice, is a memorial of Mr. Jas. С. Smith ; one window 
in the Church was given by the Bishop Davies Bible 
Class; another by the King's Daughters; another 
window isa memorial of John Ѕќапјеу Wilbraham ; 
another one in the Chancel is from the King's 
Daughters of Holy Trinity Memorial Chapel; and 
another is a memorial of all the blessed dead of 
this Parish; the upper part of the pulpit is a 
Thank-offering (the lower part will be added some 
time in the future); the Mosaic of the Chancel was 
given by the Bishop White Class; and the Tiling 
in the Choir by the Rev. Dr. Newlin Class; the Steps 
by the Bishop Kendrick Class. In addition to these 
the Sunday School paid for the glazing of the Church. 
If one should tell of the personal work donated by a 
very large number of the Parish, the reader would be- 
come weary. But thus it is by the efforts of the many 
and the hours spent in and about the Church and 
Parish House making alterations and adding im- 
provements, that the hearts of the people have been 
wrought into the work. 

It remains to be said that the Church is apparently 
planted in a neighborhood where the outlook for the 
future is just as bright as the results of the past have 
been encouraging. At present there are about 700 
communicants on the Register; in the Sunday Schools 
about 850 names are enrolled; a Volunteer Choir num- 
bers 47 men and boys, and 24 women; while the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew, the King’s Messengers, 
and twelve or thirteen other Chapters all report active 
work in the Parish.

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Annual Report of the Parish Guild. 


With the advent of another Parish Day we are re- 
minded that, important as is the review of the work 
done by the Guild, this day has been the grandest and 
most historical in the life of the Parish, rendered so 
by the act of Consecration, the services of which 
were participated in this morning. It seems to imply 
a more direct and personal responsibility to God for 
the future work off our Church, and should prove a 
greater incentive to faithfully perform whatever work 
1s allotted us in advancing Christ's Kingdom among 
our fellowmen. The reports of the various Chapters 
will show a continuance of diligence in well doing. 


Rector's Report. 


During the year just past—Parish Day, 1892, to 
Parish Day, 1893—there have been 103 baptisms, 110 
confirmations, 38 marriages and 49 burials. Number 
of services, 470. 

During February of last year the Rev. Dr. Stone, 
Rector of Grace Church, conducted a Mission, the 
influence of which was felt for a long time in the 
deepened spiritual life of the Church. Our people 
threw themselves into the work with such zeal that 
the neighborhood at large seemed to feel the force of 
thereligiousawakening. The year being crowned as it 
was by the aisle of the Church being tiled, the organ 
in place and finally the Church free from debt and 
consecrated on our Parish Day, are blessings that 
should fill every heart with gratitude to God for His 
wonderful goodness to us as a Parish. 

We rejoice, however, not for what has been done, 
but for the fact that a wider door of usefulness is open 
to us, and, with our more complete Church, we are 
better prepared to invite all who know not God to 
come and worship with us. 

May it please our heavenly Father to make us all 
realize that we are stewards of His bounty, and that 
He asks us to make the Church of St. Simeon a church 
for the people, without respect to their social position 
in the world.

Sunday School Chapter.—The Sunday School has 
held its weekly meetings without intermission since 
thelast Parish Day. Four times, viz. on Easter Day, 
Whitsun-Day, Sunday School Day (Oct. 16th), and on 
Christmas Day, Sunday School services were held in 
the Church, being addressed by the Rector of the 
Parish, excepting on Christmas Day, when the address 
was made by Mr. G. Harry Davis. Few changes have 
been made in the method of conducting the school 
during the year. Since the first of October a teachers’ 
meeting for the study of the lesson has been con- 
ducted on Friday evenings, and has been attended by 
a number of the teachers. A plan of teaching the 
lesson with the help of questions to be answered in 
writing is at present on trial and has been received 
and followed with an increase of interest on the part 
of many of the teachers and scholars. А certificate 
for reciting the Catechism has been introduced, 25 
applications having thus far been received. 

А comparison of the figures of attendance for 1891 
and 1892 shows that there has been little gain or loss 
inthe average total attendance for the year, which 
has been 420 for 1892 and 419 for 1891. Тһе average 
attendance of officers has risen from 6 to 8, and of 
teachers from 29 to 32. In the Main School the 
average of boys has risen from 85 to 95, while that of 
girls has fallen from 182 to 169. The average in the 
Primary Scnool has fallen from 118to 115. The average 
contributions of the School have risen from $7.00 per 
Sunday to $7.64 per Suitday. The attendance of the 
School is, however, so dependent upon the weather, 
that figures are at best but a poor gauge of the condi- 
tion of the School. Owing to sickness and very un- 
favorable weather the attendance during January fell 
considerably below that of last year; but the average 
altendance of officers and teachers for January was 
larger by nine than last year, which may indicate that 
that the School is in a more efficient working condi- 
tion than it was a year ago. à 

In pursuance of the general principle that the 
Parish, on becoming fully organized, should extend 
its sympathies more widely than in the days of its 
infancy, the offerings of the School have, since the 
Sixth Anniversary in October last, been divided as 
follows : 

First Sunday of the Month (in addition to the 
Mite Box Offerings of Lent), for Missions. 

Second Sunday of the Month, for Sunday School 
Expenses. 

Third Sunday of the Month, for Parish Expenses. 

Fourth Sunday of the Month, for Sunday School 
Library. 

Fifth Sunday of the Month, for Parish Expenses. 

It is hoped by this means to teaeh the members of 
the School the duty of contributing to the different 
branches of Church work. The total of the offerings 
of the School has been $524.19 for the year. 

'The number of names on the roll is about 850. 

St. John's Chapter.—Since September last the work 
of reorganizing the vested choir has been the princi- 
pal duty of the present Head of this Chapter. The 
large Sunday School connected with this Church has 
made it possible to secure boys whọ are familiar to 
some extent with the order of service and whose fam- 
ilies also attend the Church. By the usual training 
efforts are still being made to render their voices suit- 
able and acceptable. The interest taken by many of 
the parents of these younger members is very grati- 
fying and quite helpful in securing regular and punc- 
tual attendance at rehearsals. 
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During the Advent season the regular attendance 
on the part of the gentlemen of the choir was con- 
siderably affected by sickness and indisposition. Great 
interest, however, has been and istaken in the weekly 
rehearsals, and the members have at all times shown 
an earnest desire to render creditably and worthily the 
music at the service. 

Since the commencement of the new year the at- 
tendance has improved, and many times recently the 
capacity of the stalls has been taxed to hold all those 
attending. The stalls, however, are to be enlarged, 
and we can then admit other singers, who at present 
are probationers. 

Additional interest was given to our choir work at 
the Christmas Festival by the entrance of 23 vested 
ladies. ‘The separate rehearsals which are held at 
present for this part of the choir are regularly at- 
tended, and the interest and aptness in learning are 
very encouraging. 

The augmented choir having gradually increased in 
numbers, the arrival and completion of the large 
organ is a matter of thankfulness and delight to every 
singer. It will now be possible for each member of 
the choir to hear and feel the support of an accompa- 
niment, which of late was often impossible. 

(The vested choir at present numbers as follows: 
Boys, soprano, 26; altos, 4; tenors 7; basses rr. 
Ladies, sopranos, 20 ; altos, 4, being 24 ladies and 48 
men and boys. The total number of the choir, there- 
fore, including two librarians and the organist, is 75. 

To keep up the standard of music it is necessary to 
admit only those voices which are likely to be helpful, 
and, apart from the regular choir, a number of proba- 
tioners are being continually instructed, and when 
qualified enter the choir according to vacancy or ac- 
conimodation. 


Choral Chapter.—The meetings of the Choral So- 
ciety, conducted by the Head of this Chapter, have 
been held, with one or two exceptions, every Monday 
evening since September. The attendance of gentle- 
men has not been as large as desired, we have, how- 
ever, studied a number of glees and choruses, and will 
arrange a concert after the Lenten season. 


The Brotherhoood of St. Andrew.—Another year 
has passed around since our last report and our Chap- 
ter again reports progress. Then we reported 25 
members, now we have 30 on our roll. New ideas 
have been suggested, and the plans on which we are 
now working tend to endear our members to the cause 
we are striving to promote, and to cement them in 
one truer, better bond of fraternity and Church life. 
About 75 men have been visited, and quite a number 
have been brought to Church by the members making 
engagements and calling forthem. Devotional meet- 
ings have been held in the Brotherhood room before 
the service on the third Sunday evening of the month. 
The evening service on this Sunday is held under the 
auspices of the Chapter, cn are secured and a 
special effort made to bring men to the Church. 
$18.40 was received from dues and special donations. 
The expenses amounted to $18.40. 


Sanctuary Chapter.—Their report is brief in verbage, 
but full of good work. Besides the usual work of the 
Chapter, 45 cottas and 6 surplices have been made. 
These are sent out every month to be washed by 
members of the Parish. А new altar cloth was pre- 
sented at Easter. For the augmented choir, 24 robes 
and caps were made. 


Prayer Chapter.—More than fifty persons are en- 
rolled on the list of members who no doubt are con- 
stantly praying for the prosperity of our beloved 
Church. Their prayers have certainly been answered, 
when we already see her “fair as the moon, clear as 
the sun, and terrible as an army with banners." 


St. Barnabas’ Chapter.—The work of this Chapter 
has gone steadily on throughout the year, as the sick 
in our Parish have been very numerous. At no time 
are we without some persons needing attention. The 
visits are not always to communicants of the Church, 
but are very thankfully received. Flowers are distri- 
buted whenever possible, and there has been 138 bou- 
quets at least from the altar. Delicacies are sometimes 
taken also, and those who have any jellies or preserves 
little know how often they might tempt the appetite 
of the sick ones. Unfortunately the visits are not re- 
ported to the Head of this Chapter, but as far as known, 
there have been at least one hundred made, 


District Visiting Chapter.—The work of this Chap- 
ter has been carried on with the usual zeal. Two 
hundred visits have been made during the year, not 
including visitations made preparatory to the Mis- 
sion, when the whole Parish was districted and house 
to house calls made. The Head of this Chapter re- 
quests the aid of more ladies in extending this im- 
portant branch of work. 


Missionary Chapter.—O wing to general illness and 
retirement of the Head of this Chapter, only a brief 
summary of its work can be given. About $25 has 
been collected and expended among the poor of the 
Parish. Also articles of clothing have been dis- 
tributed and many acts have been performed to relieve 
the poor and distressed. In response to an appeal 
made at Christmas time, $20 and а number of baskets 
were distributed in our own Parish. A box valued at 
$30 was sent to an Indian reservation by the Bishop 
Davies Class. A box valued at $60 was sent to a Cate- 
chist in South Dakota, and during Lent a large bun- 
dle of clothing was presented to the Rev. Mr. Burch, 
Seaman's Missionary, valued at $30. 


Mothers' Meeting Chapter.—The meetings for the 
season were opened November 25th, and have been 
held weekly, attendance ranging from 14 to 25. A 

ortion of each evening is spent in profitable and 
instructive reading; we have a weekly collection box, 
proceeds of which are devoted to Parish House Ex- 

ense Fund. Ап entertainment was given the first 

hursday evening in January, which notwithstanding 
inclement weather was a pronounced success in all 
respects. The Bishop White Class united with the 
Mothers' Meeting Chapter in projecting the entertain- 
ment and bringing it to a successful issue. 


Kindergarten Chapter.—In closing the report of the 
Kindergarten for 1892, we feel gratified that our atten- 
dance has been regular and the general condition of 
the children good. Before the month of February 
closed, wehad lost by death two girls and one boy, 
and in December we were again obliged to record the 
death of another little girl. In presenting you with 
these facts, you will see that our chain is broken, and 
some ofourlinks missing. At the present time our 
Sick list numbers 20, and our average attendance r5. 
We have done some missionary work in our Parish, 
but not equal to that of last year. Fifty-two visits 
were made and the families were invited to attend our 
services, and we are happy to state that these invita- 
tions were often accepted. The pupils all seem to at- 
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tend some Sunday School, only four of the number, 
however, are connected with this Parish. 


King’s Messengers Chapter.—The acting Head re- 
ports that there are 17 members ; тоо visits have been 
made during the year; meetings are held semi- 
monthly, when interesting topics are discussed, and 
an effort is made to develop earnestness and thought- 
fulness among the members. 


Girls’ Friendly Chapter.—This branch of Church 
work was without a Head during most of the year. 
It is now under the guidance of one who has infused 
new life into it; she reports six bands fully organized 
with two others in process of formation, and hopes to 
T something more worthy of their name in the near 

uture.

Flowers are not provided during Lent. During the 
summer months several members of the Chapter sent 
flowers from their gardens, These were placed on 
the altar, and at the close of the service given to St. 
Barnabas Chapter for distribution among the sick. 


Literary Chapter.—This Chapter was organized in 
the month of January, 1892, by several members of 
the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, who felt that there 
was room for such a society in the Parish. With the 
Rector’s consent, the meetings were held on Tuesday 
evenings every two weeks, but as the interest of the 
members continued to increase with each meeting it 
was resolved to meet every Tuesday evening. Durin 
the year just passed literary exercises of a varie 
character have formed the programme of the meet- 
ings. Debates on many interesting and instructive 
topics have taken place, and we can already see fruit 
of the experience gained by the members who have 
participated in these debates. A reading room has 
been opened, which contains a large collection of 
magazines and papers; it is visited by many of the 
young men and boys who live in the neighborhood. 
An effort has also been made to secure a library ; 
several books have been purchased, and through the 
generosity of one of the members of the Parish a 
number of volumes have been given. These books 
form a nucleus from which we hope to evolve a useful 
and much-needed library. On the evening of Jan. 
oth the first anniversary reception of the Chapter 
was held in the Parish House. Prof. Rolfe, a lecturer 
of the American Society for the Extension of Univer- 
sity Teaching, was present and explained the object 
and educational plan of that society. He succeeded 
in arousing the interest of the members in this move- 
ment, and arrangements have been made with the 
Rev. Hudson Shaw, M. A., of Balliol College, Oxford. 
for a course of six lectures on English History, to be 
given on Monday evenings, beginning March 6th and 
ending April roth, 1893. We feel confident that the 
members of the Parish will support us in this under- 
taking by purchasing the course tickets, which have 


been placed at a very moderate price. The results of 
our first year’s existence, on the whole, are very satis- 
factory. It is true that much yet remains to be done 
to make the Chapter as useful as it should be, but we 
hope that the coming year, with God's blessi ng, will 
show a marked improvement, and that we will be 
more worthy members of the Parish Guild. 

Kitchengarten or Household School.—This school 
meets every Saturday afternoon from 2 until 4. The 
attendance for the last month has been very poor, on 
account of sickness among the scholars, but it is now 
beginning to improve. ‘The children take a great in- 
terest in the school, and it is pleasant to note how 
heartily they sing their little songs, all of which cor- 
respond to their work, 

Knights of Temperance Chapter.—This Chapter of 
the Guild was organized on October 18th, 1892, and 
has held weekly meetings, unless prevented by other 
Church engagements, on Tuesday evenings since that 
time. The membership has grown from 14 on the first 
meeting night, to 26, including the three Wardens. 
Several others have also been proposed or elected to 
membership, but have not yet joined. The Company 
was formally installed as Company No. 84 of the 
Order of Knights of Temperance, on November 29th, 
by Mr. Robert Graham, Commander of the Order. 
The members have been provided with badges and 
boldrics, a beginning has been made in equipping the 
Company with the'necessary regalia. ‘The Company 
engages in a drill on alternate meeting nights. It in- 
tendsto pay its own expenses, and at present has a 
small balance in the treasury. 

Recreation Chapter.—The Gymnasium is the most 
important feature of this Chapter; it is thoroughly 
equipped with apparatus worth $125. The room has 
been closed for some time, until there is a sufficient 
revivalof interest shown, warranting the committee 
employing an instructor. A public exhibition was 
given during the past year, which fully demonstrated 
the progress the boys were making in physical culture. 

St. Simeon's Yearly Beneficial Association.—This 
Association has been blessed with a larger measure of 
prosperity during the current year than ever before, 
Starting in April with a membership of до, which has 
increased to 159 at the present time, we have paid in 
sick benefits to date $262.94 ; an increase of 69 in mem- 
bership and a decrease of $165.00 in sick benefits, 
as compared with this time last year. During the 
year ending in April last, three assessments were levied 
on account of the death of members! wives, while I am 
glad to report, no assessments at all have been called 
for this year. At the close of last year the annual 
distribution of funds remaining on hand was made at 
the rate of $1.50 to members who had been with us 
for twelve months, This year the prospects are fair 
for even a larger dividend. Our Association at the 
present time is in a much more prosperous condition 
than it has ever been, the members seeming to take a 
greater interest than formerly, while the outlook for 
the coming year is even more encouraging. In clos- 
ing I wish to say that I feel that the increased interest 
taken in the Association by members of the congrega- 
tion has been of great benefit to us, and I would again 
urge that a still larger number come and join hands 
with us, and let us speedily raise St. Simeon’s Yearly 
Beneficial Association to the measure of usefulness it 
ought to be filling.

THE CHORAL CHAPTER. 


The Choral Chapter did not resume its work last 
fall, as it seemed almost impossible to find an even- 
ing when the Parish House could be placed at its dis- 
posal. It is, however, retained, as one of the Chapters 
of the Guild in the hope that its operations may soon 
be revived. A Chapter of this kind is capable of very 
valuable and enjoyable work among lovers of music, 
and in a Parish like ours, where the services are noted 
for the hearty singing, such an organization should 
be a positive necessity. When once fairly started 
no doubt many would avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunities this Chapter will afford, and we trust by next 
Parish Day a report of its work will figure among the 
achievements of the year. 


ST. SIMEON’S YEARLY BENEFICIAL 
SOCIETY. 


This organization belongs to the Parish, although it 
is not termed a Chapter of the Guild, at the same 
time we desire to say something about its workings. 
After the Parish Day of a year ago in March the or- 
ganization, as is its custom, disbanded, and then paid 
a dividend of $1.50 to each of the members in. good 
standing. In April it was reorganized and a new 
series begun. Since that time some 219 members 
have been admitted and $580 been paid out for the 
relief of sick members. Certainly a very good show- 
ing. To one member alone $155 were paid on account 
of having been unfortunately taken sick immediately 
after his admittance into the organization. This 
proves to the working men one of the advantages of 
belonging to this Society. ‘Thus far in the year there 
have been no deaths, and consequently no benefits 
have been paid by the members. We cannot but feel 
that the men of the Parish are not sufficiently ac- 
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quainted with the working of this Beneficial Society 
or we would have no difficulty in soon raising the 
number of members from 219 to 400. ‘The Secretary 
or Vice-President would be very glad to furnish any 
information which may be desired by members of the 
Parish or their friends. 


UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 


The University Extension Courses do not properly 
belong to our Guild work, though managed by mem- 
bers of the Parish, to whom the Hall is tendered free 
of any expense. But while we do not claim the Lec- 
tures as any part of our work yet they come under our 
notice, and it should interest many of our readers to 
learn that during the year one course on English Lit- 
erature was given by Professor A. H. Smyth, of the 
Boys’ Central High School, and that a course on 
American Literature by the same lecturer is now in 
progress. Professor Smyth handles his subject in a 
happy manner, and makes his lectures both instruct- 
ive and entertaining. Our people should take a special 
interest in the University Extension Courses of the 
Lehigh Avenue Centre, partly because they are given 
in our Parish Hall, but more particularly on account 
of the genuine merit they possess. 


THE READING ROOM. 


The Reading Room was opened on the evening of 
January 28th, under the charge of the young men of 
St. Paul's Bible Class. To the stock of books and 
magazines already on hand was added a good selec- 
tion of current numbers of favorite weeklies and 
monthlies, and while no great noise has been made so 
far, the attendance every evening the room has been 
opened proves that it is a welcome addition to our 
Parish activities, and no doubt it will steadilv grow in 
favor. The Reading Room is well heated and lighted, 
and with a commodious table and plenty of chairs it 
should become a pleasant place to drop into occasion- 
ally. It will be open from 8 to ro o'clock P. м. on 
Mondays, Thursdays and Saturdays, and any one is 
welcome to visit it. "This enterprise, in care of a 
large body of our young men, should receive more 
than moral support from our parishioners and friends, 
and it is sincerely hoped they will not forget the 
Reading Room (its wants are many) when in a benev- 
olent frame of mind.

For Year ending February 2d, 1895. 


RECTOR’S REPORT. 


The year ending Parish Day, February 2d, has 
been unique in many ways. The depression in busi- 
ness felt so generally over the country was particularly 
noticeable in this Parish, where such a large number 
of our people were thrown out of employment. There 
are not many families where one or more, sometimes 
all, the bread-earners, have not been out of work for 
weeks. 

Notwithstanding this fact the expenses of the Parish 
have been met, by a little extra effort it is true, but 
really with less dependence upon entertainments, еїс., 
to meet current expenses than we have experienced 
formerly. In addition to this, we have rather increased 
than diminished our offerings for outside objects, 
feeling as we do that the suffering in some parts of 
the country has been much worse than among our- 
selves. One Missionary Bishop writes that he fears 
he will have to close a large number of the stations in 
which he is holding services unless the times speedily 
improve or the more fayored come to his rescue. 

That we have been able to carry on our work with- 
out any marked interruption should be a cause of con- 
gratulation on the part of all who belong to the 
Parish, and also those who receive the benefits of the 
Parish’s ministrations. We have requested those 
who were out of work not to think of keeping up 
their envelope offerings. We have endeavored during 
the hard times to make the services as bright and as 
cheerful as ever, so that whatever necessity was felt at 
home the same might not appear in God's House. 

While many of our own people were unable to 
attend the services as readily as they wished the con- 
gregations have steadily increased, all branches of the 
work, particularly the Suuday School and the Choir, 
have seemed to be in excellent condition. 

We sometimes wish that we had a wealthier congre- 
gation, particularly when we long to accomplish any 
special work, or see mauy ways in which the effect- 
iveness of the work might be increased, but, on 
the whole, we are led to feel that we have what is far 
better than money, viz., a readiness on the part of our 
people to contribute of their ability to the work itself. 
This has been seen in many ways in the past, and 
particularly in the last year, in odds and ends that 
have been attended to by the Mechanics’ Chapter. 
We сап recall with pleasure the device of Mr. Knowles 
for opening the windows in the clerestory ; the erection 
of the brass railing, the gift of Mr. T. B. Belfield, by 
Mr. William. Barker and Mr. Charles Barker; the 
gift of Mr. Schaefer of the Evening Services, which 
are such a benefit to strangers, and a number of other 
ways too nurierous to mention in a brief report, but 
which have been noticed in the past, all impress us 
that personal effort is worth more than money. As 
long as we have those of whom it might be said, 
“The people had a mind to work," we are sure of 
doing the best of all good asa Parish, and that is to 
touch the hearts of the people. Personal work for 
the Master is better than hired labor. 

The number of contributors by the weekly envelope 
has decreased, as was expected from the depression in 
trade, and we have now but 432. We look, however, 
fora steady increase as the business revives and as 
our people realize that it is a Christian duty to sup- 
port the Church in a religious way and business way. 

During the year 580 services have been held in 
Church and Chapel, and 215 sermons and addresses 
delivered, while services and addresses in private 


houses have also been conducted. Some 3000 calls 
were made by the Clergy and the District Visitor.

SUNDAY SCHOOL CHAPTER. 


The work of this important Branch of the Guild 
has been continued without intermission every Sun- 
day afternoon at 2.30 o'clock. The teachers them- 
selves decided early in the summer to continue the 
afternoon services as heretofore, and not to hold them 
in the morning as was suggested. 

There is a degree of regularity in the attendance of 
the larger part of the teachers which certainly is 
commendable, and helps us in the great work we are 
doing in this part of the Parish. The scholars them- 
selves responding to this interest and faithfulness on 
the part of the teachers, 

On the days of the greater festivals there have been 
special services in the Church, and also on several 
other occasions during the year. р 

During Lent special short services were held in 
the Church, which a large number of scholars and 
teachers attended after the closing of the Sunday 
School. “At these services there were short addresses. 

During June we had our annual excursion in con- 
nection with several other Sunday Schools, at Park- 


‘land, where a very pleasant day was spent, on the 


part of officers, teachers and scholars. 

One of the important times of the year has been 
the meeting of the teachers and officers of the 
Sunday School on the first Friday night of each 
month during the year, to consider the ways and 
means of furthering the interests in the Sunday 
School. A number of committees have been formed, 
including the State of the Sunday School, on Absent 
Teachers, on Entertainments, on Music, on Library, 
etc. ‘The committees report the first Friday night of 
the month, and thus keep the rest of the teachers in 
thorough touch with whatever is of general interest to 
the entire school. Already we have seen a great 
benefit accrue from this organization. 

Some 50 Bibles have lately been added to the School, 
and we feel now that a Bible is in the hands of every 
member of the School. 

During the year, also, the second floor of the Parish 
House has been covered with carpet, the money 
having been raised by the Sunday School As the 
Primary and Intermediate Schools meet on this floor, 
itisa comfort, not only to them, but to those who 
meet on the first floor not to be disturbed by noise. 

On St. John's Day the annual Christmas Festival of 
the Sunday School was held. The exercises of the 
Primary Department were held in the afternoon, and 
those of the Main School in the evening. The pro- 
gramme was very well carried out by members of our 
School. The little play, written by one of our teach- 
ers, Mr. L. P. Schaefer, was very much enjoyed by 
all, so much so that it was repeated a week later. 

One of the red-letter days of the Sunday School 
was the holding of the Sunday School Institute in our 
Parish, Church and House, on June 14th, when there 
were addresses delivered by Bishops, Priests and seve- 
rallaymen. Lunches were provided at noon and a 
tea in the evening for teachers who came to visit us. 
We feel that a very great benefit and a blessing will 
come from holding the Institute in this part of the 
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city, particularly as it is the first one which has ever 
been held so far up town, and the number of those 
who attended the Institute made it almost impracti- 
cable to hold it in any other church than that of St. 
Simeon's in this part of the city. 

The Sunday School Library has been open every 
Sunday without intermission during the past year, the 
number of books (540) in the library, should be in- 
creased as rapidly as possible. Certainly a school of 
this size should have at least 1000 volumes on the 
shelves, as some four and five hundred scholars take 
out books every Sunday. 

We cannot but commend the faithfulness of the 
librarians in the Sunday School Department, as well 
as the efficiency and carefulness with which the two 
Secretaries attend to their duties. It certainly is a 
very great comfort to the Head of the Parish to know 
at any moment he can lay his finger upon items de- 
sired from the Sunday School, as well also from the 
books of the Treasurer. The success of our School is 
largely due to the efficiency of Secretaries, Treas- 
urer and Librarians, 

I desire to say that the following figures will give 
the accurate statement of the Sunday School at the 
present time. A large number of scholars have been 
dropped from the roll, and so we can feel that the list 
given below is not given to create a wrong impression.

BROTHERHOOD OF ST. ANDREW. 


The work under this Chapter has been going along 
quietly but steadily. There are twentv-two members. 
Meetings have been held almost without intermission 
during the past year once a week, after the Wednes- 
day night service. There have been special services 
the third Sunday night of each month under the 
auspices of the Brotherhood, when clergymen have 
been asked to preach a sermon particularly for men. 
Among those that have preached during the past year 
might be named Bishop Coleman, Dr. Stone, Rev. 
Mr. Duhring, the Rev. Mr. McKay and a number of 
others. The work has been going on from week to 
week, the men reporting their visits which they made 
upon those whose names were given them. In many 
cases visits were made on the responsibility of the 
members. Some 260 visits have been made. Many 
strangers have been welcomed to the Church and 
Sunday School. 

Four delegates were sent to the Convention held in 
Washington, two of them meeting their own ex- 
penses, while the other two paid part of their own 
expenses very willingly. 

Money received from all sources, including dues, 
St. Andrew!'s Cross subscriptions, self-denial week 
and convention expenses amounted to $95.91, which 
amount was expended for the objects named. 


DECORATION CHAPTER. 


The work has been going along faithfully during 
the entire year. Flowers have been supplied for the 
altar every Sunday, except during Lent. Most of the 
time the money has been provided by persons giving 
five cents each week, although latterly a number of 
persons have themselves supplied the flowers every 
Sunday. 

By this means, we were able to create a fund from 
the five-cent contributions which allowed us to spend 
$15.00 at Easter, $7.50 at Christmas, and also $3.00 or 
$4.00 at other times for decoration. Members of the 
Chapter adorned the Church and Chapel at the festi- 
vals. Flowers from the altar were sent out through 
St. Barnabas Chapter to the sick. 

Two new vases were donated for the super-altar 
decoration, and for flowers, also four vessels to hold 
the flowers in the vases. 


DISTRICT VISITING CHAPTER. 


The District Visiting Chapter has been doing its 
work steadily and quietly during the year through the 
few people who are the regular members of the Chap- 
ter in addition to others in the Parish who have kindly 
volunteered to make visits. The objects of the Chap- 
ter are to visit members of the congregation and ex- 
plain to them the workings of the Parish, many of 
which are not understood by those not in close touch 
with us, also to visit new families moving into the 
Parish, make them acquainted with the Church and 
endeavor to bring them into the congregation. Some 
600 visits have been made and good results accom- 
plished. Much credit isdue to the members of the 
Parish not connected with the Chapter who have 
greatly assisted in the work done through the year. 


KING’S MESSENGERS. 


The King’s Messengers have nothing to report, 
owing to the fact that they have been without a Head 
all this year, and, while the work has been done in a 
measure by individual members of this organization, 
yet they do not report anything as a collective body. 
It is hoped, however, that a lady with whom some 
conversation has been held will soon be appointed 
Head, and the work then resumed with vigor and car- 
ried on with much greater interest and earnestness 
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than it ever was before. Surely, among so many 
strangers, and particularly among young women who 
visit our Church, and who in one way and another 
look upon it as their home, we should find an excel- 
lent opportunity for members of this organization to 
continue its usefulness. Particularly is this the case 
with the young women's Bible classes, many of whom, 
with advantage to their classes, become members of 
this organization. We hope therefore to appoint a 
Head on Parish Day, and thus to resume the work 
and to be able to report more snccess this time next 
year. Every one knows that the King's Messengers 
do for women exactly the work which is for done 
young men by the Brotherhood of St. Andrew. 


MISSIONARY CHAPTER. 


The meetings of this Chapter continued until June, 
and were held every Tuesday afternoon at 2.30. Owing 
tothe depression in business there were many calls 
made upon the members of the Chapter individually 
and also upon the Chapter as an organization. А 
large number of people received the benefits of the 
work in clothing, groceries and also in money, chiefly 
expended in providing coal, etc. In addition to the 
clothes which were given, some $660 have been ex- 
pended by this Chapter, while only $628.23 have been 
received, thus showing a deficit of some $22. 

In addition to helping our own people, a box has 
been prepared valued at $30 for a missionary in Mon- 
tana, and a suit been provided for the same box in 
addition to the $30 by a friend of the Parish, while 
$30 have also been raised as the Parish's portion to- 
wards the support of a Missionary Bishop. On the 
whole, we are much gratified with the work of this 
Chapter, although we see so many ways in which 
there could be a marked improvement, particularly if 
our people would work in concert with the organiza- 
tion, and also report to the Head of the Chapter any 
work which was done and which should be accredited 
to the Chapter. A mission box for the offerings of 
those who desire to make them for missions has been 
placed in the vestibule of the Chapel. 


THE MOTHERS' MEETING. 


The Mothers' Meeting met regularly from the first 
Tuesday in November until interrupted by the Christ- 
mas holidays, and is now again regularly meeting 
every Tuesday evening. Work is being done on 
clothing for the boys at the Children's Seaside Home 
at Atlantic City; the work from the preceding sea- 
son having been for the girls of the same institution, 
to whom a box worth about $40.00 was sent early in 
last June. ‘This box also contained a number of ani- 
mals of soft material made during Lent by Miss 
Hoopes' Bible Class. The reading has been one of 
Canon Farrar's books, ‘‘ Darkness and Dawn," a tale 
of the times of Nero. 


THE PRAYER CHAPTER. 


Undoubtedly much of the energy displayed and 
success achieved by the Parish as a whole are the best 
evidences that the sixty odd people who compose this 
Chapter, having for its object daily prayers for the 
spread of Christ's kingdom in our Parish, have been 
doing their work. In addition to this it is not alto- 
gether unknown throughout the Parish that at four 
o'clock every afternoon prayers are ascending to the 
throne of grace in our Chapel for the blessing of God 
upon the members of the Parish and upon the Par- 
ish itself, The regret is that a larger number of our 
people do not find it more convenient to be present at 
the fifteen minute Evening Prayer every afternoon, 
except Wednesday, at four o'clock. 


SANCTUARY CHAPTER. 


The Sanctuary Chapter has charge of the vessels of 
the sanctuary and its work is the orderly keeping of 
the chancel end of the Church. This includes the 
surplices of the clergy, the cottas and cassocks of the 
boys and men, and the vestments of the women of 
the choir. This Chapter saves the Parish much 
money in a vear'stime. On the last Sunday night of 
the month the cottas of the men and boys are taken 
home for washing and ironing, generally by their 
mothers and sisters, and are made ready for the next 
Sunday, while the women of the choir look after their 
own collars and cuffs, and in both cases a great ex- 
pense is saved the Parish. Besides, the chancel has 
during the year been enriched by a pair of flower 
vases and several book markers, and a new rail has 
been placed in the Chapel.. Many odds and ends, 
small in themselves but aggregating considerable, 
have been looked after with no expense whatever to 
the Parish, Much of the work is done by the mem- 
bers themselves, and this is gratifying to report, as 
personal service always counts for more than mere 
cash considerations. Altogether the work of the vear 
has been satisfactory and successful. 


ST. BARNABAS CHAPTER. 


The work properly belonging to this Chapter can- 
not always be accurately reported, for so many people 
visit the sick without notifying the Head. As far as 
we can gather, however, seventy-two sick people were 
reported to the Chapter and duly visited. Two hun- 
dred and sixty-seven visits were made, not including 
those made by individual members of the Parish. 
One hundred and forty bouquets of flowers were dis- 
tributed. Wine, fruit, jellies, medicines and provis- 
ions were taken to those who needed them. Thus the 
comfort and consolation of St. Barnabas have been 
well exemplified by this Chapter of our Guild. 


GIRLS' FRIENDLY SOCIETY. 


From our last Parish Day until June the meetings 
of this Chapter were held regularly, there being some 
sixty odd members in good standing. We were then 
suffering from the difficnlty of not having a regular 
Head ; but, nevertheless, the Associates and members 
took a warm interest in the work of the organization. 
In November Miss Florence Hoopes took charge, апа 
has been since that time, with the Associates, en- 
deavoring to get the Chapter in thorough working 
order. It has been decided to retain the mem- 
bers who are under sixteen years of age, but not 
to admit any others unless thev are of the requisite 
age. The Chapter has been working for Bishop 
Brooke's Hospital in Oklahoma, making sheets and 
pillows, and clothing for the beds and inmates of the 
hospital. A Secretary has been selected in Miss 
Edna Calely and a Treasurer in Miss Bessie Ingram. 
We cannot but feel that this Chapter is doing a good 
work. It has adopted the rule of the communicant 
members of the Chapter making their corporate 
communion at eight A. M. on the third Sunday in the 
month. It has also been decided to have an evening 
once a month for social entertainment, and a com- 
mittee for that purpose has been appointed. 


RECREATION CHAPTER. 


This Chapter has been doing its work steadily and 
in a large measure with much success. From Parish 
Day until June, when the season closed, the member- 
ship averaged 5o. Throughout the summer the base 
ball team kept up the work of the Chapter with much 
credit. During the winter about $55 were raised by 
an entertainment for the fund to place the Gymna- 
sium in the basement of the Parish House, where it 
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really belongs. The plan is to dig out the cellar and 
build retaining walls for the foundation, thus making 
excellent quarters for the Gymnasium, where the 
noise incident to its use will not disturb any peace- 
loving neighbors holding their meetings at the same 
time in the Parish Building. At present there are 25 
members. We attribute the falling off to our inability 
heretofore to secure a permanent instructor, but Mr. 
W. Graupner has been engaged, and under his effi- 
cient leadership it is hoped soon to regain the old 
members and many new ones. The meetings will be 
held on Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday, as before. 
There are $18 in the treasury, and during the yeara 
new punch bag, platform and climbing rope have 
been added to the outfit. We hope by next Parish 
Day to have the basement fund well in shape, as this 
improvement will greatly aid in building up the 
Gymnasium. 


KNIGHTS OF TEMPERANCE CHAPTER. 


From Parish Day to June last the Knights of Tem- 
perance continued under the old Order, but during 
that time the question of joining the new Command- 
ery, which was being formed in New York City, was 
seriously agitated and several meeting to consider the 
new plan were held in the Parish House, and were at- 
tended by representatives of Wissahickon, Ardmore. 
and other parishes besides our own. After thoroughly 
weighing the matter, in October it was decided to join 
the new organization, and, a charter having been 
applied for, St. Simeon's had the distinction of being 
the first company to receive the same under the new 
plan. There are now 35 members in the Company. 
During the year $47.05 were received as dues, and 
with $6.73 for current expenses, there are now $40.32 
in the Treasurer's hands. During the year competi- 
tive drills were given by our own Company divided 
into two parts for the purpose, also a drill with the 
Company from St. Stephen Parish, Wissahickon, in 
which the home company won the honors, although 
the visitors were highly commended by the judges. 
Throughout the year the work has been encouraging, 
and the prospects for the future are bright and 
promising. 


" KITCHEN-GARDEN CHAPTER. 


The work of the Kitchen-Garden Chapter is carried 
on principally on Saturday afternoons, when a large 
nuniber of our small children assemble on the second 
floor of the Parish House for the purpose of receiving 
instructions in matters which relate to household 
cares. In May last an opportunity was afforded to 
members of the Parish, in the entertainment given 
by the little people, to see how much they learn and 
what a benefit the little hands might be to the weary 
aud overworked mothers in keeping things in order 
in the house. We are glad to say that that entertain- 
ment netted some $42 for Parish expenses. Since 
which time, however, $5 have been taken from the 
amount to pay for the stove and other utensils re- 
quired for the Kitchen-Garden. At present there are 
35 names on the roll, and our little people seem to be 
anxious to connect themselves with this important 
work. The regret is that the number who attend is 
not five or six times as large. Would that we had the 
teachers and utensils to benefit not only a limited 
number but every one who would be willing to come 
and be under the instruction of the Head of the 
Chapter. 


THE MECHANICS' CHAPTER. 


The Mechanics’ Chapter, through work done by its 
memnibeérs, has saved the Parish during the last year 
some $150. This work comprises the following: Put- 
ting boards in the tank on the roof of the Parish 


House, this tank supplying water for the organ as well 
asthe upper rooms of the House, taking down and 
putting up storm-doors, erecting tables and taking 
them apart again, and laying the staging in the Hall, 
making hymn-boards for the Chapel services, placing 
rollers in all the sashes on the first апа second floors 
in the Parish House, arranging long iron pipes for the 
choristers of the Church, and erecting a brass rail for 
the chancel in the Chapel, together with many small 
matters hard to enumerate, but all of which have 
greatly added to the comfort and convenience of the 
worshippers in the Church and Chapel and the fre- 
quenters of the Parish House. The work of this Chap- 
ter is none the less effective because of the quiet 
manner in which it is carried through. 


PRINTING CHAPTER. 


The work of the Printing Chapter has been some- 
what pushed aside owing to the fact, that two of the 
important members have not been physically able to 
go on with it. They promise, however, that should 
an opportunity offer to have the printing press put in 
amore accessible and a more desirable place, that 
they will again take up the work, and be the means of 
saving the Parish many dollars in printing. 

A work like ours believes very thoroughly in print- 
er's ink, and it ought to be one of the most potent 
agencies in the whole Parish, in notifying the people 
of what is going on by means of notices for special 
services, etc. Altogether, we miss the operations of 
this Chapter, and cannot but hope, that in the near 
future, a place will be provided for the work to be car- 
ried on with the same efficiency as it was done in the 

ast. 
ч The amount of work done since February last was 
$42.75 ; the balance on hand previous to that time was 
$48.18; total, $90.93; expenses, $22.57. 


LITERARY CHAPTER. 


The Literary Chapter was not resumed during the 
year, being set aside largely by the many other activi- 
tiesin the Parish. Our Parish Building is a regular 
bee hive, and to go into all of the work would neces- 
sitate, as some one recently very truly said, the bring- 
ing of our beds and board with us. Still it is unfor- 
tunate that this Chapter should suffer in this respect. 
It can do an admirable work, and we believe our young 
men will gladly join with it when once fairly under 
way. Already rumors are in the air of something in 
the literary line taking shape. We sincerely hope it 
will materialize, and place the Literary Chapter 
among the other hard working and effective bodies in 
our Parish. 


KINDERGARTEN SCHOOL. 


This Chapter continues under the efficient care of 
Miss Whitby and Miss Piatt, who meet the 
scholars every morning except Saturday from 9.30 to 
12 o'clock. Until June, the school was in a very 
flourishing condition, giving an admirable entertain- 
ment about that time, when enough money was raised 
to ensure the success of the school for that year. The 
school resumed its sessions on September 12th and 
continued until the 22d of January, with 65 mem- 
bers. Atthe close of the fall term, a very excellent 
entertainment with Christmas tree was given by the 
teachers, while many friends of the school gathered 
on the Friday before Christmas, to see what progress 
had been made on the part of the little ones. 

A great deal of sickness this year has reduced the 
average attendance, but on the whole the scholars 
have been very regular, and the school seems to be in 
a successful condition. One fact causing low average 
in attendance this year is the absence of scholarships, 
as the scholars who are present do not pay the money 


The Missionary Offering. 


The third Sunday in January was the annual time 
for our missionary offering to the foreign field. The 
| amount received was $22.51. In addition the Sun- 
day School contributed $10. This offering, and 
the one for Domestic Missions, should stand foremost 
in the hearts and minds of our people. 


Telephones. 


We believe in being up to date. А bicycle, a talk- 
ing machine and a typewriter are in constant use in 
the interests of this Parish. A friend, realizing that 
time could be saved, and the efficiency of the Clergy 
increased by having a telephone from the first floor to 
the assistant’s quarters and to the sexton, as well as 
over to the Rectory and Vestry Room, generously 
gave money to furnish the wire. Others have given 
enough for three of the 'phones. We hope soon to 
receive the other two or three still required. 


Mr. Rumble's IlIness. 


We regret to learn that our printer is sick, and un- 
able to print Our MissIoN for this important issue. 
At the last moment we found good friends in the Avil 
Printing Company, 3941-45 Market Street, who sym- 
pathized with us, and came to ourrescue. To this 
great house we are indebted for the appearance of the 
paper. They are the printers, with their secretary, 
Mr. Charles H. Clarke, as publisher, of the most attrac- 
tive Parish paper in the country—TZhe Parish Messen- 
ger of the Church of the Saviour, St. Simeon’s always 
finds friends in the hour of sore need. 

A Tribute to St. Simeon's. 

We feel highly honored in the fact that the choir of 
the Chnrch of the Holy Apostles have copied the 
robes worn by tae ladies of our Auxiliary Choir. Тһе 
great success and thoroughly business-like methods of 
the Church of the Holy Apostles commend them- 
selves to all well ordered Parishes, thus if we have 
been able to offer a suggestion to that energetic Parish, 
we are much gratified. 

Confirmation. 

The Bishop will visit the Parish March the 5th, at 
8 P. M.—the first Friday in Lent—to administer the 
rite of Confirmation. 

The clergy will be glad to any persons who desire to 
consult them about this important matter. The boys’ 
class meets on Mondays at 7.45 Р. м. The girls’ class 
meets on Tuesdays, at 7.45 P. M., and the adults’ 
class at 7.30 P. M. Wednesday. The Lecture at the 
Wednesday night services is intended for all who are 
preparing for Confirmation. On Tuesday nights the 
Rector will be glad to see any persons concerning 
Confirmation. He can be found in Room No. 5, on 
the second floor of the Parish House. 

All persons who are debating this important step in 
their minds will do well to see the Clergy at an early 
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date. Those who have been baptized in our Church 
and have arrived at years of discretion should obey 
the divine command to confess Christ before men, 
while those coming from other religious bodies should 
ask what steps they are to take to become communi- 
cants of this Church. 

General. 

We are indebted to the efficient business manager 
of “Our Mission," and also to the Secretary, Mr. 
Clarke, of the Avil Publishing Company for the illus- 
trations, and this superior issue of the Parish paper. 
Mr. Tuke desires to emphasize the Rector's Tenth 
Anniversary, hence we must give him the credit for 
the half-tone pictures of the Bishops, etc. It might 
not be out of order tosuggest to our people that they 
cut out the pictures of the Bishops and have them 
neatly framed. 


The Gymnasium. 

We hesitate to suggest it now, but what a good 
thing it would be if all the young men in the Parish 
would put their shoulder to the wheel and financially 
help to place the gymnasium in the basement of the 
Parish House. We mean һу that, raise a fund to pro- 
vide the materials required in the way of flooring and 
ceiling for the large room, ‘They have already in 
hand $80.00, and a few only have promised to yive 
$30.00 more. We wish all could take part in this es- 
timable effort. We are willing, however, to allow 
the matter to stay in abeyance for the present, as 
the Rectory Fund should demand our earnest efforts 
at the present time. Still it may be of interest to us 
all to know that the work of excavating the cellar is 
slowly going forward, with a view of having our gym- 
nasium some day where it should have been placed 
when the building was first erected. For some time 
the injury done to the building from the present loca- 
tion of the gymnasium has caused much anxiety to the 
Head ofthe Parish, and he has been wondering whether 
he ought not discontinue the use of the room for 
that purpose, hut he did not have the heart to take 
any pleasure away from our boys. We сап learn from 
this that the interest of our young people is in mind. 


Church Lighting. 

For many months the Head of the Parish has de- 
sired to light the Church by electricity, particularly as 
the services do not vary winter or summer on Sun- 
days, and in the latter season especially the heat 
caused by the gas makes it very uncomfortable for 
the worshippers, so a scheme has been devised by 
which Edgar Cope, Jr., will celebrate his father's 
tenth anniversary in this Parish by giving the 
wiring and fixtures as a thank-offering. Here, 
again, we try to avail ourselves of the improvements 
of the age, to assist in the comfort of the people, and 
to facilitate the work of the sexton, as it will be much 
easier for him to press a button and light the Church.

The Rectory. 

Little is to be said about what has been dore in the 
housethis month. The interior woodwork is nearing 
completion, most of the painting is finished, the quar- 
tered-oak stairway, which is to be the gift of the Sun- 
day School, is one in which we very justly feel proud. 
Mr. Richard Torpin, who selected choice lumber, 
because of his great interest in our work, and Mr. 
Bayley, the builder, deserve a special vote of thanks 
from our Sunday School. There is, probably, no part 


“of the work in which we feel so much gratified as in 


that of the stairs, now almost completed. The work 
is the admiration of all who see it. 

The cellar floor has been cemented, and two of our 
men are now engaged in laying the tile of the vesti- 
bule. Before another issue of the Parish paper we 
hope to see the Rectory almost finished, except that 
we still need some six hundred dollars to pay for the 
material and some of the work. Following our old 
custom this debt, of course, will keep the house from 
being occupied until the money is raised. 


The Unemployed. 

During the month we have carried on this excellent 
effort of creating work for the unemployed, as far rs 
our money would permit. While we have not done as 
much as we hoped to do, at the same time many 
homes have been cheered during the past few weeks 
by the efforts made in their behalf. We have regu- 
larly employed, since October 151, from ten to forty- 
five men each week, as the money in hand allowed. 
We could still create work for fifty or sixty men 
were we able to raise the money. 

The means for this relief work has been supplied 
by generous people in the Diocese, many of them 
requested that their names be withheld from print.

Our Parish Day (February 2d), The Feast 
of the Presentation of Christ in the Temple, 
commonly called The Purification of St. Mary 
the Virgin, marks the Tenth Anniversary of 
the Rector’s connection with this Parish. 
There are a few people still left among our 
number who were present on that first 
Sunday in February to welcome Mr. Cope 
to the new work recently started in a 
room over a stable on ‘Twelfth Street. 
These can readily contrast the beginning 
of things with the present, and realize that 
many great changes have taken place dur- 
ing these ten years. Under God’s blessing 
the fifteen communicants found there on 
that Sunday have increased to more than 
twelve hundred. The Church, Parish House 
and Rectory, almost completed, have all been 
built, and, with the exception of the last 
named, entirely paid for. 

To the casual observer these advances do 
not make much of an impression, but when 
one gives ten of the best years of his life to 
the overseeing and working for these results, 


it makes а large impression upon his mind. It 
might be well said that perhaps few, if any cler- 
gymen, have been called upon to pass through 
the same experiences in so brief a time. In- 
deed, what has been accomplished is the sur- 
prise of the clergy far and wide, and a cause 
of thankfulness and rejoicing to all those 
who appreciate the growth of a Church, her 
influence upon a community, and the benefit 
upon the lives which may be influenced 
thereby. 

It is, therefore, with devout thankfulness 
that the Rector looks over the past, and re- 
joices that God has given him strength to 
continue so long a time in this one Parish, 
and has also enlisted the sympathies and in- 
terests of so many hundreds of people outside 
of our own district. The spirit of unity 
and concord, which has ever been manifested 
in the Parish itself, is a cause of gratitude, for 
without harmony it would have been impos- 
sible for us to have grown internally, however 
much people from the outside would have 
been willing to contribute towards our present 
large and well-equipped buildings. 

There is only one thing which seems to mar 
the retrospect, and that is the incomplete Rec- 
tory. It has been the one desire of the Rector, 
to have the Service of Benediction in the 
Rectory on the Tenth Anniversary of his 
coming to the Parish; but this was not to 
be. No doubt a larger and a better work has 
been accomplished in the fact of the Head of 
the Parish being otherwise occupied than in 
raising the final means required to complete the 
house, for his time has been laboriously spent 
in raising money and creating employment 
for hundreds of working people, whose claims 
were stronger, because of their need. 

For those who may not be familiar with the 
history of the past ten years in this Parish, it 
may be of interest to see the illustrations of 
the evolution which has taken place in that 
time. There is a change from the stable to 
the frame chapel, built in ten days, mostly by 
the hands of our own people, enlarged at night 
six times during the year by our own mechan- 
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ics to accommodate the rapidly increasing 
congregations, to the Parish House, which was 
first used for services on Easter Day, 189o, to 
the Church in which we worshiped Easter Day, 
1891,and now to the almost completed Rectory. 
These stages are pictures of development in 
which we heartily believe, and which mark 
clearly the fact that God has blessed the min- 
istrations of all those who have been asso- 
ciated together during the past decade, and 
has also justified the wisdom of those earnest 
laymen in the Diocese, who saw а great op- 
portunity for the work of the Church in this 
locality. Of course, the greatest impression 
of all is made upon the Rector himself, whose 
arduous labors and many weary hours have 
been lightened by the evidence that God was 
blessing the Church of St. Simeon, and enabl- 
ing her to reach forth into many homes, 
teaching and preaching righteousness, truth, 
and love divine.

Rector’s Annual Report. 


The year is one which will not soon be forgotten. 
The work of superintending the erection of the Rec- 
tory, so as to save as much as possible for the Parish, 
and also to make the most complete house, has been 
of the most trying and difficult kind. The experience 
gained in dealing with business men and workmen of 
all classes has undoubtedly been of great advantage. 
I have been able to see many of the difficulties which 
men outside of the Church experience. The fact is, 
I have been for over twelve months not а clergyman, 
in any sense of the word, but a contractor and a man 
of affairs. I would not have missed this opportunity 
of learning, as I feel it will be a vast advantage to ше 
in dealing with men in the future, and I can more fully 
appreciate the object which led Bishop Potter, of our 
diocese to advise his son, the present Bishop, Henry 
C. Potter, of New York, to spend several years in 
business before entering the ministry. 


Of course, the fact that I have had to give up much 
of the care of the Parish has been а source of great 
regret, particularly as I knew there were so many 
people who could not understand the work in which 
I was engaged, and who seemed to feel that I ought 
to give as much time to the work of visiting as I did 
when there was nothing else claiming my attention. 

We have been able to employ, as much as possible, 
men of our own congregation to do the work on the 
Rectory. This we could not have done if we had had 
acontractor. Our men have gladly given their ser- 
vices at night, in laying the floors, putting up stud- 
ding, апа in many other ways saved the Parish many 
dolars. We will all have this satisfaction when the 
Rectory is completed, that, although it has taken 
overa year to build, it will be one of the most com- 
plete and comfortable Rectories in the entire Diocese, 
aud yet will not cost much over halfthe price that 
such a house would ordinarily have spent upon it. 
Of course, we know that the house is for all future 
Rectors of the Parish. 

In February, 1896, a successful and helpful mission 
was conducted by the Rev. Dr. Warren and the Rev. 
Dr. Bradley, of New York. The Bishop, Archdeacon 
Brady, and Dr. Bodine, as well as a number of lay- 
men in the Diocese, gave admirable assistance. 

Another object which has taken my time, and 
drawn very greatly upon my strength, mental and 
physical, has been that of raising money for the 
unemployed. Since last October many hundreds 
of dollars have been raised and spent among the 
people who could not obtain work. Generous busi- 
ness men gave or trusted us with the material, so that 
we were able to carry on the work. Scores of men 
have been employed, averaging from five to fifty 
each week in the church cellar, laying the cement 
walk in the yard, doing whatever they could in the 
Rectory, and are now employed, as the money is pro- 
vided, in excavating tlie cellar of the Parish House, 
as we hope some day to see the gymnasium moved 
from the third floor of the Parish House to the base- 
ment. 

This effort of raising money and creating work for 
many of these people has been unique, and seldom 
has it fallen to the lot of a clergyman. I feel that the 
benefit will be manifold. First, it has emphasized 
the fact that people of means sympathize with so- 
called working people much more than we imagine. 
Secondly, it will serve to overthrow the absurd fal- 
lacy existing in the minds of a few irreligious people, 
that the Church does not care for the working man 
unless he can give money to her. In St. Simeon’s we 
have certainly time and time again shown that this is 
untrue, and is one of the wiles of the Evil One. We 
have repeatedly requested those who are out of em- 
ployment not to think of contributing to the support 
of the Parish through the weekly envelopes, while at 
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the same time we have urged those who are blessed 
with an income to increase their offering, if possible, 
so as to relieve those who could not meet their part of 
any responsibility, and thus have we tried to make 
the Church home just as bright and cheerful as if 
there were no depression in business. 

Still another benefit of this relief work, and one 
which is appreciated by the best element of working 
people, is the fact that self-respect and independence 
are preserved by those who are receiving the assist- 
ance. They know that they earn what they receive, 
and thus their manhood is not sacrificed by accepting 
the money offered to them. 

Lastly, and the least of all, is the improvement 
which has been made in and about the Church prop- 
erty for the benefit of all the people. This is also a 
blessing to those who are employed, as it will make 
the Church and Her buildings more comfortable for 
themselves and more useful to the community. At 
Christinas coal was sent to many families. In addi- 
tion some sixty homes received turkeys, and in other 
ways the joyous season was made brighter. These 
benefits have been seen and appreciated by the libe- 
ral and well-to-do people, to whom we have appealed 
so many times during the last four months, while the 
bond of sympathy existing between the rich and the 
working people is surely strengthened by this oppor- 
tunity of creating work for the latter. 

In many ways God has shown his approval of our 
work. We have ministered to many hundreds of 
homes, some of them in joy, some in sorrow, but in 
all have felt that God was surely enabling us to carry 
on the work for Him. Ninety-five lave been bap- 
tized, 107 confirmed, 28 couples have been married, 
51 persons buried, 40 have been received by letter, 1 
admitted, and 12transferred to other Parishes, leaving 
the present number of communicants about 1200. 

Considerable money has also been raised for the 
Rectory. As we glance over the work for the past 
year we most all give thauks to God for the 
many blessings which he has showered upon us, and, 
above all, for the stamp of His Divine favor, which 
the result of the work achieved seems to emphasize.

Sunday School Chapter. 


This important branch of Church work has held its 
meetings every Sunday afternoon during the year. 
With the exception of the bovs' department of the 
school, which, on account of scarcity of teachers, has 
not been able to keep up the standard of previous years 
though the work has been very satisfactory, and con- 
siderable progress has been made. Four new classes 
have been formed in the Main School with scholars 
taken from the Infant Department. Some of our 
former teachers moving to other parts of the 
city have been obliged to sever their connection with 
the work of the school, and the loss sustained in this 
respect has required others to take their places in- 
stead of forming new classes. 

The usual Excursion and Infant School picnics 
were given during the summer. 

The Christmas Entertainment was held on the af- 
ternoon and evening of December 29th, and greatly 
enjoyed by our schools. 

From time to time the Sunday School has, as far as 
the limited means of the members allowed, contrib- 
uted generously to the Rectory Fund, and at the 
Christmas Festival, on December 27th, donated the 
offering, which was given tothe construction of the 
main stairway in the building. Missionary work has 
been the most important feature of the year’s work. 
The first Sunday of the month has been set apart as 
Missionary Sunday, on which day опе of the classes 
prepared a paper on the work that is being done in 
one of the jurisdictions of the Church. The districts 
so far heard from are Alaska, Montana, North Dakota 
and Oklahoma. The offerings taken in Lent and Ad- 
vent are given wholly to missionary purposes. 


The customary offering of provisions and articles of 
food was made on the Sunday before Thanksgiving, 
and the scholars and teachers voted to send them to 
the City Mission. 

At the present time the registers show a total of 861 
scholars and 62 officers aud teschers, total, 923. ‘The 
largest attendance during the year was 621, on De- 
cember 6th, 1896, the smallest attendance, 141, on 
August 19th, 1896.

Brotherhood of St. Andrew. 


During the past year the work of this Chapter has 
been successfully carried on. А decided gain was 
made in the attendance at the Chapter meetiugs. In 
pursuance of the object for which the Brotherhood 
was started, the exteusion of Christ's kingdom among 
young men, much has been done by the Chapter, 
under the guidance of the Clergy, since our last re- 
port was given. In February, 1896, the members 
conducted meetings, which were held in various 
parts of the Parish, for the purpose of arousing in- 
terest in the mission, which was to be held during the 
month. They distributed some thousands of notices 
relating to special mission services. It may be proper 
to state that a number of our young men in the 
Parish cheerfully gave their services as ushers for the 
evening services during the week of the mission, and 
thus relieved the Chapter members, who received and 
ushered straugers to the preparatory services which 
were held in the Chapel. 

A large delegation represented the Chapter at the 
dedication of the Brotherhood House, and, as usual, 
the Chapter was fully represented by three members 
at the Annual National Convention at Pittsburgh. 

The financial side of the Chapter, notwithstanding 
the general depression, has been fairly satisfactory, 
aud this has been, in a large measure, due to the 
kindly assistance rendered by the congregation. 
Forty-eight dollars were raised to defray the expenses 
of the delegates to Pittsburgh. Of this amount $20 
were given by the Rector. 

Thirteen dollars and forty-one cents were raised by 
self-denial of the members to assist in sending mis- 
sionaries to the foreign fields of Japan and China. 


Twenty-five dollars were raised towards the debt ac- 
cumulated by the General Board of Missions. 

Thirty-seven dollars were also paid for other pur- 
poses. 

Total amount of money raised and disbursed 
$124.41. 

Many visits have been made and men invited to 
our services. F. A. McMILLEN, Head.

The boys took.an active part during the mission 
in distributing dodgers and circulars, and in posting 
up cards of invitation in the Parish. During the 
year they have visited sixty or more boys at their 
homes, with the object of inducing them to attend 
either Sunday School or Church. 

The Chapter distributes the Parish paper, and any 
notices pertaining to Parish work. In addition to 
this they assist the librarians in the Sunday School 
by distributing the Bibles for the classes. They are 
not called upon to pay a per capita tax, but they tax 
themselves a small sum weekly for a contingent fund, 
Out of this fund they appropriated $1 to benefit the 
unemployed when the Rector made his first appeal.

Decoration Chapter. 

The work of this Chapter has consisted mainly of 
supplying flowers forthe altar for all the Sundays ex- 
cept those in Lent. These flowers have been given 
over to the St. Barnabas Chapter at the end of each 
service and sent out among the sick. Thus they have 
performed a double service. About twenty people in 
the Parish have given five cents a week, while one or 
two others have made special donations for the pur- 
pose of supplying these flowers. 

At Easter a special appeal was made and more elab- 
orate decorations used in the chancel. On All Saints’ 
Day, a few people desiring to remember their dear de- 
parted ones, gave money for additional decoration of 
the chancel. At Christmas the young men in the 
Bible Class took charge of dressing the Church aud 
Chapel,while Mr. John S. Baker did the plumbing re- 
quisite to putting up the star and cross. 

The amount received and expended during the year

The Sanctuary Chapter, 


The work of this Chapter consists mainly in caring 
for the vestments of the Clergy, the cassocks and 
cottas of the Choir, and the robes of the auxiliary 
Choir. Every month and for special festivals, sur- 
plices and cottas have been washed by members of 
the Chapter, or taken by men and boys of the choir to 
their homes, so that the amount saved to the Parish 
has been very considerable. ‘The collars and cuffs are 
cared for by the ladies of the choir also saved the 
Parish that expense. It is estimated that at least 
two hundred dollars have been saved during the year 
by this Chapter in laundry work and in other ways.

The Girls’ Friendly Society. 


From the last Parish Day until the middle of May 
successful meetings of the “ Girls’ Friendly Society ” 
were held each week. Through the generosity of 
Mr. and Mrs. Camblos, two of Mrs Rorer's pupils 
came each week and gave lessons in Cooking to about 
twenty of the girls, different girls taking lessons each 
week. Other classes were taught sewing, embroidery, 
and an attempt made to teach stenography, but this 
latter class was discontinued because it was impossi- 
ble to procure money with which to pay a teacher. 

It was expected to start the Chapter again about the 
Ist of October, but owing to the illness of the Head of 
the Chapter, it has not been found possible to re- 
sume this part of our work this year. 


Recreation Chapter. 


Owing to the fact that our gymnasium is inconve- 
niently located in the third floor, where the free use 
of the room is limited because of the annoyance to 
other meetings going on at the same time in the Par- 
ish House, and also because the number of nights the 
gymnasium can be used is curtailed by other meet- 
ings, this part of the Chapter work never has been as 
much of a success as it deserved. Many months in 
the spring, fall and winter it is found desirable to dis. 
continue the use of the room, while ladies and some 
of the youngest members of the Parish have always 
been debarred from membership because of the limi- 
tations imposed upon the Recreation Chapter. At 
present, however, we hope that a new life of useful- 
ness is before this branch of the Guild. Some twenty- 
one members of the young men are doing all they can 
towards raising money required for material for plac- 
ing the gymnasium inthe basement. In addition, 
eighty dollars have been in the bank for several years 
for the same purpose. 

The earnest efforts of the Rector, having been sus- 
tained by the Vestry, point to a realization of the 
hopes of all who are interested in this work, and we 
are expecting some day to see the gymnasium in the 
basement of the Church, where it belongs. If so, 
there will be a running track and a space nearly twice 
the size of the room used for the gymnasium at pre- 
sent. The young men who are interested in “basket 
ball," and the young women, more anxious to have 
their free use of a well-equipped gymnasium, will be 
much interested in watching the progress of the Rec- 
tor’s effort in our behalf. `

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Kitchen-Garden Chapter. 

The work of this Chapter has been in abeyance, 
because the Head of it has been so over- 
burdened with other work in the Parish that it 
was impossible for her to find time to resume the 
work so far this winter. We hope soon, however, to 
see this excellent Chapter again doing its good and 
splendid work. 


Mechanics’ Chapter. 


For the members of this Chapter the year has been 
one of unusual activity. Not since the days of the build- 
ing of the frame chapel have they had so much todo, In 
February and March of last year about twenty-five men 
gave themselves to the work of this Chapter in help- 
ing the Parish to save money for the Rectory. Mr. 
George E. Driver generously loaned lamps, so that 
the men could work at night. Nearly all the floors 
in the Rectory were laid, studding put up for the par- 
titions, the walls stripped, bricks were laid, and many 
other parts of the work done in order to save the 
Parish as much as possible. It is estimated that at 

least five hundred dollars were thus contributed in 
labor by this Chapter towards the erection of the 
house. Other work has also been done by members of 
this Chapter about the Church and Parish House. It 
has thus proved itself a very valuable part of the 
working force of the Parish.

It is, however, retained, as one of the Chapters 
of the Guild in the hope that its operations may soon 
be revived. A Chapter of this kind is capable of very 
valuable and enjoyable work among lovers of music, 
and in a Parish like ours, where the services are noted 
for the hearty singing, such an organization should 
be a positive necessity. When once fairly started 
no doubt many would avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunities this Chapter will afford, and we trust by next 
Parish Day a report of its work will figure among the 
achievements of the year. 


ST. SIMEON’S YEARLY BENEFICIAL 
SOCIETY. 


This organization belongs to the Parish, although it 
is not termed a Chapter of the Guild, at the same 
time we desire to say something about its workings. 
After the Parish Day of a year ago in March the or- 
ganization, as is its custom, disbanded, and then paid 
a dividend of $1.50 to each of the members in. good 
standing. In April it was reorganized and a new 
series begun. Since that time some 219 members 
have been admitted and $580 been paid out for the 
relief of sick members. Certainly a very good show- 
ing. To one member alone $155 were paid on account 
of having been unfortunately taken sick immediately 
after his admittance into the organization. This 
proves to the working men one of the advantages of 
belonging to this Society. ‘Thus far in the year there 
have been no deaths, and consequently no benefits 
have been paid by the members. We cannot but feel 
that the men of the Parish are not sufficiently ac-

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quainted with the working of this Beneficial Society 
or we would have no difficulty in soon raising the 
number of members from 219 to 400. ‘The Secretary 
or Vice-President would be very glad to furnish any 
information which may be desired by members of the 
Parish or their friends. 


UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 


The University Extension Courses do not properly 
belong to our Guild work, though managed by mem- 
bers of the Parish, to whom the Hall is tendered free 
of any expense. But while we do not claim the Lec- 
tures as any part of our work yet they come under our 
notice, and it should interest many of our readers to 
learn that during the year one course on English Lit- 
erature was given by Professor A. H. Smyth, of the 
Boys’ Central High School, and that a course on 
American Literature by the same lecturer is now in 
progress. Professor Smyth handles his subject in a 
happy manner, and makes his lectures both instruct- 
ive and entertaining. Our people should take a special 
interest in the University Extension Courses of the 
Lehigh Avenue Centre, partly because they are given 
in our Parish Hall, but more particularly on account 
of the genuine merit they possess. 


THE READING ROOM. 


The Reading Room was opened on the evening of 
January 28th, under the charge of the young men of 
St. Paul's Bible Class. To the stock of books and 
magazines already on hand was added a good selec- 
tion of current numbers of favorite weeklies and 
monthlies, and while no great noise has been made so 
far, the attendance every evening the room has been 
opened proves that it is a welcome addition to our 
Parish activities, and no doubt it will steadilv grow in 
favor. The Reading Room is well heated and lighted, 
and with a commodious table and plenty of chairs it 
should become a pleasant place to drop into occasion- 
ally. It will be open from 8 to ro o'clock P. м. on 
Mondays, Thursdays and Saturdays, and any one is 
welcome to visit it. "This enterprise, in care of a 
large body of our young men, should receive more 
than moral support from our parishioners and friends, 
and it is sincerely hoped they will not forget the 
Reading Room (its wants are many) when in a benev- 
olent frame of mind.

For Year ending February 2d, 1895. 


RECTOR’S REPORT. 


The year ending Parish Day, February 2d, has 
been unique in many ways. The depression in busi- 
ness felt so generally over the country was particularly 
noticeable in this Parish, where such a large number 
of our people were thrown out of employment. There 
are not many families where one or more, sometimes 
all, the bread-earners, have not been out of work for 
weeks. 

Notwithstanding this fact the expenses of the Parish 
have been met, by a little extra effort it is true, but 
really with less dependence upon entertainments, еїс., 
to meet current expenses than we have experienced 
formerly. In addition to this, we have rather increased 
than diminished our offerings for outside objects, 
feeling as we do that the suffering in some parts of 
the country has been much worse than among our- 
selves. One Missionary Bishop writes that he fears 
he will have to close a large number of the stations in 
which he is holding services unless the times speedily 
improve or the more fayored come to his rescue. 

That we have been able to carry on our work with- 
out any marked interruption should be a cause of con- 
gratulation on the part of all who belong to the 
Parish, and also those who receive the benefits of the 
Parish’s ministrations. We have requested those 
who were out of work not to think of keeping up 
their envelope offerings. We have endeavored during 
the hard times to make the services as bright and as 
cheerful as ever, so that whatever necessity was felt at 
home the same might not appear in God's House. 

While many of our own people were unable to 
attend the services as readily as they wished the con- 
gregations have steadily increased, all branches of the 
work, particularly the Suuday School and the Choir, 
have seemed to be in excellent condition. 

We sometimes wish that we had a wealthier congre- 
gation, particularly when we long to accomplish any 
special work, or see mauy ways in which the effect- 
iveness of the work might be increased, but, on 
the whole, we are led to feel that we have what is far 
better than money, viz., a readiness on the part of our 
people to contribute of their ability to the work itself. 
This has been seen in many ways in the past, and 
particularly in the last year, in odds and ends that 
have been attended to by the Mechanics’ Chapter. 
We сап recall with pleasure the device of Mr. Knowles 
for opening the windows in the clerestory ; the erection 
of the brass railing, the gift of Mr. T. B. Belfield, by 
Mr. William. Barker and Mr. Charles Barker; the 
gift of Mr. Schaefer of the Evening Services, which 
are such a benefit to strangers, and a number of other 
ways too nurierous to mention in a brief report, but 
which have been noticed in the past, all impress us 
that personal effort is worth more than money. As 
long as we have those of whom it might be said, 
“The people had a mind to work," we are sure of 
doing the best of all good asa Parish, and that is to 
touch the hearts of the people. Personal work for 
the Master is better than hired labor. 

The number of contributors by the weekly envelope 
has decreased, as was expected from the depression in 
trade, and we have now but 432. We look, however, 
fora steady increase as the business revives and as 
our people realize that it is a Christian duty to sup- 
port the Church in a religious way and business way. 

During the year 580 services have been held in 
Church and Chapel, and 215 sermons and addresses 
delivered, while services and addresses in private 


houses have also been conducted. Some 3000 calls 
were made by the Clergy and the District Visitor.

SUNDAY SCHOOL CHAPTER. 


The work of this important Branch of the Guild 
has been continued without intermission every Sun- 
day afternoon at 2.30 o'clock. The teachers them- 
selves decided early in the summer to continue the 
afternoon services as heretofore, and not to hold them 
in the morning as was suggested. 

There is a degree of regularity in the attendance of 
the larger part of the teachers which certainly is 
commendable, and helps us in the great work we are 
doing in this part of the Parish. The scholars them- 
selves responding to this interest and faithfulness on 
the part of the teachers, 

On the days of the greater festivals there have been 
special services in the Church, and also on several 
other occasions during the year. р 

During Lent special short services were held in 
the Church, which a large number of scholars and 
teachers attended after the closing of the Sunday 
School. “At these services there were short addresses. 

During June we had our annual excursion in con- 
nection with several other Sunday Schools, at Park- 


‘land, where a very pleasant day was spent, on the 


part of officers, teachers and scholars. 

One of the important times of the year has been 
the meeting of the teachers and officers of the 
Sunday School on the first Friday night of each 
month during the year, to consider the ways and 
means of furthering the interests in the Sunday 
School. A number of committees have been formed, 
including the State of the Sunday School, on Absent 
Teachers, on Entertainments, on Music, on Library, 
etc. ‘The committees report the first Friday night of 
the month, and thus keep the rest of the teachers in 
thorough touch with whatever is of general interest to 
the entire school. Already we have seen a great 
benefit accrue from this organization. 

Some 50 Bibles have lately been added to the School, 
and we feel now that a Bible is in the hands of every 
member of the School. 

During the year, also, the second floor of the Parish 
House has been covered with carpet, the money 
having been raised by the Sunday School As the 
Primary and Intermediate Schools meet on this floor, 
itisa comfort, not only to them, but to those who 
meet on the first floor not to be disturbed by noise. 

On St. John's Day the annual Christmas Festival of 
the Sunday School was held. The exercises of the 
Primary Department were held in the afternoon, and 
those of the Main School in the evening. The pro- 
gramme was very well carried out by members of our 
School. The little play, written by one of our teach- 
ers, Mr. L. P. Schaefer, was very much enjoyed by 
all, so much so that it was repeated a week later. 

One of the red-letter days of the Sunday School 
was the holding of the Sunday School Institute in our 
Parish, Church and House, on June 14th, when there 
were addresses delivered by Bishops, Priests and seve- 
rallaymen. Lunches were provided at noon and a 
tea in the evening for teachers who came to visit us. 
We feel that a very great benefit and a blessing will 
come from holding the Institute in this part of the 
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city, particularly as it is the first one which has ever 
been held so far up town, and the number of those 
who attended the Institute made it almost impracti- 
cable to hold it in any other church than that of St. 
Simeon's in this part of the city. 

The Sunday School Library has been open every 
Sunday without intermission during the past year, the 
number of books (540) in the library, should be in- 
creased as rapidly as possible. Certainly a school of 
this size should have at least 1000 volumes on the 
shelves, as some four and five hundred scholars take 
out books every Sunday. 

We cannot but commend the faithfulness of the 
librarians in the Sunday School Department, as well 
as the efficiency and carefulness with which the two 
Secretaries attend to their duties. It certainly is a 
very great comfort to the Head of the Parish to know 
at any moment he can lay his finger upon items de- 
sired from the Sunday School, as well also from the 
books of the Treasurer. The success of our School is 
largely due to the efficiency of Secretaries, Treas- 
urer and Librarians, 

I desire to say that the following figures will give 
the accurate statement of the Sunday School at the 
present time. A large number of scholars have been 
dropped from the roll, and so we can feel that the list 
given below is not given to create a wrong impression.

BROTHERHOOD OF ST. ANDREW. 


The work under this Chapter has been going along 
quietly but steadily. There are twentv-two members. 
Meetings have been held almost without intermission 
during the past year once a week, after the Wednes- 
day night service. There have been special services 
the third Sunday night of each month under the 
auspices of the Brotherhood, when clergymen have 
been asked to preach a sermon particularly for men. 
Among those that have preached during the past year 
might be named Bishop Coleman, Dr. Stone, Rev. 
Mr. Duhring, the Rev. Mr. McKay and a number of 
others. The work has been going on from week to 
week, the men reporting their visits which they made 
upon those whose names were given them. In many 
cases visits were made on the responsibility of the 
members. Some 260 visits have been made. Many 
strangers have been welcomed to the Church and 
Sunday School. 

Four delegates were sent to the Convention held in 
Washington, two of them meeting their own ex- 
penses, while the other two paid part of their own 
expenses very willingly. 

Money received from all sources, including dues, 
St. Andrew!'s Cross subscriptions, self-denial week 
and convention expenses amounted to $95.91, which 
amount was expended for the objects named. 


DECORATION CHAPTER. 


The work has been going along faithfully during 
the entire year. Flowers have been supplied for the 
altar every Sunday, except during Lent. Most of the 
time the money has been provided by persons giving 
five cents each week, although latterly a number of 
persons have themselves supplied the flowers every 
Sunday. 

By this means, we were able to create a fund from 
the five-cent contributions which allowed us to spend 
$15.00 at Easter, $7.50 at Christmas, and also $3.00 or 
$4.00 at other times for decoration. Members of the 
Chapter adorned the Church and Chapel at the festi- 
vals. Flowers from the altar were sent out through 
St. Barnabas Chapter to the sick. 

Two new vases were donated for the super-altar 
decoration, and for flowers, also four vessels to hold 
the flowers in the vases. 


DISTRICT VISITING CHAPTER. 


The District Visiting Chapter has been doing its 
work steadily and quietly during the year through the 
few people who are the regular members of the Chap- 
ter in addition to others in the Parish who have kindly 
volunteered to make visits. The objects of the Chap- 
ter are to visit members of the congregation and ex- 
plain to them the workings of the Parish, many of 
which are not understood by those not in close touch 
with us, also to visit new families moving into the 
Parish, make them acquainted with the Church and 
endeavor to bring them into the congregation. Some 
600 visits have been made and good results accom- 
plished. Much credit isdue to the members of the 
Parish not connected with the Chapter who have 
greatly assisted in the work done through the year. 


KING’S MESSENGERS. 


The King’s Messengers have nothing to report, 
owing to the fact that they have been without a Head 
all this year, and, while the work has been done in a 
measure by individual members of this organization, 
yet they do not report anything as a collective body. 
It is hoped, however, that a lady with whom some 
conversation has been held will soon be appointed 
Head, and the work then resumed with vigor and car- 
ried on with much greater interest and earnestness 
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than it ever was before. Surely, among so many 
strangers, and particularly among young women who 
visit our Church, and who in one way and another 
look upon it as their home, we should find an excel- 
lent opportunity for members of this organization to 
continue its usefulness. Particularly is this the case 
with the young women's Bible classes, many of whom, 
with advantage to their classes, become members of 
this organization. We hope therefore to appoint a 
Head on Parish Day, and thus to resume the work 
and to be able to report more snccess this time next 
year. Every one knows that the King's Messengers 
do for women exactly the work which is for done 
young men by the Brotherhood of St. Andrew. 


MISSIONARY CHAPTER. 


The meetings of this Chapter continued until June, 
and were held every Tuesday afternoon at 2.30. Owing 
tothe depression in business there were many calls 
made upon the members of the Chapter individually 
and also upon the Chapter as an organization. А 
large number of people received the benefits of the 
work in clothing, groceries and also in money, chiefly 
expended in providing coal, etc. In addition to the 
clothes which were given, some $660 have been ex- 
pended by this Chapter, while only $628.23 have been 
received, thus showing a deficit of some $22. 

In addition to helping our own people, a box has 
been prepared valued at $30 for a missionary in Mon- 
tana, and a suit been provided for the same box in 
addition to the $30 by a friend of the Parish, while 
$30 have also been raised as the Parish's portion to- 
wards the support of a Missionary Bishop. On the 
whole, we are much gratified with the work of this 
Chapter, although we see so many ways in which 
there could be a marked improvement, particularly if 
our people would work in concert with the organiza- 
tion, and also report to the Head of the Chapter any 
work which was done and which should be accredited 
to the Chapter. A mission box for the offerings of 
those who desire to make them for missions has been 
placed in the vestibule of the Chapel. 


THE MOTHERS' MEETING. 


The Mothers' Meeting met regularly from the first 
Tuesday in November until interrupted by the Christ- 
mas holidays, and is now again regularly meeting 
every Tuesday evening. Work is being done on 
clothing for the boys at the Children's Seaside Home 
at Atlantic City; the work from the preceding sea- 
son having been for the girls of the same institution, 
to whom a box worth about $40.00 was sent early in 
last June. ‘This box also contained a number of ani- 
mals of soft material made during Lent by Miss 
Hoopes' Bible Class. The reading has been one of 
Canon Farrar's books, ‘‘ Darkness and Dawn," a tale 
of the times of Nero. 


THE PRAYER CHAPTER. 


Undoubtedly much of the energy displayed and 
success achieved by the Parish as a whole are the best 
evidences that the sixty odd people who compose this 
Chapter, having for its object daily prayers for the 
spread of Christ's kingdom in our Parish, have been 
doing their work. In addition to this it is not alto- 
gether unknown throughout the Parish that at four 
o'clock every afternoon prayers are ascending to the 
throne of grace in our Chapel for the blessing of God 
upon the members of the Parish and upon the Par- 
ish itself, The regret is that a larger number of our 
people do not find it more convenient to be present at 
the fifteen minute Evening Prayer every afternoon, 
except Wednesday, at four o'clock. 


SANCTUARY CHAPTER. 


The Sanctuary Chapter has charge of the vessels of 
the sanctuary and its work is the orderly keeping of 
the chancel end of the Church. This includes the 
surplices of the clergy, the cottas and cassocks of the 
boys and men, and the vestments of the women of 
the choir. This Chapter saves the Parish much 
money in a vear'stime. On the last Sunday night of 
the month the cottas of the men and boys are taken 
home for washing and ironing, generally by their 
mothers and sisters, and are made ready for the next 
Sunday, while the women of the choir look after their 
own collars and cuffs, and in both cases a great ex- 
pense is saved the Parish. Besides, the chancel has 
during the year been enriched by a pair of flower 
vases and several book markers, and a new rail has 
been placed in the Chapel.. Many odds and ends, 
small in themselves but aggregating considerable, 
have been looked after with no expense whatever to 
the Parish, Much of the work is done by the mem- 
bers themselves, and this is gratifying to report, as 
personal service always counts for more than mere 
cash considerations. Altogether the work of the vear 
has been satisfactory and successful. 


ST. BARNABAS CHAPTER. 


The work properly belonging to this Chapter can- 
not always be accurately reported, for so many people 
visit the sick without notifying the Head. As far as 
we can gather, however, seventy-two sick people were 
reported to the Chapter and duly visited. Two hun- 
dred and sixty-seven visits were made, not including 
those made by individual members of the Parish. 
One hundred and forty bouquets of flowers were dis- 
tributed. Wine, fruit, jellies, medicines and provis- 
ions were taken to those who needed them. Thus the 
comfort and consolation of St. Barnabas have been 
well exemplified by this Chapter of our Guild. 


GIRLS' FRIENDLY SOCIETY. 


From our last Parish Day until June the meetings 
of this Chapter were held regularly, there being some 
sixty odd members in good standing. We were then 
suffering from the difficnlty of not having a regular 
Head ; but, nevertheless, the Associates and members 
took a warm interest in the work of the organization. 
In November Miss Florence Hoopes took charge, апа 
has been since that time, with the Associates, en- 
deavoring to get the Chapter in thorough working 
order. It has been decided to retain the mem- 
bers who are under sixteen years of age, but not 
to admit any others unless thev are of the requisite 
age. The Chapter has been working for Bishop 
Brooke's Hospital in Oklahoma, making sheets and 
pillows, and clothing for the beds and inmates of the 
hospital. A Secretary has been selected in Miss 
Edna Calely and a Treasurer in Miss Bessie Ingram. 
We cannot but feel that this Chapter is doing a good 
work. It has adopted the rule of the communicant 
members of the Chapter making their corporate 
communion at eight A. M. on the third Sunday in the 
month. It has also been decided to have an evening 
once a month for social entertainment, and a com- 
mittee for that purpose has been appointed. 


RECREATION CHAPTER. 


This Chapter has been doing its work steadily and 
in a large measure with much success. From Parish 
Day until June, when the season closed, the member- 
ship averaged 5o. Throughout the summer the base 
ball team kept up the work of the Chapter with much 
credit. During the winter about $55 were raised by 
an entertainment for the fund to place the Gymna- 
sium in the basement of the Parish House, where it 
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really belongs. The plan is to dig out the cellar and 
build retaining walls for the foundation, thus making 
excellent quarters for the Gymnasium, where the 
noise incident to its use will not disturb any peace- 
loving neighbors holding their meetings at the same 
time in the Parish Building. At present there are 25 
members. We attribute the falling off to our inability 
heretofore to secure a permanent instructor, but Mr. 
W. Graupner has been engaged, and under his effi- 
cient leadership it is hoped soon to regain the old 
members and many new ones. The meetings will be 
held on Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday, as before. 
There are $18 in the treasury, and during the yeara 
new punch bag, platform and climbing rope have 
been added to the outfit. We hope by next Parish 
Day to have the basement fund well in shape, as this 
improvement will greatly aid in building up the 
Gymnasium. 


KNIGHTS OF TEMPERANCE CHAPTER. 


From Parish Day to June last the Knights of Tem- 
perance continued under the old Order, but during 
that time the question of joining the new Command- 
ery, which was being formed in New York City, was 
seriously agitated and several meeting to consider the 
new plan were held in the Parish House, and were at- 
tended by representatives of Wissahickon, Ardmore. 
and other parishes besides our own. After thoroughly 
weighing the matter, in October it was decided to join 
the new organization, and, a charter having been 
applied for, St. Simeon's had the distinction of being 
the first company to receive the same under the new 
plan. There are now 35 members in the Company. 
During the year $47.05 were received as dues, and 
with $6.73 for current expenses, there are now $40.32 
in the Treasurer's hands. During the year competi- 
tive drills were given by our own Company divided 
into two parts for the purpose, also a drill with the 
Company from St. Stephen Parish, Wissahickon, in 
which the home company won the honors, although 
the visitors were highly commended by the judges. 
Throughout the year the work has been encouraging, 
and the prospects for the future are bright and 
promising. 


" KITCHEN-GARDEN CHAPTER. 


The work of the Kitchen-Garden Chapter is carried 
on principally on Saturday afternoons, when a large 
nuniber of our small children assemble on the second 
floor of the Parish House for the purpose of receiving 
instructions in matters which relate to household 
cares. In May last an opportunity was afforded to 
members of the Parish, in the entertainment given 
by the little people, to see how much they learn and 
what a benefit the little hands might be to the weary 
aud overworked mothers in keeping things in order 
in the house. We are glad to say that that entertain- 
ment netted some $42 for Parish expenses. Since 
which time, however, $5 have been taken from the 
amount to pay for the stove and other utensils re- 
quired for the Kitchen-Garden. At present there are 
35 names on the roll, and our little people seem to be 
anxious to connect themselves with this important 
work. The regret is that the number who attend is 
not five or six times as large. Would that we had the 
teachers and utensils to benefit not only a limited 
number but every one who would be willing to come 
and be under the instruction of the Head of the 
Chapter. 


THE MECHANICS' CHAPTER. 


The Mechanics’ Chapter, through work done by its 
memnibeérs, has saved the Parish during the last year 
some $150. This work comprises the following: Put- 
ting boards in the tank on the roof of the Parish 


House, this tank supplying water for the organ as well 
asthe upper rooms of the House, taking down and 
putting up storm-doors, erecting tables and taking 
them apart again, and laying the staging in the Hall, 
making hymn-boards for the Chapel services, placing 
rollers in all the sashes on the first апа second floors 
in the Parish House, arranging long iron pipes for the 
choristers of the Church, and erecting a brass rail for 
the chancel in the Chapel, together with many small 
matters hard to enumerate, but all of which have 
greatly added to the comfort and convenience of the 
worshippers in the Church and Chapel and the fre- 
quenters of the Parish House. The work of this Chap- 
ter is none the less effective because of the quiet 
manner in which it is carried through. 


PRINTING CHAPTER. 


The work of the Printing Chapter has been some- 
what pushed aside owing to the fact, that two of the 
important members have not been physically able to 
go on with it. They promise, however, that should 
an opportunity offer to have the printing press put in 
amore accessible and a more desirable place, that 
they will again take up the work, and be the means of 
saving the Parish many dollars in printing. 

A work like ours believes very thoroughly in print- 
er's ink, and it ought to be one of the most potent 
agencies in the whole Parish, in notifying the people 
of what is going on by means of notices for special 
services, etc. Altogether, we miss the operations of 
this Chapter, and cannot but hope, that in the near 
future, a place will be provided for the work to be car- 
ried on with the same efficiency as it was done in the 

ast. 
ч The amount of work done since February last was 
$42.75 ; the balance on hand previous to that time was 
$48.18; total, $90.93; expenses, $22.57. 


LITERARY CHAPTER. 


The Literary Chapter was not resumed during the 
year, being set aside largely by the many other activi- 
tiesin the Parish. Our Parish Building is a regular 
bee hive, and to go into all of the work would neces- 
sitate, as some one recently very truly said, the bring- 
ing of our beds and board with us. Still it is unfor- 
tunate that this Chapter should suffer in this respect. 
It can do an admirable work, and we believe our young 
men will gladly join with it when once fairly under 
way. Already rumors are in the air of something in 
the literary line taking shape. We sincerely hope it 
will materialize, and place the Literary Chapter 
among the other hard working and effective bodies in 
our Parish. 


KINDERGARTEN SCHOOL. 


This Chapter continues under the efficient care of 
Miss Whitby and Miss Piatt, who meet the 
scholars every morning except Saturday from 9.30 to 
12 o'clock. Until June, the school was in a very 
flourishing condition, giving an admirable entertain- 
ment about that time, when enough money was raised 
to ensure the success of the school for that year. The 
school resumed its sessions on September 12th and 
continued until the 22d of January, with 65 mem- 
bers. Atthe close of the fall term, a very excellent 
entertainment with Christmas tree was given by the 
teachers, while many friends of the school gathered 
on the Friday before Christmas, to see what progress 
had been made on the part of the little ones. 

A great deal of sickness this year has reduced the 
average attendance, but on the whole the scholars 
have been very regular, and the school seems to be in 
a successful condition. One fact causing low average 
in attendance this year is the absence of scholarships, 
as the scholars who are present do not pay the money 
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accept a Coadjutor, so that his labor in the future 
might be made lighter. ‘Tuesday, February 4th, has 
been appointed for the day of the election, when the 
clergymen of the Diocese, and three delegates from 
each Parish, will assemble in the Church of St. Luke's 
Epiphany, and after receiving the Holy Communion 

and praying for the guidance of the Holy Spirit, wil] 
solemnly cast their votes for a man to be chosen as 
Bishop Coadjutor. The selection is of interest to the 
entire Church, especially in our own Diocese, and our 
prayers ascend to God at this time that He will send 
us a man in every way fitted for the responsibilities of 
this high office. 


FOREIGN MISSIONARY DAY. 


The second Sunday after Epiphany, January 19th, 
was observed as foreign missionary day. Appropriate 
missionary sermons were preached by the Rector at 
10 30 A. M. and at 3 o’clock, when there was Sunday- 
school service in the Church. At the evening service 
the Rev. Chas. E. Evans, of Tokyo, Japan, told about 
his work in that country. The offerings amounted

King Edward and Queen Alexandra have 
decided to discontinue all Sunday traveling, 
in imitation of the course pursued by the 
late Queen.

The first of a list of twenty questions 
which are presented for an answer to every 
man, young or old, who applies for a situation 
in the Bank of England is, ‘‘How do you 
spend your Sundays?” 


Notices. 

Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon: 


A communicant removing írom one parish to 
another s/a// procure from the rector (if any) of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no rector, 
from one of the wardens, a certificate, stating that he 
or she is a communicant in good standing ; and the 
rector of the parish or congregation to which he or 
she removes shall not be required to receive him or 
her as a communicant until such letter be produced. 

Concerning baptisms, the rubric before the 
offices for that sacrament says: 


The Minister of every parish shall often admonish 
the people that they defer not the baptism of their 
children longer than the first or second Sunday after 
their birth, or other Holy day falling between, unless 
upon a great and reasonable cause. And he shall also 
warn them, that without like great cause and necessity 
they procure not their children to be baptized at home 
in their houses. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the 
office for the visitation of the sick, which 
reads : 

When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish. 

On due notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who 
are in trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any 
other adversity, and to administer the Holy 
Communion to such as by reason of sickness 
or other infirmity are prevented from coming 
to the church. 


The clergy should always be consulted 
before arrangements are made for baptisms, 
marriages or funerals at which they are ex- 
pected to officiate. 

The clergy can be seen after any church 
service, by those who desire to consult them 
in regard to spiritual matters or church work. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice 
of changes of residence. 


Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and 
addresses to the clergy, or to place them in the 
box at the church door. Applications for 
envelopes should be made to the Accounting 
Warden, Mr. H. C. Davis, after any service, 
or by letter to 2430 N. Broad Street.

C UR PARISH DAY, February 2d, the Feast of the 

Presentation of Christ in the Temple, marks the 
fifteenth anniversary of the Rector. It serves as a 
fitting time to speak of the Parish during this period. 
It is of interest because St. Simeon's was established 
to take the place of two other efforts which seemed 
to have signally failed 


The first was the Church of St. Bartholomew,

located at Eighth and York Streets, which had been 
founded about 1849, and continued its existence for 
some fifteen years, when, during the summer of 1865, 
a mortgage was foreclcsed, and the Roman Church 
obtained possession of the property, concerning which 
a law-suit dragged its slow length along for many 
years. As faras we know, notjone communicant who 
ever belonged to that Parish was enrolled as a mem- 
ber of the Church of St Simeon. 

The second effort to establish services in this locality 
was made by the Rev. A. George Baker, in 1884, in a 
hall on Twelfth Street above Somerset. "This mission 
was first called St. Ann's and later Mount Olivet., 
During its twenty months of existence, thirteen per- 
sons were baptized, seventeen confirmed, ten couples 
married, and eight persons buried. ‘There were re- 
ported fifty communicants, and an average Sunday 
attendance of one hundred and fifty, a Sunday-school 
of sixty, and total contributions of $1397.25 In the 


summer of 1886, however, this mission was dis: 
continued 

On the 28th of September, 
1886, a committee composed 
of the Rev. Dr. McConnell, 
the Rev William H Graff, Mr. T. B. Belfleld, and 
Mr. John E. Baird, of the Northeast Convocation, 
met at the house of Mr. William P. Barker, to consult 
with a few of those interested about opening a mis. 
sion in this locality. After this meeting adjourned, 
the committee stood оп the curb-stone aud selected 
the Rev, Edgar Cope, Assistant Minister of the Church 
of the Incarnation, at Broad. and Jefferson Streets, as 
the Minister-in-Charge. 


THE BEGINNING 
OF ST. SIMEON'S. 


CHAPEL—OVER A STABLE. 
I7th Sunday after ‘Trinity 1886—Easter Day 1887. 


Mr. Cope, hearing that the sum of $250,000 was 
about to be placed in a mission church, declined the 
call, in order that the Convocation might be untram- 
meled in its efforts to have this money located in this 
vicinity, and for some weeks it looked as if Ninth 
Street апа Lehigh Avenue would be the successful 
recipient of this donation. (It finally was decided to 
locate at Eighteenth and Diamond Streets.) 

On the Seventeenth Sunday after Trinity services 
were begun in a room over a stable on Twelfth Street 
above Somerset, this being the only available place iu 
the locality. The Rev. William T. Davidson was 
placed in charge of the Sunday services for six weeks, 
he was followed by the Rev. H. Percy Hickman, who 
continued in charge of the Sunday services until the 
first of February, 1887.

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On the tenth of December, 1886, а second invita- 
tion was given to the Rev. Mr. Cope, who, after many 
weeks’ consideration, took charge of the work on 
Septuagesima Sunday, February 5th, 1887.

The members have always attended to 
the care aud laundering of their vestments.

at once to thrive. About two weeks before Easter, 
lumber and nails were begged and the crude, un- 
painted frame building was erected in time to hold 
services on Easter Day, 1887. This Chapel accom- 
modated about 175 people. Five times during the 
year it was enlarged, so that on Easter Day, 1888, the 
building accommodated about 505, with an Infant- 
scliool attached for 200 infants. 

Later on it was found necessary to remove the parti- 
tion separating the two buildings, so that the increasing 
number of worshippers could be accommodated. All 
these improvements were made largely by our own 
people, who met the Miuister-in-Charge at night- 
Among the carpenters who worked after their day’s 
work were Mr. A. C. Cain and Mr. Frederick Black- 
шап, while even our women caught the spirit of en- 
thusiasm, and were not loath to carry lumber and 
otherwise assist the men. 


On the death of Bishop 
Stevens, St. Barnabas’ Day, 
1887, it was decided to erect 
the Church as a memorial. A petition was signed by 
many prominent clergymen and laymen in the 
Diocese endorsing the project. 

In January, 1889, Mr. John E Baird offered to erect 
a Parish House for the Mission as soon as the money 
could be precured for the Church. By July the fund 
was large enough to warrant the selection of Mr. 
Frank R. Watson as the architect, and the contract 
signe 1 for the Church, to cost $39,500 оо. 
On the r2th of October, the same year, 
in the presence of about fifty-five clergy- 
men and all the boy choirs of the Con- 
vocation, numbering 250 voices, the corner-stone of 
the Church and that of the Parish House were laid 
by Bishop Whitaker. The Parish House was com-

It has been a rule of the Parish not to incur in- 
debtedness of any kind. It is well known that the 
people of the Diocese helped materially in the erec- 
tion of the Church, aud it would be a pleasure to 
mention all those generous friends by name if tbe 
number were not so large. А 
{ From October, 1886, to April, 1891, is a short period 
in which to mark the holding of the first service and 
the completion of a Church and Parish House, free 
from indebtedness, such as we were privileged to use 
in the Master's work. Our hearts were filled with 
gratitude to God for tbe blessings which He had 
conferred upon us. 

INCORPORATED. In May, 1891, a charter was 
obtained from the Court, and 
the Parish incorporated, having as the first Vestry- 
men, Mr. John Е. Baird, Mr. James Barker, Mr T. 
Broom Belfield, Mr. A. C. Cain, Mr. H. C. Davis 
Mr. John Scholes, Mr. Н. С. Van Court, aud Mr. 
E. M. Woodward. At the first meeting of the Vestry 
the Minister-in-Charge of the Mission was unani- 
mously elected the first Rector.

Cope's 
assuming pastoral charge, the Church was conse- 
crated by Bishop Whitaker, and the sermon preached 
by the Rev. 8. D. McConnell, D. D. 
RECTORY. The energies of the Parish were then 
directed to the next material improve- 
ment, namelv, the erection of a Rectory. In 1895 
the brick house adjoining our property was purchased 
for $4250 оо. Sufficient money was in hand to put up 
and place the building under roof. The windows 
were nailed up until more money could be raised. 
Our own men cheerfully worked night after night in 
laying the floors and putting up the partitions in the 
Rectory. The women tock a valiant part in this good 
work by supplying coffee and sandwiches for the men, 
This work went on for about two winters 
During this period the section in which the Church 


is located suffered severely from the depression in 


business. The Rector raised $8000 co with which һе 
created employment on the unfinished Rectory, 
Church and Parish House cellars for all who applied 
for work, giving them a dollaraday. At this time

the Church cellar was cemented, the Parish House 
cellar made eight feet deeper, preparatory to remoy- 
ing the gymnasium in the future to this part of the 
building, 

January, 1898, saw the Rectory completed, and the 
service of dedication was held by Bishop Whitaker 
on Parish Day, February 2d.

It would be impossible to tell of the various agen- 
cies which have been at work in this large Parish 
during the last fifteen years. Among them might be 
recorded with pleasure the annual Choir Outing, 
which for nine years has been going to Cape May 
Point. It has become one of the institutions of our 
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Parish life, and about 150 members and ex-members 
of the choir, as well as friends, avail themselves of 
this opportunity to spend one or two weeks at tlie 
shore. About $4000 have passed through the fund of 
this Outing. 
Since 1888 the Parish paper, 
with its motto, ‘ The people 
had a mind to work," has been issued regularly, 
except during the summer months. It has proved a 
silent but ап effective helper in carrying information 
of our needs, work and results to many who were 
deeply interested in the Parish, and often it has kept 
alive an interest in some who did not regularly attend 
service. $4000 have been thus expended 
In 18g0, when we first used the 
Parish House a large room on the 
third floor was fitted up as a gymnasium; here for nine 
years this branch of our work did efficient service, 
and many young men spent their evenings there 
building up and strengthening their bodies, and 
above all sheltered from temptations that beset the 
young of to-day. It was a work of faith that led 
to creating work for the unemployed during the 
winter of ’95 and '96. It required courage as well that 
led to the gigantic task of deepening the basement of 
the Parish House; building a heavy stone retaining 
wall; erecting shower baths. a running track and 
dressing rooms; but the winter of 1898 saw our faith 
and courage rewarded, and through the generosity of 
many friends, the gymnasium fairly well completed, 
and in rgor more fully equipped for the good work. 
So that to-day we have a gymnasium so well located, 
so completely lighted, heated and ventilated, that it is 
no longer а menace to our building, a detriment or 
annoyance to other organizations. Here on Saturday 
nights, through the scientific playing of our basket- 
ball teams, which are hard to beat, there gather from 
250 to 400 people. 

By the change of location we are able to use the 
gymnasium more frequently, and have nights for 
girls’ classes as well as boys’. At present there are

Not 
once has discord entered our ranks. As we look over 
the names of the officers of the Church, we will be 
surprised to note the long service of many of thein, 
especially in a locality where change in residence is 
so frequent.

The history of the past fifteen years would not be 
complete without mention of at least two other enter- 
prises that have come under the care of the Rector of 


the Parish. 
ST. PETER'S The first is St. Peter's Church-in- 
; ©-  the-Great Valley, Chester Co. For 
four years and five months this ancient church, built 
in 1746, was closed. In August, 1899, Mr. Cope 
obtained permission to preach in this church and his 
offer was accepted to preach every Sunday during 
September. A vestry was elected, and at the earnest 
request of the vestry and the Bishop, the Rector of 
St. Sjmeon's accepted the rectorship of St, Peter's, 


stipulating that the work should be largely under the 
care of our assistant, whose salary should be paid by 
St. Peter's Church. The seven communicants have 
increased to thirty. The Sunday-school from nothing 
to a membership of over one hundred. The services 
are well attended Contributions are regularly made 
to missions, etc. Оп October 12th, 1901 (the 13th 
anniversary of the laying of the corner-stone of St 
Simeon’s Church and Parish House) the corner-stone 
of a new Sunday-school Building was laid by the 
Rector (in the absence of the Bishop and Dean of the 
Convocation). This building will cost about $1500. 
Although it is not completed about $1200 are available 
to meet the cost. ‘Trustees have charge of the endow- 
ment, The charter of the Parish has been changed so 


‘that in all human probability this old church will con- 


tinue her glorious work, sending forth her light over 
the far-reaching valley below. It is an honor to have 
had even a small part in the work of opening the 
doors of this ancient church. 


The second enterprise worthy of mention is : 
Wildwood, N. J. While visiting 
for a few hours, Wildwood, it 
was apparent that an opportunity 
existed for our Church. Arrangements; were made at 
once for holding services. On the following Sunday, 
August 13th, 1899, a large lot was procured and the 
following year the erection of achurch begun. This 
enterprise has exceeded all expectations. The Church 
has a commonding location, and although the lot and 
building cost about $2500, there is an indebtedness of 
only $1000. 

The past fifteen years have been busy and happy

RECTOR'S REPORT. 

During the year, services have been held without 
any intermission or change in the hours. The Chap- 
ter work, in a few cases, suspended operations during 
the summer months, But work was supplied by other 
fields of usefulness (such asthe annual Choir Outing), 
which seein to keep us in close touch with the people, 
renew our strength, and keep us alive in our active 
service for the people. 

About 150 people availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to take part in the Choir Outing this past 
summer. By spending one week with some and two 
weeks with many of this number, Church life was 
certainly not diminished in its influence. 

In addition to the usual round of services, visits, 
funerals, and a thousand other things which go to 
make up а clergvman's life, the Rector continues as 
the superintendent of the Sunday-school. 

During the year there have been 7o baptisms, 28 


marriages, 45 burials, 52 confirmed, 21 received from 


other parishes, and 23 transferred. Present number 
of communicants 1535.

The work of this Chapter at our last Parish Day 
was under the efficient care of oue of tlie Assistants, 
the Rev. John H Molineux, whoa few weeks before 
lad accepted the position of Assistant, Choir Master 
and Organist Mr. Molineux felt that the duties 
could be advantageously combined. After a trial of 
several months, he concluded that he preferred to give 
himself more largely to tlie work of Choir Master and 
Organist only. As it was not possible in this Parish 
to pay the salaries of the two positions to an Organist 
and Choir Master, and the Rector being willing to 
release him from his engagement for one year, he 
resigned to accept a position as Organist and Choir 
Master at St. Mark’s Church, Denver, Col. 

Mr. Edmund A. Embury was temporaily in charge 
of the organ and choir during September. On the 
first of October Mr. Ellis E. Chase of the Cathedral iu 
Chicago, became Organist and Choir Master. 

Notwithstanding these changes, the work of the 
Chapter has been efficiently done, and judging from 
the increased number of men who have become 
interested iu the work of the Chapter, we have reason 
to be proud of the choir. The members have gladly 
given more time to rehearsals, and manifested deep 
interest, 


Mas. Cair and Mrs. Tomilson, still continue as 
“‘choirmasters " For more than 14 years this faithful 
service has been performed ‘hey also see that the 
members of the choir have the cottas laundered, and 
vestments kept in order. 

In July, the ninth annual choir outing took place, 
when a large number of the members of this Chapter, 
as well as many ex-members and friends, formed a 
colony for two weeks at Cape May Point. For this 
outing about $500.00 passed through the hands of the 
manager. 


THE SUNDAY SCHOOL CHAPTER. 


The work of this Chaper has gone on in a most 
encouraging way during the year. The attendance 
has been good, the nuniber of teachers increased, and 
much interest manifested, as was shown in our 
increased Mite Box offering, aud especially in the 
effort to raise money for the new organ, which we 
hope to be able to order soon. The statistics of the 


school are as follows:

Scholars 840, total 917.

BROTHERHOOD OF ST. ANDREW. 


This Chapter has passed through a number of dis- 
couragements. Removals from the Chapter and 
change of head were the principal causes; but the 
work goes on quietly and efficiently. Visits have been 
made upon men to induce them to attend the services 
and the Sunday-school. 


JUNIOR BROTHERHOOD OF ST. ANDREW. 


This Chapter suspended work fora time, but has 
now resumed meetings, and new life is being infused 
into the organization. Absent members of the 
Snunday-school have been visited, and the boys ever 
stand ready to assist in any good work. 


DECORATION CHAPTER. 


Owing to Ше removal of Mr. Ashley, the head of 
this Chapter, the work has fallen largely upon the 
Sexton's family and members of the Parish, but it has 
not been allowed to stop. Flowers have been provided 
for the Altar, and the Church decorated for the 
Festivals. $107.00 have been expended. Thisamount 
is raised by donations of 10 cents a month from those 
willing to assist. 


DAUGHTERS OF THE KING. 


This Chapter has met regularly, except during 
August. Visits have beet: made upon strangers and 
lukewarm members of the Parish, unbaptized chil- 
dren have been songht out and parents induced to 
perform their Christian duty towards them. Thanks- 


giving and Christmas dinners were given out, and å 
helping hand generally extended wherever it was 
needed. About $50 со have been raised and ex- 
pended, 


JUNIOR DAUGHTERS OF THE KING. 


This Chapter has aided hospitals and homes, 
Literature has been sent out to the Shut Ins, and in 
many ways in the Parish the members have been 
ready and willing helpers. A new head has recently 
taken charge. 


MISSIONARY CHAPTER. 


This Chapter has met regularly on Tuesday after- 
noous (except during the summer months). Several 
barrels of useful articles have been made up for mis- 
sionaries in North Carolina and elsewhere, valued at 
about $200 оо. In addition, $30 оо were raised towards 
the salary of a Missionary Bishop. Appointed com- 
mittees regularly attend the Woman’s Auxiliary meet- 
ings at the Church House. 


SANCTUARY CHAPTER. 


This Chapter has continued its faithful services in 
providing the elements for the Holy Communion and 
superintending the care of the Sanctuary and Vestry 
room.  Vestinents of the Clergy have been kept in 
order and laundered. 


GIRLS’ FRIENDLY CHAPTER. 


This part of the work has maintained classes in 
embroidery, cooking, dressmaking, etc, thereby 
teaching members to be efficient and useful. About 
$15000 have been raised outside of the Parish for 
saiaries of teachers. 


RECREATION CHAPTER. 


The work of this organization is confined mainly to 
the gymnasium, It has beeu a very successful year, 
owiug to the popularity of the basket.ball games. 
During last season on Saturday nights when the games 
were played, between 250 and 400 people (mostly men 
and boys) assembled in the gymnasium. During the 
year over $200.00 have gone into the treasury from 
this source alone, which money has been spent in 
improvements. 

Locker rooms were built in a corner of the Church 
cellar, and the former space used for the purpose, 
thrown into the gymnasium proper. The stairway 
was rebuilt, so as to give more room as well as a better 
entrance to the gymnasium. In addition, money was 
donated by generous friends for the purpose of sup- 
plying mats, chest weights, a horse, buck, rowing 
machine, parallel bars, and other improvements, 

At the present time about 53 men and 50 boys are 
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enrolled as members; and in the girls’ department, 
50 girls, total 153. 


MECHANICS' CHAPTER. 


It is difficult to make a report for the work of this 
Chapter, as the members ever stand ready to do odds 
and ends about the Church, Parish House, and 
Rectory, and thereby save the Church expense. 
About $75.00 have thus been saved. 


JUNIOR AUXILIARY. 


This Chapter is unique in banding together those 
who generally are considered too young for Christian 
work. The children meet Saturday afternoons, aud 
are taught a real missionary spirit. Their interest is 
aroused in the work of the Church in distant parts. 
A box of clothing, books, toys and useful articles, 
valued at $20.00, was packed, with great enthusiasm 
on the part of the children, and sent to the Rev. Mr. 
Merrill for his work among the Oneida Indians. 
$10.00 in money was also sent to the same work. 


THE SAVING FUND. 


This Chapter continues its good work of encourag- 
ing the habit of saving. At one time during the year 
35! people, averaging ten shares each, at five cents 
a share, were depositors in the fund. $6059 were 
гесеіу «1 by the treasurer, and all but $2600 drawn 
out as it was needed by the depositors. 


ST. SIMEON'S CHAPTER FOR YOUNG MEN. 


This Chapter has gone on successfuily with weekly 
meetings, except during the summer vacation. The 
object of the Chapter is to interest men in the work 
of the Parish. Efforts have been made to make the 
meetings interesting. A Mock Senate was conducted 
during a part of the year; invited speakers have en- 
tertained the members by talks on live subjects; a 
glee club has been formed ; and public meetings have 
been held to interest men who are not members of 
the Chapter. 


ST. SIMEON’S YEARLY BENEFICIAL 
ASSOCIATION. 


This Chapter continues its good work in paying out 
sick and death benefits. Моге than $500 оо have been 
paid out for sick benefits and $200 oo for death bene- 
fits. In April a dividend was paid of $594 54 to 281 
members, amounting to $2.16 for each one, or 18 cents 


a month. Unless something unforseen arises, it is- 


expected that the dividend will be larger in April, 
when the Association ends its year. At present there 
are 293 members. 


Men’s Meetings. 


We are glad to encourage any desire on the 
part of our men for additional services. A 
request has been made for a men’s-service on 
the Thursday nights in Lent. Laymen will 
have charge of the meetings, which will be 
addressed by prominent laymen. Mr. Geo. C. 
Thomas consented.. to meke the address 
February 2oth. 


Social Gathering of 
the Daughters. 


The two Chapters of the Daughters of the 
King were socially entertained at the house 
of Mrs. P. H. Jones, on Monday, January 27th; 
a few invited guests were also present. Such 
gatherings strengthen the ties of parochial 
life. In this instance pleasure and profit were 
conibined, as the last indebtedness on the new 
white altar cloth was removed, so.that we 
could use it at our 15th anniversary, February 
2d, without this incubus. 


PARISH GATHERING. 


The annual Parish Gathering will take place on 
February 6th. A Committee has been appointed to 
provide refreshments, aud otherwise make the gather- 
ing а success. ү * 

It ought to be well attended, especially as it gives an 
opportunity for members of the Parish to become 
better acquainted. Ima Parish as large as this it is 
impossible to know.each other by a casual meeting at 
the services. 

Another reason why this gathering should be well 
attended is that ait opportunity is afforded to explaiu 
the business situation of the Parish, and to suggest 
improvements if possible. ‘The Parish belongs to the 
people, and there is nothing that the Vestry desire to 
keep back from the members of the organization. 

Come therefore prepared to ask questions and give 
advice. 

Another reason is that this Parish Gathering will 
take the nature of a celebration of the fifteenth anni- 
ve:sary of the Rector’s connection with the Parish. 
After reading the history, condensed as it necessarily 
must be, our people should feel a special desire to be 
present at tliis reunion.

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The Rector's Letter 
My dear Kind Friends: 
The summer months have passed 
with great rapidity and you who 
“nobly “and faithfully represent the 
widely scattered members and 
friends of the Parish will soon be 
back in your homes again and the 
real work of the autumn will begin. 
And how glad we all shall be to see 
one another once more and to re- 
consecrate our best efforts to Goc 
in the carrying on and upbuilding 
of the work which has been com- 
mitted to our sacred trust anc 
which lies so near our hearts an 
minds. At first I had thought to 
tell you something of my own do- 
ings relative to the vacation hours 
and of the numerous activities o 
the Parish amidst the joys and 
pleasures, the sorrows and trials, 
which have come to us, and while 
doing so to gratefully record the 
names of those who have so will- 
ingly, and oftentimes with great 
unselfishness, helped in the services 
of the Church and the sessions of 
the Church Sunday School and its 
annual Picnic and the hours of 
happiness spent with the choir by 
the waters of the sea and the gath- 
erings of the Parish Aid and 
Missionary Chapters and other 
kindred organizations, but on sec- 
ond thought I have decided upon 
something entirely different. 


Since the publication of the last 
issue of "Our Mission" I have been 
to New York with dear friends of 
long standing on an errand of un- 
usual sadness and while there I 
. entered one of the old Churches 
where people for many generations 
have walked and talked with God 
and the lesson I learned there is 
worth throwing out to you. It is 
a lesson about the Christian Spirit 
of this age, an age in which many 
people think the Church is dying. 


But the Church is not dying, dear 
friends, no it is just as much alive 
as ever. 

Forty years ago there was said 
to be a dying Church in the Fast 
Side of New York City. Families 
that had lived in that section of thc 
city were moving away, their homes 
were being transformed into flats, 
the incoming population was to all 
appearance indifferent to what the 
Church had to offer, the emptying 
houses were being rebuilded with 
more people than they contained 
before, the emptying Church be 
came each year emptier and 
emptier. The Church was offered 


for sale. Nobody would buy it. 
Today that Church is one of the 
greatest forces for good in that 
great city. Its services are 


thronged 


Working men and women sit and 
kneel beside the people of wealth 
and power. А Parish House 
joined to it affords recreation for 
those who have no other recrea- 
tion than the dance halls and the 
street.

Our New Assistant 

On the l7th of July, while the 
Rector was in Camp with the 114th 
Infantry, a letter of kindness and 
good news came from the Bishop 
Suffragan suggesting the name of 
the Reverend Lloyd Miller Smith 
as a splendid Assistant for St. 

The Bishop said in 
part, “there would be no difficulty 
in placing him in a parish, but he 
prefers to get some experience as 
an Assistant and St. Simeon's 
would be a splendid place for him. 
He is a good man and while he has 
only been in orders for about two 
years, yet he has had some valuable 
experience and was for five years 
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in the foreign mission field. I am 
sure that Dean Bartlett, of the Di- 
vinity School, would highly recom- 
mend him." 


Well, as soon as the Rector ге- 
turned from Camp he went almost 
immediately to the boyhood home 
of Mr. Smith and not only met him 
and his dear wife and little child of 
God, but also his good father and 
mother. And what a dear home 
the Rector found it to be—a home 
of gentleness and refinement and 
love, filled with the spirit and 
beauty of the Christian religion— 
and how glad and thankful he was 
to extend the call to him at once. 
In the meantime the Vestry met 
and very heartily endorsed what the 
Rector had done and after the pass- 
ing of a few days, Mr. Smith 
accepted the call, feeling that the 
hand of God was behind it and on 
the 15th of September, God willing, 
will begin his active duties.

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The Rector's Letter 
My dear Good Friends: 

For some reason or other there 
has swept over me these past days 
covering the period since the last 
issue of Our Mission, a most 
amazing feeling of depression. 
Even during the trying and testing 
days of the war I never experienced 
anything like it. There seems to be 
an inner and under current in this 
Parish which I don't understand— 
a current which thrills and fills me 
with deep concern touching the 
future. I never know what the 
revelation of a day or an hour may 
mean to me. Not so long before I 
left St. John's Church in Camden, 
there was held in one of the large 
public buildings a reception in 
grateful appreciation of the excep- 
tional services of one of the clergy 
whose devotion to the highest in- 
ferests of the people brought to- 
gether a notable gathering of men 
and women from all walks of life. 
So far as I can remember, every 
religious organization in the city 
was represented, and one of my 
army sons, as I always call him, a 
man of wide experience and greatly 
beloved by all who know him, and 
to whom above all others I owe my 
humble life in the army, was 
amongst the speakers. And this is 
what he said in part which im- 
pressed me more than anything 
else that I heard that evening: 
“This faithful and unselfish servant 


‘of Christ and of this community 


whom we are here to honor, has 
one gift which for a man in the 
Christian ministry is the greatest 
of all gifts—the gift of bringing 
together in peace and concord all 
classes of people so that they work 
side by side in sympathetic co- 
operation and fellowship each and 
every one thinking and striving not 
for his own ease and advancement, 
but for the ease and profit of 'an- 


other.” Now I would to God that 
I had that gift. I pray to God for 


its coming. I pray that God will 
give me power and strength to have 
victory to find out and fulfil His 


will—a will that never will be ful- 
filled unless we all forget our little 
differences and strive together in 
sincere harmony of purpose as 
members of one great everlasting 
family of God. And I know this 
can be done, for I have seen with 
my eyes and heard with my ears 
what the doubter would say is im- 
possible. For example I note 
some of the gatherings which we 
have had of late in this Parish. 

The Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
met here two weeks ago and while 
we only had about fifty present and 
the greater part of that number 
from our own Parish, yet the meet- 
ing itself, the sound of the voices 
of the children's choir under the 
faithful services of Miss Elliott, 
and the social half hour at its close 
was well worth the effort that we 
put forth to make it pleasant and 
profitable for our friends. 

The Convocation of North Phila- 
delphia convened here only one 
week ago at the time of this writ- 
ing—150 Church people being pres- 
ent—and what a splendid and in- 
spiring meeting it was and how 
contented and uplifted seemed 
every heart. The presence and 
earnest message of the Bishop 
Suffragan, Bishop Garland, the 
kindly words of welcome by_the 
Dean of the Convocation, the Rev. 
Dr. Levis, Rector of the Church of 
the Incarnation; the encouraging 
reports of the missionary work in 
this large area which numbers more 
actual communicants than many 
dioceses, the address by Miss May 
Ormsby, the Social Service Worker 
of the Hebrew Christian Syna- 
gogue, filling every heart present

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The Rector's Letter 
My dear kind Friends: 


So many things of moment have 
taken place in this Parish this past 
month that I hardly know where to 
begin. The coming of dear Bishop 
Rhinelander in the midst of the 
heavy downpour of rain, his words 
of loving-kindness and constant 
interest in the good people of St.

What 
a fine gathering of brave men and 
oyal women, many of whom had 
played a fearless and enviable part 


not only in the great war of this 
century but in hard-fought wars of 
the past century!

old Mother England and her daugh- 
ter America into one great, insep- 
arable family! How our hearts went 
out in the very kindest of affection 
one towards another and especially 
towards our guest of honor, and 
how true was the ring of sincerity 
and of high endeavor which fell 
from their lips and írom their 
hearts as they spoke to us in such 
chldlike simplicity, and oh, how 
the very spirit of the occasion lifted 
us up on high places as we sang 
with fervor "God Save the King" 
and "The Star Spangled Banner"!

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The Rector's Letter 
My very dear Friends: 

I never saw anything like the 
way Old Father Time has of run- 
ning away with the hours of each 
day and night. You and I arise in 
the morning and before we are 
aware of it the midnight hour is at 
hand and oh, so many things left 
andone that we had planned and 
noped to do. And as with the 
hours of the days and nights so 
with the hours of the weeks and 
months and even the years. They 
pass by with great rapidity and be- 
fore we are aware of it the evening 
shadows will appear and our work 
here will be over. God grant that 
the New Year may bring to us re- 
newed opportunities of service and 
may we as members of one united 
family become more and more 
mindful of each other's wants and 
especially of the wants of those less 
favored than ourselves. Since the 
last issue of Our Mission we have 
had a goodly number of things to 
comfort and cheer and encourage 
us. Through the thoughtful and 
generous courtesy of Mrs. Charles 
Winter Baily, Major Vivian Gil- 
bert came and told the never-to-be- 
forgotten story of the capture of 
Jerusalem by the British Command, 
under General Allenby—a graphic 
picture of romance of the last 
crusade. This was followed a few 
days later by the choir dinner, given 
by the Church Wardens and 
Vestrymen, in honor of our new 
organist and choirmaster, Mr. A. 
O. Michener and his devoted wife. 
About 80 members of our official 
church family sat down to the din- 
ner dnd 20 faithful workers served 
the good things which they had pre- 
pared for us.

The Dramatic Association de- 
serves your support. A brief re- 
sume of the work done by the 
Dramatic Association during the 
past few years may not be amiss at 
this time. The choir has been sent 
away for the past eight years, the 
Christmas candy has been bought 
for the Sunday School and Cradle 
Roll for the same period. In addi- 
tion to these regular objects, the 
Association conducted a $3,000.00 
campaign which raised money for 
the purchase of the property next 
store for a girls’ club, and for a new 
oil heating system. The Dramatic 
Association also bought a piano for 
the Sunday School, paid the cost of 
leveling the gym floor, installed the 
electric lights in the second floor of 
the parish house, bought the folding 
chairs in use in the parish house, 
appropriated money towards the 
purchase of dishes for the kitchen, 
helped the Missionary Chapter pur- 
chase a sewing machine, established 
the Education Fund in which there 
is at present about $500.00 raised 
by plays of the Association, estab- 
lished the John R. McGrory Per- 
manent Improvement Fund, which 
including the unexpended balances 
of the $3,000.00 fund amounts to 
about $4,000.00. 

In addition the same organization 
has conducted many allied objects 
in the church as well as enabled the 
church to avail itself of a body of 


trained efficient workers for the 
accomplishment of various move- 
ments in the church. Four churches 
which have been swept with fire 
have been assisted, and about five 
churches in need given our plays 
for mere cost of production. 

The Dramatic Association hopes 
to raise $40,000.00 in ten years, to 
completely remodel the parish 
building in addition to provide the 
means of higher education to all 
who apply in addition to its present 
commitments.

THE STORY OF 
A GOLD MINE AND 
MINERAL SPRING 
Discovered by Morris A. Barr 
Member of the National Institute 
of Inven£ors, Valley Forge 


Water More Valuable Than 
Gold and Precious Stones 


On an eleven-acre farm just haif 
a mile beyond Valley Forge, where 
Washington with his ragged, bare- 
foot soldiers trod valiantly back and 
forth so many years ago, a modern 
Golconda has recently been discov- 
ered, with wealth enough to have 
clothed and fed and armed the entire 
Continental Army and brought the 
war to a speedy and successful con- 
clusion, 

For on this comparatively small 
space of ground have been discov- 
ered ninety per cent of all the 
various kinds of metal ever found 
їп this country, together with 
precious and semi-precious stones 
that rival in infinite variety the 
most splendid tales of the Arabian 
Nights. The discoverer and owner 
of these astonishing riches is a 
modest and unassuming carpenter, 
Morris A. Barr, who lives in a little 
frame cottage at one end of the 
property. 
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spring of mineral water that he 
bottles and sells and to which .he 
attributes his own health, than in 
the discoveries that have made geol- 
ogists, mineralogists and lapidists 
from every part of the country sit 
up and scratch their heads in 
amazement. 


Тһе story of the discovery of 
precious metal on the Barr property 
dates back to July 4, 1914, when 
Mr. Barr walking beside the tiny 
stream that runs through one sec- 
tion of his land, noticed a number of 
glittering specks in the rock beneath 
the water. Breaking off several 
pieces of the stone, he took them 
with him back to Ardmore, where 
he then lived, and turned them over 
to a jeweler to find out just what 
the shining particles were. The 
fact that the jeweler pronounced 
them to be gold was not, perhaps, 
as astonishing as it might have been, 
for several such finds had pre- 
viously been made in the section 
roundabout. But when, some time 
later, Mr. Barr showed various 
pieces of mineral that he had picked 
up on his property to Colonel Henry 
C. Demming, at that time consult- 
ing mineralogist, geologist and 
chemist of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, who was paying a visit to his 
farm, and was told that they were 
precious stones, he began for the 
first time to realize the possibilities 
of the land he had purchased. 


Determining to find out for him- 
self just what riches he possessed, 
Mr. Barr began reading up on min- 
eralogy, and before long the knowl- 
edge was borne in upon him that 
the deposits on his property were 
of a truly remarkable nature. Visits 
to various lapidists in this city only 
confirmed his first discoveries, and, 
as his explorations widened, the 
variety of his finds kept steadily 
increasing. 
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A report compiled by Colonel 
Demming for the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, showing the natural rock 
and mineral resources of the State, 
brought out the fact that seventy- 
one of these were to be found on 


Mr. Barr's property. These in- 
cluded veins of platinum, tin and 
quicksilver—the first ever discov- 


ered in Pennsylvania—while in the 
list of gems were also some that had 
never before been found in this 
State. 


Among the precious stones which 
Mr. Barr has dug up are three white 
sapphires, exceedingly rare gems, 
besides opals, topazes, blue sap- 
phires, jasper, sardonyx, lapis 
lazuli and many other varieties. 
Although some of these stones are 
to be found in other parts of the 
State, such a wide variety in such 
a small space of ground has prob- 
ably never before been discovered. 
and the phenomena is one that. has 
attracted wide attention among 
geologists in every part of the 
country. 


According to Mr. Barr, all the 
stones on his land are to be found 
only їп the so-called “placer 
deposit” that forms the surface of 
the ground, running from 18 
inches to 8 feet deep. This deposit, 
he says, covers only a portion of his 
farm, varying from 50 to 400 feet 
in width, and 700 feet in length. 
This curious fact he explains by a 
theory advanced by the State min- 
eralogist of Colorado, who recently 
visited and inspected the property. 
It was this expert’s idea that the 
surface soil containing the gems 
was originally hot lava belched 
forth by an erupting volcano, which 
would, of course, account for the 


irregular boundaries of the gem- 
filled land.

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Curate’s Letter 
Dear Friends: 

Each one of us is doing, to the 
best of his ability, the work which 
seems to him most necessary in 
building up the Church of God, the 
Church which is made of stone and 
brick, the Church which is the 
“Body of Christ,” “the blessed com- 
pany of all faithful people." The 
Church is both physical and spirit- 
ual; it is so vast that we cannot 
appreciate it all, but we each one 
work in the way that seems most 
suitable to us. 

I sometimes fear, however, that 
we do not clearly see the great work 
of God in all its glory, because the 
work we are able to do is so small 
a part of the whole. Our vision 
does not reach beyond our own 
work to see the glory of God as it 
is shining in the lives of other 
men. We want to do our own work 
and let the other man do his own 
work. It is.easy to look so intently 
at our own business that we finally 
forget that the other man exists, 
and that his work also is part of the 


work of God and closely connected 
with ours. We forget that he needs 
us and that we as truly need him 
to help us in our work. The Mis- 
sion of the Church is to extend the 
Kingdom of God among men. This 
can be done by no means but the 
extension of the knowledge of the 
King, and the active service of each 
member co-operating through his 
particular work with each other 
member in his particular work. 
When this takes place the Church 
is, indeed, composed of the 


"Elect from every nation, 
Yet one o'er all the earth, 
Her charter of salvation, 
One Lord, one Faith, one Birth ; 
Onc holy Name she blesses, 
Partakes one holy food, 
And to one hope she presses. 
With every grace endued.” 


Only as we attain this unity, can 
the Church of God go forward. It 
is faith in God and His Church, 
which is composed of the men and 
women arpund us, which gives us 
the victory. 

It is in proportion as we do our 
part we understand and carry out 
the program of the Church which 
God gave it through Jesus Christ, 
that we find the joy of believing. 
This is because we are completely 
swept into the work of God and 
have the proof of His power. His 
work is the only work that can unite 
us all and in doing it, we find His 
power revealed not only among a 
few hundred men, but as much as 
we can appreciate it, we see it work- 
ing among men wherever the good 
news of the Gospel has gone.

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The Rector's Letter 
My very dear Friends: 

It is the burning hope and desire 
of my heart to make this message of 
love to you a spiritual message—a 
message in keeping with the coming 
of the great and solemn festival of 
Whitsunday — Pentecost — which 
commemorates the descent of God 
the Holy Ghost upon the first fol- 
lowers of our Lord Jesus Christ to 
dwell forever in the Church accord- 
ing to His promise, While I was 
a student in the General Theolog- 
ical Seminary, New York, Canon 
Gore, late Bishop of Oxford and 
Fellow of Balliol College around 
and within whose walls I walked 
with humble step just before the 
outbreak of the Great War, came 
to the Seminary to devise a course 
of lectures. Recently he has written 
a book about the Holy Spirit of God 
and while it is argumentative in its 
teaching yet he wished to make it 
devotional. And it was proved so to 
me and what I have gained by a 
too brief study of its pages I want 
to throw out to you. The record of 
the Bible divides itself into three 
Stages. First, in the Old ‘Testament 
we have the story of Israel's God, 
Tehovah, as the one and only God, 
the Creator of all that is, perfect in 
goodness and power, also has 
chosen Israel for the making known 
of Himself and is one day to mani- 
fest Himself through Israel to the 
world. Next in the Gospels there 
comes the Figure of Jesus of Naz- 
areth, and He comes to be pictured 
in the minds of His disciples as the 
Christ, the fulfillment of the pur- 
poses of God, His true and only 
Son incarnate, "the Word made 
flesh.” Finally as Jesus passes out 
of sight into the heavens whence 
He is to come again to wind up the 
history of the World there comes 
the Holy Spirit of God—the Spirit 
of the Father and the Son—He 


comes from heaven with a sudden 
great sound as it had been a mighty 


wind in the likeness of fiery tongues 
lighting upon the Apostles, to teach 
them and to lead them to all truth, 
inspiring and fashioning the Church 
as the only organ of the Divin 
Spirit and instrument of the great 
salvation 

АП that Christ did in the world 
He did in and by the Spirit. which 
possessed Him wholly and when 
from His throne in heaven He 

ured out His Spirit, which is also 
the Spirit of the Father upon His 
Church it was in order that all th 
rich endowment of humanity which 
had been found in Him might be 
passed on to the Church which is 
‘His Body.” ‘Thus the Holy Spirit 
comes not so much to supply the 
absence of Christ as to bring about 
His presence in the world as its 
Saviour and New Life. This is the 


developed doctrine which we find in 
St. Paul's Epistles and in St. John's 
Gospel. St. Luke, in the beginning 
of the Acts, pictures our Lord as 
referring to teaching about the 
Holy Spirit which He had given 
them. "Wait," said He, "wait for 
the promise of the Father which ye 
heard from me: for John, indeed, 
baptized with water; but ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost not 
many days hence." 

'This, dear friends, makes clear 
the saying at the end of St. Luke's 
Gospel, “Behold, I send forth the 
promise of my Father upon you; 
but tarry ye in the city till ye be 
clothed with power from on high." 
This “promise of my Father"—this 
gift of "power from on high"—is 
the Holy Spirit of God. St. John, 
in the Fourth Gospel, in words 
ascribed to our Lord, speaks of the 
Holy Spirit as the “Comforter.” 
"But the Comforter, which is the 
Holy Ghost whom the Father will 
send in my name, He shall teach

"We will come unto you"—that is, 
the Father and | will come unto 
you. And then how much we owe to 
St. Paul, from whom first we get 
that profound conception of the 


Holy Spirit as distinct—I can only 
say personally distinct—from the 
ascended Christ and yet so intimate- 
ly one with Him that His presence 
involves the presence of Christ also, 
so that “in the Spirit" means “in 
Christ" as well. 


We, who love the Blessed Sacra- 
ment of the Holy Communion of 
the Body and Blood of Christ, can- 
not help but believe that in "the 
breaking of the bread" and "the 
blessing of the cup" they had from 
the first, repeated the words, “Take, 
eat, this is my body,” “Drink ye all 
of this, this is my blood," and they 
had known themselves to the 
sharers together in Christ. These 
strange words, “This is my body,” 
“This is my blood,” St. Paul would 
have us interpret with a tremendous 
realism the body of Christ offered 
in sacrifice for the sins of the world, 
the blood out-poured is really pres- 
ent under the humble forms of 
bread and wine. It is present to be 
our spiritual food. The cup which 
we bless is a sharing together in the 
blood and the bread which we break 
is a sharing together in the body of 
Christ. The one bread. and the one 
cup are the symbols and instru- 
ments of our unity of our coming 
together as members of one family. 


Dear Christian people, I wonder 
if we do in very truth understand 
and value far above all other pre- 
cious possession, the common meal 


of fellowship and love and sacrifice 
for which the early Christians met 
daily to commemorate the passion 
and death of Christ in the bread 
broken and the wine cup blessed 
which He Himself had instituted 
the hour of His betrayal. As pic- 
tured in the New Testament the 
New Covenant like the Old is that 
Christianity from the beginning is 
the religion of а sacramental 
Church. Our fellowship in the life 
of God is tied to our membership 
in the appointed human brother- 
hood. We cannot become united to 
God if we stand alone, or in a 
merely self-chosen society. 

By the sacraments the highest 
giíts are made equally accessible to 
persons of all stages of culture in 
all walks of life. By sacraments 
spiritual gifts are imparted to us. 
By communion with God in Christ 
we are assured of a divine guaran- 
tee that, at a certain moment, we 
were made members of Christ and 
did receive the Holy Spirit of God 
and were set free from sin and did 
receive Christ Himself to be our 
Spiritual food, and we are bidden 
to act as sons and daughters of God 
and sharers in Christ, and we know 
the cutward sign—the sign of the 
Cross—that we are inheritors of 
the Kingdom of heaven. May the 
dear members of this year's Con- 
firmation Class, together with those 
of former years, may we as children 
of one Father, treasure the nearness 
of the personal Christ in the Blessed 
Sacrament and ever feel the pres- 
ence of the Holy Spirit of God 
guarding and guiding and strength- 
ening us from within and leading us 
onward and upward into His ever- 
lasting Kingdom.

The Reverend George John 
Walenta 
George John Walenta was born 


on November 22, 1874, in Phila- 
delphia, at 1627 Sydenham street, 
the son of Edmund Joseph and 
Anna Elizabeth Walenta. His early 
education was in the public schools, 
which he left to embark on a career 
of textile design. In furtherance 
of that end he studied at several 
places including Temple University 
and took a position at a factory in 
North Wales, Pennsylvania. 

His interests changing, he re- 
turned to school and entered the 
William Penn Charter School in 
September, 1895, and graduated 
from there in 1897. While there 
he was very prominent in the 
under-graduate activities. He won 
the classical “H,” he was incorpor- 
ator of the Alpha Delta Tau, which 
is the equivalent in preparatory 
School ranks of the Phi Beta Kappa 
in collegiate circles, and an editor 
on the magazine staff. Ilis ability 
as a speaker early manifested itself. 
He was a speaker at the Annual 
Entertainment at Witherspoon Hall, 
commencement speaker, and vale- 
dictorian of his class, Не was a 
member of both the Glee and the 
Mandolin Clubs, as well as the 
Classical Club. His athletic interest 
is shown by the fact that he was a 
member of the track team and 
leader in gymnasium as well as 
President of the Athletic Associa- 
tion.

NINE REASONS GIVEN BY THEODORE 
ROOSEVELT FOR GOING TO CHURCH 


In this actual world, a Churchless community, a community where 
men have abandoned or scoffed at or ignored their religious needs, is 
a community on the rapid down grade. 


Church work and church attendance mean the cultivation of the 
habit of feeling some responsibility for others. 


There are enough holidays for most of us. Sundays differ from other 
holidays in that there are fifty-two of them every year. Therefore 
on Sundays go to Church. 


Yes, I know all the excuses. I know that one can worship the Creator 
in a grove of trees, or by a running brook, or in a man's own house 
just as well as in Church. But | also know as a matter of cold fact, 
the average man does not thus worship. 


He may not hear a good sermon at Church. He will hear a sermon 
by a good man who, with his good wife, is engaged all the week in 
making hard lives a little easier. 


He will listen to and take part in reading some beautiful passages 
from the Bible. And, if he is not familiar with the Bible, he has 


suffered a loss. 


He will take part in singing some good hymns. 


He will meet and nod or speak to good, quiet neighbors. He will 
come away feeling a little more charitably toward all the world, even 
toward those excessively foolish young men who regard Church going 
as a soft performance. 


I advocate a man's joining in Church work for the sake of showing 
his faith by his work. 


THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 
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After leaving Penn Charter, he 
entered Haverford College and 
graduated from there in 1901. His 
career at Haverford was no less 
distinguished than that at Penn 
Charter. He was captain of the 
track team, editor of the Haver- 
fordian, a literary magazine, and its 
general manager in his last year. 
le was a member of the Founders’ 
Club, which is an organization elec- 
ion to which is based on all-around 
ability and merit. Scholarship at- 
tainments are shown by the fact 
that he was awarded the Phi Beta 
Kappa key. 

\fter leaving college he imme- 
diately entered the General Theo- 
ogical Seminary in New York and 
graduated from there in 1904. He 
was ordained in 1905 by Bishop 
MacKay-Smith at Saint Simeon's. 
[е was assistant to the Reverend 
William Н. Van Allan at the 
Church of the Advent, Boston, 
after a short stay as assistant at 
Saint Simeon’s immediately after 
his ordination. He returned to 
Philadelphia in 1906 and became an 
instructor in the Bible at the Penn 
Charter School and helped in the 
services at the Church of St. John 
Chrysostom at 28th and Susque- 
hanna avenue. In October, 1909, 
he was called as assistant to the 
Reverend Charles Fiske at the 
Church of Saint John, Norristown, 
on the resignation of the Reverend 
Mr. Fiske to become Bishop Co- 
adjutor of the New York. 


The untimely death of Mr. Cope 
made his stay at Norristown very 
short and he came to Saint Simeon s 
as priest in charge in April, 1910. 
After becoming rector he remained 
until November 2, 1922, when he 
resigned on account of ill health. 
His period of rectorship here was an 
especially difficult one. ‚То fill the 
place left vacant by a great man was 
in itself difficult. The changing 


character of the neighborhood and 
its consequent effect upon the 
church and its functions were also 
met with a far-sighted vision. The 
entering of the United States into 
ie World War only served to 
aggravate an already difficult posi- 
tion, Saint Simeon’s took the lead 
in activities designed to promote 
the comfort of our boys at the 
front, and all appeals were re- 
ponded to with unbelievable gen- 
erosity. The war over, the epidemic 
of Spanish influenza constituted a 
further trial on the strength of a 
man already badly over-worked. 
His devotion and almost unbeliev- 
able hours of continual service dur- 
ing that period broke his strength 
so that in March, 1922, he left for 
White Haven. 

His stay there resulted in some 
improvement. He spent the sum- 
mer in Maine, as was his usual cus- 
tom, but his inability to become his 
normal self resulted in his decision 
to resign his charge at Saint 
Simeon's. 

He left Saint Simeon's and went 
to Brainerd, Minn., thinking that 
the change in climate would benefit 
his health. ‘There he had charge of 
two small missions, one at Brain- 
erd, another at Aiken, close by. An 
attack of influenze in February re- 
sulted in a very serious set-back, 
and he decided to give up all at- 
tempt at active work and he re- 
turned to Mame to recuperate. His 
most valiant efforts were 1n vain, 
however, and he died at South 
China, Ma‘ne, on March 7, 1924. 

His home life was a particularly 
fortunate one. He married Made- 
line Jones on December 20, 1906, at 
Haverford, Pa. He has two chil- 
dren, Madeline Dudley born 1908, 
and Ruth Sherlock born 1909. He 
was a member of Philates Lodge, 
number 507, and the F. A. M. of 
the Oriental Chapter. He was 


л 
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elected grand master of his lodge in 
1912. and was appointed district 
deputy grand master of Pennsyl- 
vania, Jurisdiction “С”, a position 
which he held until his retirement 
from Philadelphia. 

His life was characterized by 
that sense of devotion which should 
pre-eminently mark out everyone 
on whom the hands of a Bishop are 
laid in ordination. Untiring in his 
efforts, limitless in his devotion to 
the cause he truly sacrificed his life 
for the advancement of Christ’s 
Kingdom on earth. 

He was buried from Saint 
Simeon’s Church on March 11, 


1924.

A Memorial for the Church School 


On Easter Sunday. April 20th, 
at the 6 A. M. service there was set 
apart to the glory of God, and in 
loving memory of Rev. George J. 
Walenta, a beautiful altar frontal. 

This was made primarily at the 
request of our former rector and 
was intended for the little church in 
the west where he went to minister ; 
alas, this was not to be, for, when 
the frontal was finished he had been 
brought east to Maine, so it was 
laid lovingly aside to await the out- 
come. 

He was called to a higher service 
and when his body had been laid to 
Test, the frontal, at the request of 
Mrs. Walenta, was given to the 
Church School, where so much of 
his interest centered and where it 
was felt it would serve the best 
purpose as a covering and adorn- 
ment of the altar where he had 
ministered, and for the School he 
loved so well. 'The lace was the 
handiwork of Miss Ivy Place and is 
exactly like one she made for the 
Church altar in memory of her 
Sister. Such gifts serve not only to 


beautify the house of the Lord, but 
to keep alive the memories of those 
who have served the Parish faith- 
fully and well Following is the 
prayer used by our rector for this 
Occasion : 

Blessed by Thy Name, O Lord, 
that it hath pleased thee to put into 
the heart of Thy faithful servant, a 


dear daughter of thine and of this 


Thy Church, to provide and make 
this fair white linen cloth to cover 
the top of the altar in the Church 
Parish Building; a cloth made fait 
with beautiful and delicate needle- 
work, after long and patient, yet 
gladsome and willing, hours of 
faithful labor; having on it five 
crosses, symbolic of Thy five sacred 
wounds, and representing the wind- 
ing sheet in which the dead body of 
our Saviour was wrapped at his 
burial. 

Let Thy blessing be upon her, 
and upon her dear former rector, 
George John Walenta, in whose 
memory it is given, and accept this 
her pious and painstaking handi- 
work and reward her according to 
Thy loving kindnesses and tender 
mercies which have been ever as of 
old, and we entreat Thy great good- 
ness that Thou would’st bless and 
sanctify and hallow this fair white 
linen cloth, and grant that all who 
shall kneel before the altar on which 
it shall rest to receive the comfort- 
able and Blessed Sacrament of the 
Body and Blood of Christ may be 
strengthened by the power of Thy 
gracious mercy and protection, and 
so filled with the Spirit of Thy 
grace, that they may evermore do 
Thy will with a pure heart and 
ready mind, to the glory of Thy 
Name and the good of their own 
souls, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. i

With 
out Him we can do nothing but with 
Him we can do all things.

But if we 
really desire and are truly on fire 
to do great things for God and our 
fellow laborers we must be loyal to 
Him and be the servants of all. To 
deny this is to deny the history of 
the past, is to deny life’s daily expe- 
rience, is to deny our own very 
souls. Let us, therefore, spend and 
be spent with no thought of our- 
selves, let us spend body and brain 
and spirit in loving service for God 
and for all His creatures who toil 
and we skall not press on alone, no, 
for there shall be with us, at our 
side, One Whose Form is like the 
Son of the ever living God.

The Gospels 
contain mainly the Parables and 


Miracles of our Lord, with passages 
of direct practical teaching, as from 


the Sermon on the Mount. 


No one will dispute the value of 
following such a course of devotion 
and teaching and I hope that during 
the summer many will attend the 
Holy Communion services at 8 
o’clock on Sunday morning and 
that we may all join in prayer and 
be strengthened by the teaching and 
Communion of Christ. 


In connection with the practical 
emphasis of the services during the 
next few month, I wish to mention 
the generous offering of time and 
thought which some of the women 
of the parish have made through the 
Church School Service League. 
They have met with some of the 
children of the Church School once 
a week and taught them about the 
work of the Church abroad during 
Lent, and then about the work of 
the diocese and parish during 
Easter. Quiet prayers and kindly 
teaching, with illustrations from 
stories and pictures, and gifts the 
children could make by hand, form 
a good background for the worship 
in which the children join on Sun- 


days. Putting our religion into 
practice can never be learned too 
early. 


One day I was in the Episcopal 
Hospital and saw this text placed 
where the patients could read it: 
“Come unto me all ye that travail 
and are heavy laden and I will 
refresh you." In addition to the 
fact that we read it every Sunday in 
the Church, and therefore it has so 
many reverend associations for us, 
it is one of the texts which are so 
peculiarly expressive of all that we 
nold dear in our religion, that it 
brings faith and hope and peace to 
our hearts. What better could bring 
o our hearts and minds the Christ 
who came to earth for men that 
those who suffer might be com- 
forted, that those who die might 
ive with Him forever in the glory 
of the Father? What more appro- 
oriate verse could be put in a hos- 
pital in front of those who need, 
as. perhaps never before, the 
strength which comes {гот the 
assurance of the love of God who 
so "loved the world, that He gave 
His only begotten Son, to the end 
that all that believe in Him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life’? May God grant to those 
who minister of His healing gifts, 
and to those who receive their atten- 
tions, and to us who, with the joy 
of health and strength do His work 
in the world around the hospital, 
that we may be so filled with faith, 
hope and peace that we may con- 
quer lust, and hate, and fear, and 
cause His love and life to shine in

filled with the glory of God as the 
waters cover the sea.”

At first 
he was stationed at Fort McHenry 
and some time later was commis- 
sioned an engineer in the navy and 
assigned to the gunboat Massasoit, 
of the North Atlantic blockade 
squadron, and in several important 
naval engagements played the part 
of a brave man and fearless patriot. 
When General Lee surrendered to 
General Grant at Appomattox 
Court House this faithful sailor and 
soldier and servant of Christ was 
there and once during an exchange 
of prisoners at Libby Prison he 
talked with that great, kindly 
hearted, earnest, honest, foreseeing 
man, Abraham Lincoln—the great- 
est and most humble of all Ameri- 
cans. The world today has few 
pictures of loftier and more beau- 
tiful devotion than the picture of 
dear Thomas Robert Jefferson and 
his devoted daughter, Clara, who 
never for a moment has thought of 
herself but at all times and in every 
hour, of her dear father.

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The Rector's Letter 

My very dear Friends: Д 
In the very beginning of this 
humble message I want to express 
the deep gratitude of my heart to 
the Church Warden and Vestry- 
men, and through them, to all the 
other good people of the Parish for 
so generously and willingly adding 
to the number of my vacation days 
this summer. I am very apprecia- 
tive and greatly have I been re- 
freshed in mind and body by the 
many surrounding changes through 
which I have been passing. 
Unfortunately the days spent at 
Wildwood with the choir only num- 
bered about two days and nights, 
but they will not soon be forgotten 
by some of the happy family—at 
least, especially those well-favored 
ones who were privileged to enjoy 
the gracious hospitality of Mr. and 
Mrs. George Barrett, and who, 
while under their protection, made 
such splendid contributions to the 
health and prosperity of the fishes 
of the sea. 

The eighteen days spent at Sea 
Girt, New Jersey, with the officers 
and enlisted men of the 114th 
Infantry and the Instructors of the 
regular army who were there, 
brought me once again into close 
and sympathetic touch with many 
Army-Sons” whom I had served 
with during the days of the Great 
War, and the life in the open coun- 
iry watching the training of the 
men in the field and on the rifle 
Tange, and the many miles (up- 
wards of a hundred) which I rode 
їп {һе saddle on my way to the 
hospital through the woods and 
along the shores of the waters of 
the restless sea could not fail but 
Sive to me renewed strength and 
Vigor for the fall and winter work. 
ne very touching incident, which 
I know will prove of niterest to 
you, happened towards the close of 


the encampment. Two of the ex- 
service men, wounded in the 
Argonne Forest, both of whom had 
lost a limb, were our guests of 
honor, and on the day of our last 
assembly instead of having the 
Regimental Review in honor of the 
Governor or of some distinguished 
General of the Army, the entire 
regiment passed in military forma- 
tion before these two dear men of 
the ranks. And as they stood erect, 
supported by their wooden crutch A 
and I standing in the midst between 
them, at the suggestion of the 
Colonel and their own request I 
doubt if many eyes were free from 
tears among the thousands who 
were present. After all, the words 
of the Master are true today as of 
old: “Greater love hath no man 
than this that a man lay down his 
life for his friends." And these two 


brave men had freely offered their 
lives for their friends to help bring 
about the safety and peace of the 
world. 


Another experience I had which 
I believe will also interest you is 
this: For two Sundays now I have 
been in charge of the services at the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, Spring 
Lake, just to the north of Sea Girt, 
celebrating there four times the 
Blessed Sacrament of the Holy 
Communion of the Body and Blood 
of our Saviour Christ, the great 
Captain of our Salvation, and 
preaching twice. There are dear, 
kind people at Spring Lake, people 
of gentle ways and culture and re- 
finement, whose homes are lighted 
and aglow with the warmth of the 
Spirit of the Christian religion. 
And among these homes is the home 
of Mrs. James Moses, a devout 
Church woman who lives in the 
City of New York. She is ever 
thinking of others and planning and 
throwing pleasures and blessings in 
their way. And this summer she

Walter Holmes, a gifted and lov- 
able man of God whose one 
upreme thought and desire in life 
is to carry comfort and cheer and 
ielp to the blind, the blessed blind 
for truly they are blessed, for they 
have an inward peace which can 
jest be likened to the peace of God 
which passeth all understanding. 

I don't see how I can ever forget 
the first evening spent in that dear 
зоте. The sun had just gone down 
yehind tie western skies and the 
soft colorings of the after glow 
seemed to fill the room with a 
kindly light We were seated 
around a table with a pure white 
inen cloth upon it ready for the 
evening meal. With bowed heads 
we had asked for the coming of the 
unseen Christ to be our Guest and 
to bless the bountiful gifts of His 
merciful providence and to let fall 
upon us the benediction of His 
Presence. There were six of us in 
the party, yea seven, for the one 
who served was like a member of 
the family. (And still there was 
another, my army son, Doyle, who 
was a skilled aviator in the war, but 
who had gone with the car into the 
town.) Our generous host sat at 
one end of the table and the dear 
mother from Spring Lake at the 
other end. On the two sides were 
two men and two dear self-forget- 
ful women from Virginia. Of one 
man I need not speak, but of the 
other I will for he was the beloved 
brother of our host, and he was 


blind. He said to me once when 
we were alone: “Бо you know if I 
should die, but few would miss me; 
but if my brother should die ten 
thousand blind persons would miss 
him and would suffer. And if it 
were so and my life could bring 
back his life, I would give it 
gladly." Well, back of the seat 
where this dear man sat stood a 
great oak pillar, possibly a centur) 
or more old, and above it a cross 
beam which made the pillar look 
like a real cross—the sacred emblem 
of the world's redemption. 

Suddenly in the midst of the 
scene the one who so faithfully 
served touched a little spring—you 
know wliat it was—and in the 
twinkling of an eye the sweetest and 
clearest voice that one ever heard 
began to sing softly that beautiful 
old song which belongs to the days 
of my boyhood: 


"Wait till the clouds roll by, Jennie, 
Wait till the clouds roll by ; 

Jennie, my own true loved one, 
Wait till the clouds roll by." 


Of a truth, no words of mine could 
possibly picture that. scene, the 
sound of music, the words of the 
song, the light that shone on the 
blind man's countenance as with up- 
turned face he listened with rapture 
to the heavenly anthem and saw as 
it were the vision of the King in 
his beauty and entered the land 
which it may be is not so very far 
off 

With a prayer of Christian love 
for God's own peace and blessing 
upon the dear homes of our Parish 
and upon the work committed to 
our care,

The boys took their own equip- 
ment, put up tents, made camp 
beds, did their own cooking and 
just "roughed it" for three days. 

On Sunday afternoon, June 1, a 
simple Sunday School service was 
held, all repeating the Lord's Prayer 
and the Apostles creed after which 
a Bible talk was given. At the con- 
clusion of this service an offering 
was taken and forwarded to St. 
Simeon's Sunday School This 
being equivalent to the boys' pres- 
ence in Sunday School they were 
therefore marked present on Sun- 
day School records. 

This experience, which was the 
first for almost all the boys and 
proved to be so satisfactory that it 
was decided to repeat the trip July 
4-5-6. On this trip, which was an 
improvement over the former trip, 
there were about twenty boys pres- 
ent and it is needless to mention 
here what an enjoyable, wholesome 
and instructive experience this 
proved to be as the boys have al- 
ready voiced their praises,

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The Rector's Letter 


By the time this humble message 
of love appears in print the Advent 
season will be upon us—the season 
which brings before us not only the 
first coming of Christ, but his 
second coming to be our judge. It 
prepares the way for the right 
keeping of the season of the Chris- 
tian year and makes known to us 
that our religion is not merely the 
taking up with a new rule of life, 
not merely the sense of our respon- 
sibility before God touching what 
human life is, but above all else it is 
a burning devotion to a Person and 
that Person the very Son of God 
"Who for us men and for our sal- 
vation came down from heaven." 

It is, of course, true that all the 
seasons of the Christian year are so 
picked out as to draw us to the 
Person and Work of Jesus Christ; 
but the Advent season in particular 
prepares our hearts to be ever on 


the lookout for His return, to be 


ever conscious of the great truth 
that He is standing and knocking at 
the door of our hearts at all times 
and in every hour; and in a moment 
when we think not, He will come 
again and demand of us an account 
of what we have done with our 
opportunities in life. As those who 
have been signed with the sign of 
His Cross he should be able to say 


with St. Paul: “The life which [- 


now live in the flesh, I live the fa;

And those of us who are privi- 
leged to serve in the sacred minis- 
try of the Church, the Advent 
season humbles very much and 
reminds us that in and of ourselves 
We are but nothing, we are made 
of the same human clay that all 
men are made of and yet our office

name, but in the name of God 


And we are here to teach and to 
preach the Gospel of His Son, to 
speak solemn words about the 
awfulness of sin in God's sight, to 
baptize in the name of the Trinity 
to prepare people for the Holy 
Communion and give them the 
Blessed Sacrament of our Lord's 
Body and Blood, to tell them th 
joyful news of Salvation throug! 
Jesus Christ. It is a hard task that 
we have to do; it is impossible for 
us to please and satisfy everyone 
that we are called upon to ser 
We need help, we need the pravers 
and the sympathy and the love and 
support of our people. And yet it 
is a blessed task and it is a joyous 
task and at the end of every Advent 
season we feel the joy of it as at no 
other time in the Christian year 
For the end of Advent brings 
Christmas and Christmas is the 
season of rejoicing. It is the birth- 
day of the Giver of true joy. The 
song of the angels on the first 
Christmas morning was full of joy, 
without Christmas the world would 
be dark, indeed. 


But with it, even the loss of loved 
ones, even sickness and poverty and 
worldly reverses and sons and 
daughters sacrificed on fields of 
blood and division and uncharity in 
the churches—nothing can take 
away the joy of Christmas tide. In 
whatever our sorrow or distress, 
the bright faces of little children 
fill our hearts with gladness and 
joy and in them we see and feel 
something of the light that shone 
in the face of the little child of 
Bethlehem. 

And so, like Thanksgiving Day, 
Christmas Day is the family day for 
all dear homes; the holy festival 
day for little children; the day 
which binds together old and young 
alike. The God made man comes 
down as a little child and binds and 
blesses and sweetens and dignifies

Curate’s Letter 

There were once four friends 
traveling on a train. They had 
turned over a seat so that they 
faced each other and in the freedom 
of their friendship their talk gradu- 
ally drifted around to religion. 

The first one said, “The primary 
duty of a Christian, be he Priest or 
Layman, is to love Gol and his 
fellowmen truly and unreservedly. 
Any man who tries to represent the 
Church -of Christ, and then hates 
his brotker or lets his temper get 
the best of him, might just as well 
confess that he is not trustworthy 
as a representative of God, because 
in a crisis he serves the devil. But 
a man I feel really cares for me, is 
a man I trust. I feel that his love 


goes deeper than talk; he will stand 
by me and help me." 

The second friend then put in a 
word and said, “That may be true, 
but I have seen enough to know 
that it is no use only to FEEL 
kindly. A man has to know the 
right thing to do. To do the wrong 
thing is often as bad as doing noth- 
ing. Did you ever try to get a horse 
out of a burning stable? The poor 
brute runs in every direction but the 
right one. He wants to get out all 
right, but he does not know which 
way to go. His intellect is useless. 
To do the wrong thing in the name 
of religion, turns men from the 
Churches, while a man who does 
the right thing in the name of God. 
gathers them in. 

"Well, that is all right," said the 
third. friend, "but I knew a man 
who wanted to do right, and he 
knew what to do, too; but he 
couldn't do it. George Washington 
cut his father's cherry tree down, 
but this man cut his own down and 
wondered why he never had any 
fruit to eat. Before one thing 
brought results, he started some- 
thing else and stopped the first. He 
couldn't stick; he had no will." 

Then the fourth friend spoke and 
said, “You have spoken for your- 
selves, but for me, a thing has to be 
done right to be worth while. I do 
not like dirty dishes no matter how 
beautiful the china is. The finest 
cantata is not beautiful unless well 
rendered. No service is inspiring if 
it is careless or irreverent. But 
when I hear good music, or am 
present at a beautiful service, 
reverently conducted, I forget my- 
self. It is as if my spirit leaves my 
body and I worship at the very 
throne of God." 

I think all these friends were 
right, for though they did not pre- 
tend to mention all the factors 
which make up religion, the ones 
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they did mention are necessary. We 
must have right emotions if we are 
to turn in the right DIRECTION, 
we must have knowledge and 
vision, that we may know WHAT 
to do, we must have the will power 
to PERSIST till the results are 
gained, and though we have all 
these and yet do not do our work 
well, our efforts will not produce 
the results we hope for. 

But above all we must remember 
that our good emotions, our intel- 
lect, our will power, and our skill 
all come from God. It is He who 
gives good emotions, acquaintance 
with Him is knowledge of life, 
perseverence and skill come from 
the God of hope who fills us with 
peace and joy in believing that we 
may abound in hope through the 
power of the Holy Ghost. We must 
open our hearts freely and often 
to receive Him, because, “Не that 
seeketh findeth, and to him that 
knocketh it shall be opened." 
Emotion, intellect, will and per- 
formance take in much of life and 
without God no one of them. is 
profitable. Bad emotions, hate, lust, 
selfishness do harm, as surely as 
good emotions, love, joy, peace do 
good. Together we form the 
Church, the Body of Christ, and 
carry on His work well or ill, 
according as we are in touch with 
the source of our power, Jesus 
Christ. 

May God grant that as we cele- 
brate the Incarnation of our Lord, 
we may keep faith with Him and 
catch the torch which Не has 
thrown, and make our lives a per- 
fect service, that we may "worship 
the Father in spirit and in truth” 
through the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.

Bishop's Perils in Alaska 

A letter came early in Novem- 
ber from Bishop Rowe with the 
good news that in spite of what 
seemed the hopeless outlook 
when he last wrote from Point 
Hope, he has been able to return 
to Alaska on his way to Seattle. 
His letter of October 15 was 
written at St. Mark’s Mission. 
Nenana, in the very center of 
Alaska. 

“T had given up hope of get- 
ting away from Point Hope until 
winter set and I could do so with 
dogs. The ‘Boxer’ was locked 
in by the ice, new ice was mak- 
ing, and then came a favorable 
wind which blew the ice off 
shore, sufficiently for her to es- 
cape. With the wrecked crews 
of the ‘Arctic’ and the ‘Lady 
Kinnseley’ on board she picked 
me up and hurried on to Nome. 


M 
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Because of this haste I reached 
Nome September 6th and then 
felt it possible to return via St. 
Michael and the Yukon. The 
latter has been a fierce and 
tedious trip. Crossing Bering 
Sea in a small gas boat we near- 
ly suffered ship-wreck. From 
St. Michael in another small boat 
we were held up several days at 
the mouth of the Yukon, unable 
to enter. Then the boat turned 
over on-her side and we were 
nearly drowned before ge could 
get out. We succeeded in right- 
ing her. The ‘Lady Kinnseley’ 
crew was on board. There were 
24 passengers; food ran out and 
sleeping places were inadequate. 
pe discomforts were indescrib- 
able. 


"I got within fifty miles of 
Anvik and would have been held 
up for five days, but I hired a 
launch for $60, and made Anvik. 
I did want so much to visit An- 
vik. I succeeded. Here I found 
all well, living in cramped quar- 
ters owing to the fire. The new 
school dormitory was closed in 
and is, by this time, occupied. 
I got away from Anvik on the 
last steamer of the season. I 
was unable to stop over at 
Tanana, but had time for a brief 
visit with the workers. Condi- 
tions at Tanana seemed satis- 
factory. 


“While passing Tanana, I 
learned to my consternation, of 
the burning of our fine mission 
dwelling, and its contents, at 
Fort Yukon. How dreadful; 
and so discouraging. The An- 
vik fire and now this one. 

“Т came on to Nenana. The 
river was low and we were held 
upon bars. Things are all right 
at Nenana. 


“From here I go to Anchor- 
age. Seward, Cordova, Valdez, 
then home. Then I will have to 


£o to some hospital for an opera- 
tion. 

*Tt has been a hard and trying 
trip, full of discomfort W 
ter has set in here. The vit 
is frozen. Drane and his brid 


are here." 

At all the. stations visited 
Bishop Rowe greatly cheered the 
workers. Thev had given up all 


hope of seeing him this year, so 
1 


their pleasure upon his arrival 
was all the greater. 


The American Bible Society 
has been able to send Nestle’s 
Creek Testament to German- 
speaking theological students in 
Germany, Austria, Czechos!o- 
vakia and Poland, who otherwise 
could not procure the book 
Grateful acknowledgments have 
been’ received from theological 
schools at Kiel, Bonn, Gottingen, 
Breslau, Heidelberg Jena, 
Prague, Warsaw and elsewhere. 


One of our newly ordained 
deacons has been for seventeen 
years an instructor in the Car- 
negie Institute of Technology, 
Pittsburgh, and for eighteen 
years a member of the Lavmen’s 
Missionary League of the Dio- 
cese. 

A certain misunderstanding 
about the essentials of Church 
membership in a Chinese village 
was discovered when one of ouv 
missionaries visited there, and 
meeting an interested gentle- 
man who had rendered assist- 
ance to the little church though 
he was not himself a Christian, 
asked him why he was not. He 
answered that he was “going to 
join the church just as soon as 
there was a vacancy.”

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The Rector's Letter 

What I am particularly anxious 
about just now is the coming of the 
Bishop of the Diocese for Confirma- 
tion on the morning of the Fourth 
Sunday after the Epiphany, Febru- 
ary the Ist, at 10.30 o'clock, and 
the proper preparation of those who 
are desirous of receiving that Apos- 
tolic Rite. With the exception of 
Wednesday evening, the 7th of Jan- 
uary, when there 15 to be a special 
service in the Church of the people 
of this community, Confirmation 
“Lectures will be given. on Wednes- 
day and Friday evenings at 8 o'clock 
and all who wish to come will be 
welcomed with kindness and Chris- 
tianlove. There are three clear and 
distinct reasons why we should be 
confirmed. In the first place, it is 
the common rule of the Church. In 
the Book of Common Prayer at the 
end.of the Baptismal Service we 
read these words, the closing words 
said to the: godparents by the Rec- 
tor or Curate: “Үе are to take care 
that this child. be brought to the 
Bishop to be confirmed by him so 
soon as he (or she) can say the 
Creed, the. Lord's Prayer and the 
Ten Commandments and is suffi- 
ciently instructed in the other parts 
of the Church Catechism set forth 
for that purpose." 

In the second place, Confirmation 
gives us new strength and power to 
Яо опг work here in this life. Tt is 
the receiving of a gift from God the 
Holy Ghost. It is the coming of 
God's Spirit into our soul. Con- 
firmation means strengthening. 
God the Holy Ghost descends and 
enters our souls at Confirmation to 
strengthen that spiritual life which 
He gave us at our baptism. 

One of the most beautiful stories 
I know I gathered from the writ- 
ings of the Vicar of St. Mark's 
Marylebone Road, London, from 

_ whose instructions on the Church 


Catechism I quote today the story 
of Sir Philip Sydney, at the Battle 
of Zutphen. When he was being 
carried off the battlefield wounded, 
he was suffering with t pain

and asked for a drink of water 
One of the men handed him a water 
bottle. But just as he was going 
to drink he saw a soldier lying on 
the ground whose wounds were 
much more severe than his th his 


vater. 


eyes fixed longingly on th 
and 


Sir Philip put the bottle < 
said: “Give it to h'm, for his need 


is greater than mine.” That, dear 


friends, was the Holy Spirit of 
God in Sir Philip Sydney which 
etrengthened him to do the unselfish 
deed. 


Man was made in the image of 
God with a certain likeness to God 
in his soul. That is why we need 
to be confirmed, because at Con- 
firmation the Holy Spirit comes to 
us to strengthen and develop the 
image of God within our soul and 
thus to give us new strength to do 
our duty 

In the third place, the ancient his- 
toric Church to which we belong 
tells us that Confirmation is the 
open door through which we must 
pass to receive the Holy Commu- 
nion. Holy Communion is one of 
the two great Sacraments univers- 
ally necessary to salvation. Whether 
a person who has not been con- 
firmed may or may not be finally 
saved, you and I are not called 
upon to decide—God will judge 
those that are without.. There are 
some who have never had the 
opportunity of learning the whole 
Christian faith, but we are not 
amongst that number, so neither 
you nor I can afford to neglect Holy 
Communion or any other means of 
grace which God offers us. St. 
Augustine, about whom I have 
spoken twice within the past month, 
says "that nobody will be con-

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demned because he has been de- 
prived of the Sacraments, or has 
never learned about the Sacraments, 
but he will be if he despises or neg- 
lects the Sacraments.” A Sacra- 
ment, as you know full well, has 
two parts, an outward part which 
we can see and an inward part 
which we cannot see, because it is 
spiritual, but not less real.on that 
account. We cannot see the soul, 
but the soul is quite as real or more 
real than the body. 

In Holy Communion the outward 
part—the sign—is bread and wine. 
The inward part is twofold and con- 
sists of the Body and Blood of 
Christ and the grace and virtue of 
receiving the Body and Blood of 
Christ for the strengthening and 
refreshing of our souls. The real 
essential, solemn part of the Holy 
Communion service is in the Prayer 
of Consecration. ` The priest takes 
bread and then he takes wine and 
pours in a little water and places 
them upon the altar. 

Later in the service he says a 
prayer over the bread and wine and 
water. In this prayer—the Prayer 
of Consecration—he says the same 
words as our Lord Jesus Christ 
said, and he performs the same 
actions as our Lord Jesus Christ 
did when He instituted Holy Com- 
munion on the night of His betrayal 
—the night before He suffered. 
The priest breaks the bread, he lays 
his hand upon it; he takes the cup 
and lays his hand upon it; he says 
the same words as our Lord said, 
and we as Christian people signed 
with the sign of His Cross are 
taught to believe with exactly the 
very same result. The priest sim- 
ply acts for our Lord. Whatever 
our Lord made the bread and wine 
to be on the night before He suf- 
fered, the same thing do they 
become now in virtue of the conse- 
cration. Our Lord said that the 


bread and wine were His Body and 
Blood and so the Catechism says 
that the Body and Blood of Christ 
are verily and indeed taken and 
received by the faithful in the 
Lord's Supper. Yet the outward 
signs to all appearances remain the 
same: the bread looks and tastes 
like bread and nothing more; the 
wine looks like wine and tastes like 
wine and nothing more. How can 
it be the Body and Blood of Christ? 


J do not know; I do not know how 


the earth revolves round the sun; I 
do not know how the sun and moon 
influence the tides of the sea; I do 
not know how electricity causes a 
piece of wire to glow with light, nor 
many other things. Nevertheless, 
these things do happen. “How can 
this Man give us His Flesh to eat ?” 
St. John tells us in his Gospel was 
the question asked by the Jews 
when our Lord had been telling 
them that the true Bread from 
heaven was His Flesh which He 
would give for the life of the 
world. Our Lord had just been 
feeding the five thousand people in 
te wilderness with five barley 
loaves and tvo small fishes. They 
did not ask Him how He multi- 
plied the loaves; they were content 
to receieve the earthly food with- 
out asking how it came to them. 
They were hungry and felt the need 
of earthly bread. Perhaps they did 
not feel the need of true Bread and 
so they asked questions about it. 
Perhaps they valued earthly bread 
more than heavenly Bread. Many 
people do. But our Lord did not 
tell them how He could give them 
His Flesh to eat. He did not take 
back His words. He told them again 
in a stronger form. He said, 
“Except ye eat the Flesh of the 
Son of Man and drink His Blood, 
ye have no life” (no spiritual life 
He meant) “in you.’ Many who 
heard Him speak turned back and 
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gave up being His disciples after 
that. “This is a hard saying; who 
can hear it?" were the words with 
which they left Him. Our Lord 
let them go. He would not compel 
them to accept His words; He 
never compels any one to accept His 
words; but He asked the ‘Twelve 
if they like to go away also. And 
Simon Peter replied for all the rest. 
except for Judas Iscariot, "Lord, 
to whom shall we go? "Thou hast the 
words of eternal life." 

Dear friends of Saint Simeon's, 
there are many things, both in the 
natural world and in the spiritual 
world, which we can know, but 
which we cannot understand. All 
this you have heard long ago and 
there is nothing new about it; 
neither it there anything original in 
my telling you of 1t, I just merely 
want to stir up your memory, to 
have you fix your mind's eye upon 
it, to know at least how tremendous 
is the importance of grasping these 
truths, which are vitally necessary 
to your salvation—truths picturing 
the purpose for which the Holy 
Communion was instituted and or- 
dained—holy mysteries as pledges 
of Christ's love and for a continual 
remembrance of His death, a sacri- 
fice for the worship of God, a feast 
upon that sacrifice for the safe- 
guarding of our spiritual life, the 
strengthening and refreshing of our 
souls.

During the past year the Church 
of St. Simeon has endeavored to 
render a real service to its members 
and to others who have appealed for 
help of various kinds. 

First and foremost, this congre- 
gation has offered praise and prayer 
to God to the best of its ability at 


the times appointed, especially on 
Sundays апа Wednesday evenings 
Тһе Holy Communion services on 
Wednesday and Thursday morn- 
ings at 9 o'clock, though not largely 
attended, have given much help to 
the worshippers. Last but not least 
prayers have been offered many 
times in homes when the clergy 
have called, in times of sickness, 
or when some other event made us 
feel especially near to God, and 
.when we have each one privately 
offered our devotions to God 

There have been many times 
when the clergy have been able to 
offer the comfort and consolation of 
Christ to those in bereavement; to 
welcome into Christ's flock and in 
His name bless those new members 
who came for the Sacrament of 
Paptism; to pray to God for His 
blessing on those joined in holy 
wedlock, and beside these rites to 
assist in many gatherings of less 
solemn nature, making addresses or 
prayers as the occasion demanded. 

It has been a pleasure for some 
who were privileged to act for the 
Church, in sending remembrances 
of baskets of cheer to a few whom 
they thought would most appreci- 
ate them at the great festivals. The 
Rector has found employment for 
many and given encouragement to 
many more in times of trouble. The 
Missionary Chapter is tireless in 
sending bundles of useful articles 
to needy children. The Vestry. 
the Choir, the Sunday School, the 
Parish Aid, the Daughters of the 
King, the Recreation Chapter, the 
Girls’ Friendly Society, the Dram- 
atic Soc'ety, the Junior Choir, the 
Boys’ Club, the Bell Ringers’ Chap- 
ter, the Church Service League, the 
Building and Loan Society, the 
Christmas Club and the basketball 
teams have each in their distinctive 
ways added to our work of making 
life better physically and spiritu- 
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ally. But our work has not stopped 
with what we could do in the par- 
ish. We have had a share in the 
work of the National Church by 
contributions which helped to carry 
the Word of God far and near, to 
places where it was so little known 
that without the help of all the par- 
ishes, darkness would reign and sin 
would grow. Such places are a dan- 
ger to all of us, because sin is con- 
tagious as well as colds are. We 
have helped by our contributions to 
purify many states and lands. 

1 am writing this to try to set 
before you the value and the variety 
of the work the Church of St. Sim- 
eon is engaged in. I want you to be 
as proud of it and as interested in 
itas Тат. It is a great work, car- 
ried on by many, in the name of the 
Lord, and therefore it cannot fail. 
You and I may fail in our respon- 
bility to the work of God carried 
on through St. Simeon's Church, 
and if we fail, God must wait for 
others; but the work Christ came 
to do will be done. St. Simeon's 
share is too great for one man, and 
so I ask for volunteers to fill the 
choir, to teac the children and to 
do the many things which must be 
left undone without the help of you 
who read. I know the time and 
effort are a sacrifice, but if they are 
given with the spirit of Christ, the 
sacrifice will turn to joy. We must 
decide what we can give of time and 
strength. What we can give, not 
what we cannot, is required of God. 
And when we give His due in love, 
the day is brighter and we sing with 
joy that we, too, may help and have 
a share in the work of God. 

As surely as the service of the 
members of the Church is required, 
their money is required also. It 
must provide the necessary equip- 
ment for the work. Each week the 
Church expends about $250. With- 
out this sum it cannot continue its 
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work. Repairs will be neglected and 
the House of God will fall into 
neglect. I need hardly add that a 
Church neglected often shows a 
place from which the reverence of 
God has flown. 

If you would insure the Church 
from the necessity of stopping its 
activities one by one you must be 
missionaries, afire with the spirit of 
God that men may know that God 
is with you. If you would keep the 
Church in order and have the tools 
at hand for willing hands to use, 
you must decide beforehand what 
part of the work and expense is 
your part, and put aside that part 
each week. He who eats just what 
he finds in the house often goes 
hungry, he who gives to the Church 
just what he finds in his pocket 
often makes the Church go begging. 
But he who puts aside for food and 
for God a definite amount each 
week, makes it unnecessary to be 
hungry himself oz for the Church to 
bez. This is the value of the enve- 
lopes, that each week each envelope 
should have the definite amount on 
which the Vestry can count to run 
the Church. Thank-offerings and 
special offerings can then go to 
advance work because the necessary 
expenses of the Church are assured.

Mr. Emily Dunn, long a member 
of this Church and one of the 
staunchest supporters, died on Fri- 
dav, December 12, after a long ill- 
ness. Services were held from the 
home by Mr. Dubel] on the Monday 
following. Among the pallbearers 
were Mr. Clark, Mr. Wm. Grove 
and Mr. Edmund Hauff from this 
Church. 


A number of the men of the Ves- 
try interested in men's affairs were 
invited by Mr. Mitchner to a meet- 
ing and dinner of the Boulevard 
Men's Club on Wednesday, Decem- 
ber 10th. ‘The men included our 
Rector, Mr. Wedmore, Mr. Cain 
and Mr. Hauff. All of them were 
deeply impressed with the remark- 
able spirit portrayed and came back 
with tke determination of duplicat- 
ing this splendid work. 
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viable record of being faithful even 
unto death. 

Later when I crossed the Rhine 
and entered Germany and was 
assigned to the First Division Head- 
quarters, I had the privilege of 
serving men who had endured for 
months the most unbelievable hard- 
ships and the fiercest of fighting. 
In the fury of attack and pursuit, 
clambering over mountains and 
through woods under shell and ma- 
chine gun fire, frequently they had 
almost nothing to eat for two or 
three days at a time. They had been 
foot sore, shivering, rain soaked, 
they had slept in trenches and shell- 
holes amongst the foul stenches of 
gas, themselves face to face with 
death, surrounded by the wounded, 
the dying and the dead. Thus with 
the Allied Armies of Liberty did 
the men of America give the great- 
est of all gifts, the gift of life and 
the gift of spirit. 

I read that St. Simeon's had lost 
many leaders in the crisis. Edna 
Place in the National Service, on 
duty in the Naval Hospital, fell 
first, then LeRoy Grove who to the 
end smiled and played the man in 
the hospital at Camp Upton. Wil- 
liam McDougall, as fine and faith- 
ful a member as any parish could 
find was taken on the Chicago at 
sea, but the service brought him 
home to rest; Edwin Ledlie, of the 
Remount Company, who had been 
injured while breaking a horse; 
Merel Stengel, some time a chimer 
of our bells; Gilbert Cowell who 


died at the Great Lakes Training 
Station with spinal meningitis ; 
Raymond Horneff, who lost his life 
by accidental drowning at Amster- 
dam, New York; Orlando Tither- 
ington, giving his best in the ship 
yards; Clarence Taunt who went to 
France with the First Regiment sent 
to General Pershing and was killed 
in action June 11th, 1918. 

* You, my dear friends, who have 
cared to hear read this little chron- 
icle of a people who had not only a 
mind to work, but who had hearts 
and hands and wills to do, will 
appreciate this little summary of un- 
forgettable days, and in memory of 
the blessed dead who gave the best 
they had to give, to show their devo- 
tion to a great cause, it is your high 
duty and mine to see to it that this 
cause shall not be betrayed whether 
in war or in peace, and daily to 
present and consecrate ourselves 
afresh before God in unbroken 
ranks and offer ourselves to Him in 
His own appointed way, saying: 
“Here we offer and present unto 
thee, O Lord, ourselves, our souls 
and bodies, to be a reasonable holy 
and living sacrifice unto "Thee"— 
ever striving to be counted worthy 
to be numbered amongst them who 
shall be remembered throughout all 
generations as Christs faithful 


soldiers and servants unto life's end.:

have loved the Church and main- 
tained her worship and done her 
work in their several generations 
For the sake of the Church, and 
especially for the sake of the chil 
dren, let it be restored." Now the 
Every Member Canvass that we 
have already started in thi sh 
ought to play a very real part in 
bringing us all more closely together, 
and not only in increasing our 
friends for the support of the wor 
but in increasing our congregations 
and filling our hearts with hope 
ness for the future. To the olde: 
members of the parish we owe a 
great debt of gratitude and they 
have much to give to the younger 
people as examples of high lovalty 
and devotion. The younger people 
have much in the way of enthusiasm 
and untiring zeal to give to the older 
and together we ought to go for- 
ward as members of one family with 
no thought and aim but the lifting 
up of the whole soul to God and 
winning steadfast hearts to Him.

The Blessed Hope of Everlasting 
Life 

Once more are we reminded of 
the uncertainty of human life and 
the blessed hope of that life which 
is to come; for during these past 
thirty days the hand of Death has 
again fallen with might and heavi- 
ness upon our Church homes, and 
some few names ought to be men- 
tioned because of sacred ties of long 
standing. Frederick Blackman was 
transferred to Saint Simeon's as far 
back as 1887, and with his faithful 
wife was amongst those who wor- 
shiped in the frame building of 
hallowed and blessed memory. 
With his own hands he helped in 
the building of the Church and 
rectory and parish house and for 
many years was the head of the 
so-called “Ushers Union” which 
drew together a large number of 
young men. It has been said of him 
that he loved the Church of God 
and was ever ready and willing to 
play his part in serving the best 
interests of the Church and was 
always present at the house of pub- 
lic worship. 

Four years later Elizabeth Flew 
Tannahill became an active member 
of the Church, and, though failing 
strength has confined her to her 
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home these many months past, where 
her devoted and loving daughters 
have given her every attention, yet 
up to the very end her earthly life 
did she retain her abiding interest 
in the Church. In 1893 Ida Rosalie 
Berry Urwiler came to Saint 
Simeon's and throughout the whole 
of the present rectorship it is doubt- 
ful if any other one person was 
more regular in attendance at the 
Church service than she. Up to the 
time of her last illness she was 
always sure to be found in the house 
of the Lord on Sundays and holy 
days alike, and so intense was her 
devotion to spiritual things that she 
preferred to live under the shadow 
of Saint Simeon's tower so as to be 
near the dear Church which she 
loved than to enjoy far greater per- 
sonal comforts in the homes of her 
loyal children. 


Surely Dunn was a man of distin- 
guished appearance and greatly 
beloved by those who knew him. 
The men who worked in the great 
industry where he held an important 
position give testimony to the 
strength of his character and his 
high sense of duty, and amongst the 
beautiful things of his life was the 
steadfast bond of love and sympathy 
which existed between him and his 
brother who crossed the ocean many 
times to see and be with him. 

And just as this article is about 
to go to the printer, word comes 
of the departure of Gustave Rase- 
ner into that life which is life 
indeed. A gracious, kindly man was 
he, with large gifts of heart and 
mind, who loved his home, and in 
the privacy of his own structure 
daily lifted up his eyes unto the 
hills from whence he received his 
help. 


And last of all comes the name of 
Charles Henry Carrington of the 
British Army, a brave soldier of 


the 9th or 11th Hussars who served 
in the South African War in the 
days of our Most Gracious Sov- 
ereign Lady Queen Victoria, 
revered the world Over, and was 
numbered among those who guarded 
her body the day of her burial. 
Over in Old England a widow and 
nine children will miss the light of 


his countenance; and vet there is 
no such thing as death. They live 
whom we count dead—live in the 
companionship of brave souls and in 


the ample folds of a great Father's 
love. That "little" armv of England 
which withstood the first terrific 
assault of the German war machine 
has long since ceased to exist. Its 
150,000 men gave their lives that 
France might be saved and America 
redeemed. They are dead now, we 
say, and yet thev live. "They live 
in the hearts of the millions of 
other men who fought inch by inch 
for the battle-scarred fields of the 
Somme and the bruised hills of 
Arras, where Germany's great drive 
began more than three years after- 
wards. The personal living, throb- 
bing spirit of many a soul that 
fought in the great war of this cen- 
tury and the living enduring spirit 
of all those who have gone out from 
the bosom of our homes in the faith 
and love of Christ is still felt deep 
down in all our hearts, and the 
noble, fearless spirit of the Belgian 
King that will never die out as long 
as life lasts still burns within us. 


"What have you left now?” is the 
question the historian makes the 
Kaiser ask of Albert, King of the 
Belgians, and the reply “J have mv 
soul,” has gone out with tremendous 
power and magnetism that nerves 
and invigorates every brave defen- 
der of hearth and home and fills 
every soul with the blessed hope of 
everlasting life. 


"Tell the Vicar that Jim Smith 
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died for old England with a good 
heart," said one of Kitchener's first 
hundred thousand—and thus had he 
caught the very spirit of the martyr 
who conquered death and lives that 
Wwe might reign with Him in the 
glory of the life everlasting.

Without Good Motive Power 


Queen Victoria's laureate sang, 
in splendid verse, of "the glory of 
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going on—and not to die." It didn't 
need a poet to remind us that grim 
economic necessity stands always 
ready, with a whip of leathern 
thongs in hand, to drive forward 
reluctant feet and weary brain. But 
those who really make substantial 
progress in the world are not those 
whose only incentive is an outward 
compulsion. Тһе motive power 
must be within if a man is to meet 
either the speed or the endurance 
tests that go to make up life. And 
the motive power of personal pro- 
gress, as of social advance, is desire. 
Whether it is riches that one wants, 
or power or fame ho matter what 
may be the particular goal or your 
desire—nothing is more certain than 
that you will get none of these 
things unless your Wish for them $s 
so persistent that it hardens into 
Will, and your will is so determined 
that it seeks and finds expression in 
Work. 

It is so easy to become discour- 
aged in the effort to make the grade, 
so easy to lose heart and slip back 
into the miry ditch of self-pity, but 
it isn’t the hill’s fault ; it’s your own. 
When you had a long clear stretch 


of level years you should have got 
up a little extra speed—in the form 
of surplus health or added education 
for use in emergency. ‘Then, too, 
it's no disgrace if you have to shift 
into "second" for half a mile or so. 
There’s no sense in straining the 
engine of your talent or ability just 
to show off. Most people, some of 
them the most successful, have to 
do it some time or other in the 
course of their lives. Surely it's lots 
better than stalling your engine of 
enterprise before you're half way 
up. 

What you want in life will deter- 
mine to a very considerable extent 
what you will get. Unfortunately 
there are so many people in the 
world who haven't the least idea 
what they really want. Want is 
onlv a shorter word for desire and 
desire is a more potent force in the 
world than all the guns or engines 
ever invented. It is desire that in- 
spires faith and emboldens the will 
to perform miracles of endeavor.

The Rector's Message at the un- 
veiling of the Bronze ‘Tablet in 
memory of the Rev. George John 
Walenta, B. D., rector of Saint 
Simeon’s Church 1910 - 1922. 
"Christ's faithful soldier and ser- 
vant unto his life's end." Amen. 

When the grave closes over all 
that remains to us of a faithful 
soldier and servant of Christ it is 
with something more than a mere 
idle curiosity that we look around 
for the few scattered memorials of 
his existence and endeavor out of 
the fragments that remain to 
shadow forth the course of that life 
which has gone before; it is rather 
with the desire to perpetuate the 
memory of his goodness and faith- 
fulness that the world mav profit by 
the lessons of his life. 

Now today we are gathered to- 
gether as members of one family in 
Christ to worship Almighty God and 
in the midst of the service we have 
already unveiled a Bronze Tablet in 
memory of George John Walenta, 
Rector of this Parish for 12 years. 
It was in 1904 that he was ordained 
a deacon in this church and it would 
seem, began his ministry here. 
After 15 months he went to Boston 
nad later returned and became a 
master in the school founded by 
William Penn in Philadelphia. Dur- 
ing that time he kept in touch with 
this Parish and whenever the 
founder and first rector Edgar Cope 
of blessed memory, needed him he 
would help with the services. When 
Edgar Cope was taken ill and plan- 
ned to spend a year abroad, he asked 
George Walenta to care for the 
work during his absence. But in a 
short time Edgar Cope was called 
to his exceeding high reward in 
fields of eternity and after a year 
had passed, during which time 
George Walenta acted as the min- 
ister in charge, the church wardens 


and vestrymen called the latter to 
the rectorship of the parish and on 
the 24th day of December, 1911, 
George John Walenta was instituted 
as rector of Saint Simeon's by the 
Rt. Rev. Philip Rhinelander, D. D., 
Bishop of Pennsylvania. 

The coming of the war naturally 
brought new responsibilities and 
burdens upon his shoulders, and І 
have heard how he shirked none of 
them, how he worked day and night 
amongst the sick and dving, not onlv 
in this parish, but in neighboring 


parishes, how he established a hos- 
pital for chlidren, and a service club 
for soldiers and sailors What a 


spiritual home this church was for 
the stricken and afflicted, how he 
went out on the street corners and 
in public buildings and spoke with 
great feeling in the interest of the 
Liberty Loan drives, how he gave of 
his time and ability with no thought 
of himself, but always of others, 
how efficiently and unceasingly he 
labored for the Masonic Fraternity 
of which he was one of the Right 
Worshipful District Deputies, a po- 
sition of many demands which won 
for him countless numbers of 
friends and which must have been 
а tremendous drain upon his 
strength. No wonder he broke 
under the heavy weight of so many 
responsibilities, and no wonder he 
was unable to use his voice or to 
minister in this place, the last eight 
months of his rectorship. 

Dear friends, no great effort or 
result can come without a price, but 
"the price," he said, was worth 
while. And so he went away still 
hoping for recovery if he followed 
the doctor's orders, and still de- 
sirous of carrying the message that 
you had first learned in the days of 
Edgar Cope and had admirably 
lived in those days and in the days 
of his successor, that “The People 
Had a Mind to Work." In our mis-

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sion of November, 1922, just prior 
to his departure for the mission sta- 
tions of Brainerd and Aitken, in the 
diocese of Duluth, Minnesota, he 
wrote these words: 

“The rector and his family will 
carry with them nothing but happy 
memories of loving kindness from 
the people whose friendship is the 
only enduring treasure in life, and 
whose sign and seal are good 


works.” And he added, “If the 
staff of this parish has labored for 
any one end it's that the Kingdom of 
God might be manifested here as in 
Heaven. Апа you are the living 
proofs of this, every one of you, and 


the rector will always keep you in 
mind when he needs an example of 
Christian character expressed in 
every day life and so may you con- 
tinue and be blessed in every good 
work." 

I am sure these are very dear 
words to you and in your heart of 
hearts you must treasure them 
deeply. And after all what better 
way have we to keep alive the 
memory of those who serve us faith- 
fully, than by recalling from time to 
time the words they uttered in the 
days that they lived and labored in 
our midst. With this thought in 
mind I have been going over the 
pages of Our Parish Mission, cov- 
ering the years of the rectorship of 
"him" whose contribution to the 
higher life of the church and to the 
varied interests of humanity which 
arose in his day, we are considering 
this hour. You might have picked 
out something entirely different 
from what I have, but I have picked 
out the things that especially ap- 
pealed to me, and yet I know full 
well that my efforts must of neces- 
sity be very imperfect and very un- 
worthy of the subject, due in part 
to the limited time at my disposal 
because of the constant demands 


made upon me by the sick and the. 


needy, and those in sorrow and 
trouble, but it is the best that І can 
do at this time. 

In 1913, after George Walenta 
had returned from his vacation, he 
spoke of the region where he had 
been during the summer, a region 
where "the comforts of life were 
few, and the hardships many." He 
wished that every one could have 
been with him and more especially 
those who had not always come to 
the services. Centuries ago our 
forefathers brought to this land a 
faith that was doubt-proof, weather- 
hardened and tempered to meet the 
shock of every ill that the world 
could impose. Gradually as the 
comforts of life increased and busi- 
ness cares doubled and standards of 
morality and custom changed, that 
rock-hewn faith has been weakened 
or substituted for the gospel that 
made this country and its children 
what they are. The world wonders 
at us. But it may cease to wonder 
in the future if we keep on in the 
same way that has marked our 
course this past ten years. A nation 
is only as great as the individual 
who inhabits it and forms its laws 
and customs. Everywhere the 
warning is plain that the individual 
is not meeting the ancient standard. 
Only in the regions where the 
present day temptations have not 
sapped the strength or weakened the 
morals, is the faith of our fathers 
kept. What is our unit of standard? 
Are we as a united parish maintain- 
ing the standard that has made us 
great? Is our service to God lim- 
ited by our ties to the world and our 
changed concept of what duty and 
right and faith are? ч 


. The scripture has not changed one 
jot or tittle Jn all the centuries 
Jesus Christ is the same yesterday 


and today and forever, and God has 
kept His promises to us. b 


‘hink on these things. What we 
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have done counts on the Book of 
Life, but it does not answer for our 
present needs. We must go on 
fighting the good fight, keeping the 
faith, sounding the rallying cry to 
the soldiers of the Cross that they 
return to the battle and fight on 
until the course is finished. How 
full of significance the words on the 
tablet in the light of this message 
from out of the distant past: 
"Christ's faithful soldier and ser- 
vant unto his life's end." 

"Dearly beloved, you are regis- 
tered," he said, "signed, sealed and 
your name is written in the Lamb's 
Book of Life. Has the writing 
faded in the past, is the record one 
to be proud of? If not, now is the 
accepted time, now is the day of 
salvation, today, if ye hear His 
voice harden not your hearts. For 
the Lord is gracious, His mercy is 
everlasting, and His truth endureth 
from generation to generation." 
How beautiful are these words, and 
how full of meaning to us this day. 

It is like the sound of a voice 

from afar telling us that we have a 
new opportunity to begin our 
Christian life all over again. “Ве- 
ginnings you know are more impor- 
tant than one imagines. It is very 
essential to pursue a straight course 
after we have marked it out, after 
we have chosen the direction and 
made sure of our equipment and 
preparation, but the beginning is the 
very necessary thing—to begin 
greatly, to aim high, to resolve that 
there will be no deviation from the 
Start—so it was that Jesus of 
Nazareth gained a Kingdom and 
rescued mankind from destruction. 
We can begin at any moment—it is 
never too late while life lasts. Our 
Lord in His glorified humanity 
ascended into Heaven to sit on the 
right hand of God, there to mediate 
between man sinful and God 
righteous.” 


Christ is our only mediator be- 
tween God and man by whom we 
are saved and sanctified and re- 
deemed and made ready for that 
life which is life indeed. "We are a 
glorified humanity since Christ came 
to save us from our sins and we 
accepted Him. Thus it behooves us 
to make every day equal to this be- 
ginning and to lease a record which 
will surpass all present results. It 
is possible, it is probable, it ought 
to be sure, otherwise we have failed

is so convincing to the observer in 
the world as results or fruits, the 


ctions of the Christian are mani- 
fest indications of the power and 
the purpose and the spirit within 
If the fruits are thorns instead of 
grapes, if they are thistles in place 
of figs, when the bush or the vine or 
the tree appear to be fruit-bearing, 
then the charge of hypocrisy and 
insincerity is well founded. Each 
Christian year we have walked the 
way of Advent, meeting Christ as 
He comes to the Centiles; we have 
sung the angel's song ; we have stood 
in the darkness and watched the 
tragedy of Lent and Good Friday ; 
it may be we have borne our Cross 
the forty days to the Empty Tomb. 
Now is Christ risen from the dead 


and therefore our lives must show 
the results of the Resurrection and 
the Ascension and the coming of 
God the Holy Ghost and the bless- 
ing of the Holy Trinity. Our chief 
fault is that we are busy in prepar- 
ing ourselves to enjoy our place in 
the Kingdom, and we want everyone 
to think as we think, and if they fail 
we consider them narrow. And the 
result is a failure to realize the 
meaning of the risen life—that it is 
for all the world that Christ came 
to serve, not to be served, not to be 
ministered unto, but to serve and to 


m 
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minister to others. And whatever 
will tend to this, no matter how great 
a sacrifice is demanded of the indi- 
vidual, must be given in order that 
the world may see the fruits of the 
spirit. Kach day brings nearer to 
you and to me the day of our joyful 
Resurrection. The Christmas Mes- 
sage of Peace and Good Will has 
merged into the Lenten message of 
preparation and testing. It must 
needs be so for the perfecting of 
Christian character that the man of 
God be found worthy of his reward 
when the Master calls. “To him that 
overcometh will I give the crown of 
life." "Christ's faithful soldier and 
servant unto his life's end." 

"God bless us everyone," said 
Tiny Tim in Charles Dicken's 
Christmas story. 

"And truly it is time for us to 
utter such a prayer, for the davs are 
upon us when we need every bless- 
ing which God can give. No need to 
tell of the world conditions of sor- 
row, want, battle and desolation. 
We who have no broken family 
circles, no vellow letters from the 
Red Cross to dim our eyes with 
tears, no blackened ruins nor blasted 
fields, no hopeless. future—but every 
good and every perfect gift from 
above—what ought to be our atti- 
tude to the Father in Heaven for 
His mercies? Our brethren across 
the seas will enter their churches 
with heavy hearts, shall we send 
them a message in prayer and pres- 
ence from our altars, raising our 
appeal as a family of one blood, 
though far away that the burden 
upon them may be lightened and the 
days of sorrow shortened by the 
mighty power of the Prince of 
Peace? All things are possible if 
we believe and ask in faith. Come

Church work, the 
work of the Kingdom of God must 
go on, depending for its life on the 
generous remembrances of the 
faithful. It is the testing time, it is 
the measuring day, it is the proof of 
our faith. If we.shall fail to grasp 
the situation we shall fail to grasp 
and support the Lord’s cause. God, 
who in former times and in diverse 
places, made Himself known has ap- 
peared to us, walked with us, loved 
us. He calls us to meet the supreme 
test with heart and soul and mind 
and strength. Let us do our duty 
with the same bravery and high- 
hearted purpose that our ‘boys’ 
somewhere in France are doing it. 
Let us ‘carry on’ the work of the 
Kingdom of God here so that when 
they return, flushed with the con- 
scious bearing of men who have 
fought a good fight and finished 
their course, looking for the fulfill- 
ment of this new era in the great 
church which plays such a part in 
its prayers and labors for them now, 
they will find the future promise 
unburdened with debt, the future 
labor untrammeled with unfinished 
and neglected tasks. Make no mis- 
take, they have seen a great light, 
they will demand a great fulfillment 
for their vision. Ours to see that it 
does not fail, ours to hold fast what 
was given us in trust, that the labors 
they wrought and the sacrifices they 
made shall not be in vain. Let us 
dedicate ourselves to the task with 
all our souls, and as the work un- 
folds its difficulties and problems let 
us meet these, having in mind our 
brethren who look to us to do our 
part in fashioning the coming of 
the Golden Age of Peace.

They 
plan also to continue the entertain- 
ment of the men from the Navy 
Yard from time to time. Through 
the generosity of many of our 
people, money has been given with 
which we are buying wool to make 
complete winter equipments of 
sweaters and mufflers and wristlets 
and helmets for all our boys not 
equipped from any other source. 
The zeal and diligence of the women 
to finish the work is inspiring. 
Through the interést and generous 
goodness of our friends who gave 
and made the flag, there hangs from 
the parish hall a beautiful banner of 
the service flag, design of red 
border, white centre, blue stars, with 
45 stars which have soon to be in- 
creased to 50, a star for every boy 
who has gone into the service of his 
country whether in the ambulance, 
engineers, aviation, infantry, cav- 
alry, artillery, medical, marine, 
navy, or other branches of the 
service. The fine part of the flag is 
that practically every star was set 
before the law for the draft went 
into operation, and we are proud of 
our patriots. We want also to com-

"]t was the rector’s privilege to 
visit many of the parish members 
in certain camps somewhere in 
America and he bears witness to the 
perfect care and the fine leadership 
which these boys enjoy. Nothing 
has been left undone to meet the 
emergencies to come, and the com- 
bination of the best American skill 
and training and manhood and 
leadership is proof and warrant 
enough for everyone who loves the 
land of the free and the home of 
the brave to look forward to some 
future day to complete a lasting vic- 
tory. But we must remember, too, 
our part at home—that seems to be 
the station which will be most neg- 
lected in the preparations. Optim- 
ism in spite of evil report ; persever- 
ance, though the outlook be clouded 
and one grow tired of little restric- 
tions and annoyances of our per- 
sonal comfort; loyalty, open and 
spoken whenever the faint hearted 
or disloyal speak, these are our 
privileged duties, let us do them, and 
we may rest assured that our share 
in the final glorious victory will be 
as much as that of any standard 
bearer at the front.

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Walter Scholes a sheaf of five silk 
flags has been set over the Tablet in 
memory of the Rev. Edgar Cope, 
under whose ministry of devotion 
and untiring labor these buildings 
that we love were erected. Belgium, 
France, America, Italy and England 
were the choice, and the wealth of 


color brings before us the unity of 
spirit that should pervade the rela- 
tionship of all nations of men who 
dwell on the face of the whole earth. 

"Parish Day and a New Year be- 
gun! That ought to set one think- 
ing. How old are you in God's 
work? How much have you done? 


How faithful have you been? 
What were your mistakes and your 
successes? Will God find vou faith- 
ful and true at the end of the year ?” 
Let the words of the Tablet sink 
down deep in every heart. "Christ's 
faithful soldier and servant unto his 
life's end." 

"Christ knew how easy it is for 
each of us to forget, to drift away, 
to be disloval, to fail. Life is 
struggle. Life is conflict! It is a 
soldier's word! It is a workman's 
watch cry. Shall we think upon the 
perseverance needed to bring us to 
the events of another Holy Week. 
Never such a Holy Week for us, 
for the world. 

“For us the anniversary of en- 
trance into a cause that will take 
every effort, our last full measure 
of devotion, our best and our 
bravest it may be. Already the little 
God’s Acre on French soil has its 
crosses for those who fought the 
good fight, finished their course, 
kept the faith, Christ’s faithful 
soldiers and servants unto their 
life's end, and now wait for the last 
and greatest Easter re-union. Oh, 
shall we meet them unashamed, 
shall we fail the trust they leave to 
us? Good Friday will be our year 
reminder of the declaration of 
principle, and the saving of our 


souls. See to it brethren, that ye 
neglect not the salvation that cometh 
from faithfulness and loyalty. Do 
you remember about the man who 
lost his soul? Read of it in the 
Gospel and see if it is not true. The 
most essential thing to freedom is 
holiness. A righteous cause is won 
already. We must keep the hearts 
of the people true and pure and 
their minds right towards God. You 
remember what our great emanci- 
pator said when he was asked about 
where God was in the cause of 
freedom. ‘What concerns me,’ he 
said, ‘is not whether God is on my 
side, but whether I am on God’s 
side. How wise an answer. On 
God's side! That means doing His 
will, following His commandments, 
faithful to the end. ‘Christ’s faith- 
ful soldier and servant unto his 
life’s end.’ 

“After four long weary years our 
brethren of Europe begin to see the 
end of their struggle and suffering. 
Every day a long line of khaki clad 
soldiers swing down the gang plank 
of each transport and marches off to 
the prepared camps. They are the 
men of America, of our city, our 
home, our church, our blood. ‘The 
prayers of this congregation are 
offered regularly for their safety, 
and at every communion service the 
name of each man and woman in 
service whose safety is endangered, 
is read. 


"We all hope for a speedy ending 
of the terrible times through which 
we are passing, but let us not forget 
that the only place and the only vic- 
tory is an enduring place and an 
honorable and just victorv. 

"We have given up too much to 
endanger the future of those for 
whom we strive. Today glorious 
news heads the papers. Nazareth is 
ours again after centuries of Turk 
ish domination. We have passe 
through the famous Esdraelon Va 
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ley, the Armageddon of St. John the 
Divine and we have swept all before 
us. The enemy is driven from the 
Holy Land. То the English, after 
four years of strugele, this triumph 
is due, and it must be a forecast of 
the dawn. Last Christmas Jerusa- 
lem became ours and now it is all of 
Palestine. He who walked the roads 
that the Allied Armies walk today 
left us a message that we should re- 
member, little children, His chil- 
dren, the weak and the helpless 

"Of what avail that we fight for 
them, if we do not give them the 
fruits of victory. Let all of this 
year to come be devoted to teaching 
them the words and ways of the 
Blessed Saviour. If we put into 
their hearts here in this House of 
God the words and ways of the 
Great Captain of our Salvation, 
their best Friend, their Saviour and 
Redeemer, can it be possible that 
the world will ever again be torn 
with strife?" 


And so at last the war did 
come to an end, and in the light of 
its tragedy we still continue to pray 
that the sacrifice of our sons and 
brothers on fields of blood may 
plead with the Blessed Son of God 
who came into the world to proclaim 
peace and good will to men, for the 
restoration of peace and quietness 
upon the earth, that the Holy Spirit 
of God may come to kindle in the 
minds and .hearts of rulers and 
statesmen the sense of their obliga- 
tion to mankind, that war may be 
abolished and that men of all 
nations and races may dwell to- 
gether in unity and concord to the 
glory of God and the salvation of 
the world, through Christ Jesus our 
Lord. Amen. 

The Armistice was signed No- 
vember 11th, 1918, signed by Ger- 
man envoys and actual peace de- 
clared. I remember how the word 


was sent throughout France. Bells 
tolled! Bands played ! People wept 
for joy. Three days before I had 
gone to the camp de Mencon ceme- 
tery where we had buried so many 
of our dead and held a Memorial 
Service for the 110th Field Artillery 
of which I was Chaplain, the 104th 
Ammunition ‘Train, the 104th 
Trench Motor Battery and the 112th 
Ieavy Field Artillery, in the ab 
sence of the Chaplain of that regi- 
ment, and then I rode upwards 2000 
feet in the air in an army balloon 
and though the sun had gone down 
jehind the western skies, vet I saw 
it once again, that day shining on the 
water of sea a token of the light of 
God shining to give light to them 


hat sit in darkness and the shadow 
of death and to guide the feet of the 
world, into the wav of peace 


After a journey of 300 kilometers 
across France we arrived at 
“Grand” not so far from the battle- 
fields of Verdun, for we had re- 
ceived orders to take part in the 
great drive against Metz which 
never came off. 

I knelt in prayer in one of the 
ancient churches and then rode 23 
kilometers to a “Y” hut to secure 
supplies for my men. Four days 
later Captain Beverly Ober, of 
Baltimore, whom I truly loved, ar- 
rived from the front and gave a 
splendid account of the infantry 
regiments and machine gun battal- 
ions of the 29th division. Over 
8000 wounded and killed. Major- 
General Morton, the Commander of 
the Division, proud of the bravery 
and heroism of his men. The 114th 
Regiment Infantry that I am today 
Chaplain of, but was not with dur- 
ing the war, won special mention. 
The men performed every duty and 
fought without flinching and by 
thier valiant deeds of daring and 
courage and their absolute faithful- 
ness to their country, won the en-

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The Rector’s Letter 


Another Whitsunday is drawing 
near as I begin this message to you, 
the third Whitsunday, God willing, 
that I shall have spent with you, for 
I am sure it will have come and 
gone ere these humble thoughts and 
words appear in print. It is, you 
know, one of the great festivals of 
the Christian religion, one of the 
three great articles of the Christian 
faith, and is pre-eminently the 
Festival of the Spirit, the mira- 
culous mission of God the Holy 
Ghost. 

We hold it every year, and some 
dear Christian souls hold it every 
day in sacred memory of the com- 
ing of the Holy Spirit of God upon 
the first disciples, the fulfilment of 
their Master's most true promise, 
that they should receive power for 
their life's work by the entrance 
into them of the Holy Ghost in all 
his manifold gifts of strength and 
grace. And out of this springs one 
of the great doctrines of the 
Church—the truth that we also have 
a work to do and difficulties to en- 
counter, and infirmities to overcome 
and sins to vanquish, and make 
amends for, so that to us also as 
well as to the early followers of our 
Lord is promised the same Divine 
Presence for everything that we 
undertake to do—a Presence, a 
Personal Power within and not a 
mere help from without. And then 
to this we add a tremendous con- 
fession, a sure and steadfast belief 
in the Holy Ghost, the Lord and 

Giver of Life, who proceedeth from 
_ the Father and the Son; who with 
_ the Father and the Son together is 
worshipped and glorified; who 
spoke by the Prophets—not just, I 
- believe, that the Holy Ghost once 
descended, but I believe that there 
15501 such a person. I believe that 
_ He still works and still lives in 
hristian men and women and little 


children. I believe that I need His 
work and His indwelling and I be- 
lieve that, too, me, even to me, is 
promised, is assured, this gift of the 
Holy Ghost. And it is a common 
gift, bestowed, not upon the Apos- 
tles only, but upon the humblest of 


God's children. “If ye love me, 
KEEP my commandments. And 1 
will pray the Father and Не shall 


give you another COMFORTER 
that he may abide with you for- 
ever; even the spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot receive, be- 
cause it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him; but ye know him; for 
he dwelleth with you and shall be in 
you!” Yes, dear Christian friends, 
you of Saint Simeon’s whom God 
has given me the privilege and bless- 
ing of serving, He, the Spirit о 
Truth, dwells with you and with me 
every time we meet in the Church 
for worship, every time the Holy 
Table is spread for the Blesse 
Sacrament of the Body and Bloo 
of our Saviour Christ, He the Holy 
Spirit, is present, present really anc 
personally, though secretly. Anc 
He dwells with us not only in the 
Church but in the daily rounds of 
common life, and our great burn- 
ing, constant aim and prayer, the 
unceasing putting forth of our un- 
divided will-power—must be to sub- 
mit ourselves to the guidance of 
His example and the influence of 
His will. 

Let us therefore never let a day 
pass, an hour pass, if possible, even 
a moment pass without being’ con- 
scious of the presence of God’s 
Holy Spirit within and let us pray 
earnestly and from the heart for 
the personal and abiding influence 
of that Holy Spirit’s Power, let us 
pray as a united family of devout 
men and women, and young chil- 
dren pleading with faith and perse- 
verance for fresh spiritual strength

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The Rector's Letter 
As I look back over the summer 
months, I believe the vacation hours 
of this past summer have meant 
more to me, in the way of refresh- 
ment of body and mind, than any 
other hours that I can so remember, 
save, perhaps, the hours that 1 spent 
along the shores of the Mediterra- 
nean Sea and throughout parts of 
Italy and Germany and France and 
England in 1913. When I went 
away to Wildwood with the choir 
and with the other members of the 
Parish I was pretty well fatigued, 
physically and mentally, for one

This wonderful gift of the 
bells came from Mr. Thomas 
Kaye and his son, the Rever- 
end J. W. Kaye, and completed 
our present group of buildings. 
On Ascension Day, May 24, the 
bells had been placed in the 
chancel and centre aisle of the 
Church and the Rt. Rev. Leigh- 
ton Coleman, Bishop of Dela- 
ware, who ordained me to both 
orders of the ministry, conse- 
crated them, owing to the in- 
ability of our own Bishop. to 
be present. And we can read- 
ily imagine that when the bells 
were placed in the tower a 
little later and pealed forth 
their tones for the first time 
that hundreds of hearts were 
gladdened and made thankful 
by the music of “Praise God 
from Whom All Blessings 
Flow.” I read that vast crowds 
assembled on Lehigh Avenue 
and the neighboring streets, 
while the windows of homes 
for squares around were open 
to receive the joyful sound. 
Motormen stopped their cars 
while the bells played “Nearer 
My God to Thee, Nearer to 
Thee” and all day Sunday and 
far into the evening immense 
congregations gathered in the 
Church and vast crowds out- 
side to show their interest in 
the bells and their gratitude to 
the Giver of all good gifts. 
Monday night and Tuesday ex- 
cellent programmes were ren- 
dered by the chimer of the bells 
and the interest of the com- 
munity was not abated, but 
rather intensified, and people 
from all parts of the city and 
from outside of the city came 
to show their sympathetic in- 
terest and concern and few 


have been the clergy that have 
been able to bring together so 
many people as came to hear 
the music of the bells. And 1 
am sure that those of us who 
belong to this generation are 
not unmindful of the blessing 
of the bells, not unmindful of 
the hymns and praises due to 
Almighty God апа silently 
obey within when we hear the 


wondrous sound of their har- 
mony and speak in silent 
prayer as heart beats with 
heart: “We praire thee О God, 
we acknowledge thee to be the 
Lord.” 


The twentieth anniversary 
of this Parish must have been 
a day of memorable thanks- 
giving. The work had been 
continuously blessed by the 
love and harmony which bound 
the people together, and of the 
growth in every department of 
the work and of the many gifts 
from those beyond our borders. 
And the work accomplished is 
spiritual wealth, as represent- 
ed by the figures which I found 
probably has not been surpass- 
ed by any but few Parishes in 
this country. In this length of 
time there were 1710 baptisms, 
1535 confirmations, 778 buri- 
als, 465 marriages and 2465 
persons attached to the Parish. 
By death and removal 560 had 
been lost, leaving on the list of 
the Parish Register 1905 
names. It would seem that this 
list later was raised to about 
2200 communicants. And so 
the Church of St. Simeon be- 
came widely known throughout 
the Diocese and even through- 
out the country and beyond the 
Seas. At Milan, Italy, forty 
Pictures, telling of our history 
and institutional work, were on 
exhibition and won the grand

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prize, and today they ought to 
be hanging on the walls of our 
^arish House to remind us of 
all that God has wrought 
amongst us in the past to in- 
spire us with good living and 
good work and make us worthy 
of our inheritance. Like the 
famous old English dial that 
we used to have in the Rectory 
yard, we take account only of 
the hours that shine; we some- 
times forget the hours that are 
hidden from view. Yet they 
are by far the most important 
hours in our lives, since they 
аге the hours that determine 
what we shall be and do. The 
great occasion only flashes into 
view that which a man has al- 
ready brought about by his ef- 
forts. In the silence of the soil 
the seed is germinated; in the 
quiet of the study the book is 
written; in the hush of the li- 
brary the knowledge is ac- 
quired; in the seclusion of the 
studio the great picture is 
painted. It is only when the 
work is done that the world 
Sees it and recognition comes. 
The way to prepare for great 
living is to live greatly from 
day to day, when no one sees 
but God, and no one knows but 
ourselves. Every one ought to 
live with a profound sense of 
responsibility before God and 
to live in that belief is to keep 
ourselves pure and to make 
ourselves strong to meet the 
every day duties of life. 
Looking at the past, we are 
justly proud of the growth of 
St. Simeon's. The result has 
been achieved under God by 
faithful, hard work on the part 
of all who have had any real 
connection with the Church. 
Our strength now is not to sit 
still but ever to press on—to 


work together with God to fin- 
ish, carry on this work. And 
no one is useless. Every one's 
bit is needed to do God's will. 

About the middle of Decem- 
ber, 1908, Mr. Cope was taken 
ill with typhoid fever. Early 
in January he was taken to the 
Episcopal Hospital and in April 
to Atlantic City and in July to 
Cape May, and when the 23rd 
anniversary came the Rector 
was again at home in the Rec- 
tory. But the disaster at Johns- 
town, when the car in which 
he was riding rolled down an 
embankment of 20 feet and he 
himself was pinned under the 
wreckage for two hours before 
relief came, had left its mark 
upon him, and on Monday eve- 
ning, March the 28th, 1910, he 
entered into his well-earned 
rest and a great host of those 
who loved him mourned their 
loss. As a visitor to St. Paul's 
Cathedral, London, reads the 
inscription on Sir Christopher 
Wren's tomb, “If you desire to 
see his monument, look 
around," so St. Simeon's 
Church with its splendidly 
equipped Parish Building and 
Rectory will stand as a lasting 
memorial of the untiring zeal 
and executive ability of its 
Founder and Rector for 23 
years. Bishop Whitaker said 
of him: *We thank God for his 
good example and helpful ser- 
vice. We admire his heroism 
and patient endurance of sick- 
ness and suffering. We shall 
miss him sadly; but we rejoice 
in his inheritance into the Para- 
dise of God and the life that 
has no ending." 

*He had a vision. He 
dreamed a dream. His zeal, 
energy and untiring labour in 
the building of this, an House 
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of God, made his vision and 
dream a reality. He lived not 
in vain, for he preached Christ 
Jesus." 

Dear friends, the strength of 
a parish lies not in numbers. 
God saves by few as well as by 
many. The strength of a par- 
ish lies not in wealth, for the 
poor in spirit and in worldly 
goods are often far richer in 
the things of God and Eternal 
Life than those who are consid- 
ered more fortunate. The 
strength of a Parish lies not in 
buildings, for they do not al- 
ways signify united effort or 
unfailing faithfulness and cor- 
porate giving. The real 
strength of a parish lies in its 
spiritual activity and earnest- 
ness. One consecrated com- 
municant can equal a score of 
disinterested persons. Our 
blessed Lord’s work was in 
training and teaching and min- 
istering largely to people, one 
by one. It is by Andrew call- 
ing his brother, it is by the 
woman of Samaria calling her 
neighbors, it is by Ananias 
going to Saul, that the message 
of Christ goes out and the 
Church grows and the King- 
dom of God comes in. Every 
one has the opportunity to per- 
form such humble personal ser- 
vice and the Parish is strong- 
est in which the most men and 
women and children are doing 
definite personal service. The 
great legacy the mantle that 
fell upon this Parish, the won- 
derful example of untiring and 
unremitting toil and sacrifice 
and personal labor that has 
been given to us must now be 
divided amongst us. It is an 
individual call, an imperative 
call, the call of the Spirit of 
God, that you and I lend our 


strength and effort to perfect 
the places which God has un- 
folded as a part of your life 
and mine. “Не being dead yet 
speaketh — the voice speaks 
within us and says, “Beloved 
carry on this work in memory 
of me and for the eternal 
glory of God in Christ Jesus, 


our Lord. Amen. 
With Christian love and 
prayers.

In place of the Rector's Let- 
ter, it would seem fitting that 
this space should be given to 
the aims and purposes of the 
extensive missionary campaign 
which is now under way in our 
diocese. For over а year the 
Bishop and his advisors have 
been making a study of the 
needs of all our missions and 
institutions, and for this pur- 
pose a fund of $3,500,000 is 
to be raised in gifts and pledges 
covering a period of five years 
oftime. Group meetings of the 
clergy and laity have already 
been held in the various convo- 
cations and on October 20th a 
most important and encourag- 
ing meeting was held at the 
Benjamin Franklin Hotel and 
plans were put forth to inform 
and educate the people of the 
diocese and gain their sympa- 
thetic and active support in this 
large undertaking. 

At the suggestion of the Ac- 
counting Warden, who is all 
but overburdened with positive 
duties, but willing to help in 
any possible way, and with the 
full approval of the Rector, 
Warden, Mr. John T. Cannan, 
a member of the Vestry, was 
appointed by the Rector as the 

ocal Parish Chairman, and 
this appointment was gladly 
made by the Rector and full 
well does he know that it will 
meet with the united endorse- 
ment and support of all the 
Parishioners and friends of St. 
Simeon’s. Now this is what the 
Rector and Parish Chairman 
are asked to do: They are 
asked to form a Laymen’s Com- 
mittee for their Parish to assist 
in making plans and in solicit- 


ing the prospective contribu- 
tors. Pledges for subscriptions 
are to be asked for a period of 
five years, payments to be 
made annually, or às each in- 
dividual may desire. And it is 
urged that every effort be 
made to have every member of 
the Church in the Diocese a 
partner in giving to the needs. 
cs 

"Every Parishioner a Part- 
ner" is to be the slogan and 
every subscription, whether it 
be large or small, will be ap- 
preciated and gratefully wel- 
comed. АП that is asked is that 
each subscriber make an effort 
to give in accordance with his 
or her ability as God has pros- 
pered each. This Committee 
to be appointed by the Rector 
and Parish Chairman should be 
large enough so that there be 
one member for not to exceed 
25 prospective contributors. 
This committee should be sub- 
divided into teams of not to 
exceed 7 members to a team, a 
captain and 6 members. Where 
a committee of only 8 members 
are needed it has been suggest- 
ed a division of two teams of 
а captain and 3 members each. 
The Parish Chairman in the 
immediate future will send to 
Campaign Headquarters, of the 
Church House the names of his 
Parish Lay Committee and the 
Diocesan Campaign Committee 
will invite all the members of

A Message to the Church 


The following Message was issued by the 
Commission on Evangelism at its meeting in 
Washington, June 10 and 11, 1926. This 
Commission was appointed by the Presiding 
Bishop in accordance with the action of Gen- 
eral Convention in New Orleans last fall. 


“The Church is as idle as a 
painted picture,” is the caustic 
comment of a recent writer. 
While this may be an exaggera- 
tion, it contains sufficient truth 
to give us pause. As compared 
with New Testament times the 
Church today is incomparably 
rich in money, organization, in- 
fluence, power, and yet it is 


failing to produce anything like 


apostolic results. For example, 
our own communion with its 
135 bishops, over 5,000 priests

and more than a million com- 
municants, secured a net gain 
last year of only 25,000 mem- 
bers, which means that with all 
our resources it took fifty per- 
sons to add one communicant. 
This state of affairs con- 
vinces your Commission that 
something is radically wrong 
with the Church. The trouble 
lies deep. It has little to do 
with material resources, organ- 
ization or membership, but 
rather with the spirit. We are 
convinced that the Church has 
failed sufficiently to stress the 
note of evangelism—the fact 
that Christians are “saved to 
serve." For so long have we 
allowed people to think of the 
Church as ministering chiefly 
to their own spiritual needs 
that it will take both time and 
effort to change that attitude. 
They must learn that instead of 
merely Sheep to be tended they 
are primarily soldiers enlisted 
for a desperate warfare. This 
applies to the whole body, lay- 
men as well as clergy. The 
whole Church—not just a few 
individuals—must be awaken- 
ed and aroused to its duty to 
spread the Evangel. This 
means nothing less than a com- 
plete change of mind, a reori- 
entation of our whole attitude, 
a new baptism of the Spirit. 
This, of course, depends first 
of all on prayer, and we ur- 
gently call all our fellow 
Churchmen to earnest and con- 
stant prayer for a fuller out- 
pouring of God's Holy Spirit. 
The Bishops' Crusade, initi- 
ated and undertaken by our 
Bishops, would call these facts 
to the consciousness of the 
Church. It aims simply to 
inaugurate a movement which 


may grow and develop until 
this old Church of ours throbs 
and pulsates with new life and 
vision. We would have this 
Church as responsive to God as 
a man's hand is to a man. View- 
ing the fields already ripe to 
the harvest, we would offer 
ourselves as reapers, saying in- 
dividually and corporately— 
“Неге am I; send me." 

Plans for the Crusade are 
still incomplete, though some 
main lines of action have been 
determined. These contem- 
plate sending forth of some 
two hundred crusaders, picked 
and trained men, two by two, 
into the important centers of 
every diocese in the land. This 
Nation-wide, Evangelistic Cru- 
sade will take place in Janu- 
ary and February, 1927. In 
anticipation thereof, every dio- 
cese is asked to undertake some 
thorough and intensive prep- 
aration during Advent, 1926. 
Definite suggestions will be 
sent later; but in the meantime 
we commend the whole effort 
to all Bishops, clergy and laity 
of our communion. 

Reports already received in 
large numbers for all parts of 
the country convince your com- 
mission that the Church is 
ready and anxious for this un- 
dertaking. We therefore go 
forward in earnest faith and 
with high hope, calling upon 
all the faithful to co-operate 
heartily with us and support us 
with their prayers.

Confirmation 


The sealing in Confirmation 
is an indelible stamp. Having 
received it we can never be 
again what we were before. 
Whether we live up to this 
great gift, or fall away from it, 
we are responsible, even as for 
the first gift of reasonable life. 
This indelible impression and 
condition of soul is commonly 
in theological language spoken 
of as character, that is to say, 
» new form of being. It is, in 
fact, what we have become by 
grace, in the stead of what we 
originally were by nature. It 
means the translation even now 
to a higher state, so that if we 
fall we shall have a heavier 
penalty. As baptized and con- 
firmed, we are changed per- 
sons for evermore. 

First, we receive a higher 
grace and, secondly, we are 
marked by a new character. 

May God give us His grace 
to live faithfully according to 
this wonderful gift, and that 
we may have light to see 
whether we have failed in any 
way, and, if we have failed, to 
make haste lest we lose what 
remains of the wondrous pow- 
ers of life which He has given 
us from the beginning of our 
Christian course. How miser- 
able it is to look back on wast- 
ed powers and abused gifts! 


What a wretched sense comes 
over the soul whenever it real- 
izes what it might have been, 
if it had used its opportunities 
aright—if it had done this or 
that, which might have been 
done, but now cannot! In 
earthly things it will often be 
that there is no possibility of 
recovery of lost opportunities 
and wasted powers. But in 
spiritual things this need not 
be. In the callings of God there 
is a perpetual power of revival. 
The seed of grace may at all 
times spring out afresh and 
fructify; there is no limit to 
forgiveness, even to the ''sev- 
enty times seven." The Holy 
Spirit never withdraws Him- 
self. 

Love dies not out of the 
Heart of God, and love em- 
braces even to the last every 
soul that, mourning over past 
falls and negligences, desires 
again to “lay hold of the hope 
that is set before us.”

badge of distinction among 
brother Christians and a sign 
of superiority. 

What are the qualifications 
required in him who would ap- 
proach the Table of the Lord? 
I reply, simply those which 
were required to approach His 
Person when He dwelt in 
Judea; simply those which are 
required to approach His Per- 
son when we must give in our 
account at the Last Day. 

Who then were fitted for His 
company and His personal, vis- 
ible communion when He was 
on the earth? Regarded in 
themselves, none. But was their 
unfitness, was their unworthi- 
ness, a cause for their keeping 
away from Him? Why, breth- 
ren, what idea could be more 
monstrous? What more effec- 
tual to prevent the salvation of 
Souls? And it is my firm con- 
vietion that this notion has 
been suggested and fostered by 
Satan himself, as a sure way of 
keeping men from their Savi- 
our. It was not the world that 
loved Him first: but He that 
loved the world. He сате to a 
race sunk in trespasses and 
sins. He came announcing that 
His mission was not to the just, 
but to sinners. Suppose that 
any one of those who needed 
Him most, had kept away from 
Him through a feeling of un- 
worthiness. What mistake 
could have been more fatal? 
Their need of His help was 
their strongest claim on- His 
favorable notice. They all un- 
derstood this. Everybody un- 
derstood this.

‘quence? Why, that they all 


flocked to Him at once. They 
came just as they were; in 
their sins, in their sickness, in 
their unutterable perplexities, 
discouragements, and sorrows. 
The lame made shift to crawl 
toward Him; the blind strained 
their sightless balls in the di- 
rection where they knew that 
light was to be had for the ask- 


ing; the foul leper perceived 
that he, the very outcast from 
among men and the refuse of 


the earth, could go to that One 
without fear of a repulse. Their 
infirmities, so far from keeping 
them away, were the certain 
passport to His Presence. 

Ye who have never yet come 
to the Holy Communion, think 
rightly of that blessed ordi- 
nance. It is the Communion 
with Jesus Christ. To come to 
it is simply to come to Him.— 
Dr. Dix.

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The Rector's Letter 


There are some busy days 
ahead of us right now, indeed 
we are already in the midst of 
them, which will require of 
you and of me the best service 
that we have to offer—a ser- 
vice which will demand of us 
the reconsecration of our lives 
to the work of the Master. We 
are attempting a great thing in 
this Diocese and the movement 
must be supported by one and 
all. То develop within our 
own borders a spiritual power 
that shall be expressed in а 
greater loyalty to our Lord, 
and an increasing activity in 
the extension of Christ's King- 
dom of love and righteousness 
and unselfishness and peace. 
Christ has a claim upon your 
life and mine, and if we will 
but grasp this great opportun- 
ity of service our own spiritual 
vision will be enlarged and our 
individual responsibility to 
God will be felt as never be- 
fore.

There 
are ten institutions which need

of forty Missions which should 
be properly equipped so as to 
develop into self-supporting 
parishes. Mr. John T. Cannan, 
a devoted member of the Ves- 
try, and one who has the 
steadfast confidence and love 
of those who know him, has 
been appointed Parish Chair- 
man, and he in turn has com- 
missioned thirty loyal Captains 
and more than 100 faithful 
workers who have gladly 
pledged their support to this 
great undertaking. Апа we 
are sure that both the older 
and younger people alike will 
rally to the noble task which 
lies before us, and when put со 
the test will not be found want- 
ing, for such is the history of 
St. Simeon's. $3,500,000 is a 
large sum of money for any 
Diocese to raise in five years 
of time to meet the needs of its 
Institutions and Missions; but 
the Diocese of Pennsylvania 
has never failed in the past and 
never will fail when supreme 
moments of responsibility 
arrive.

er of the Saviour and regener- 
ating Gospel of love to turn 
homeward the sinner. to lift up 
the fallen, to arouse the world- 
ly minded, the careless and the 
indifferent, to give а new spir- 
itual outlook and firmer grasp 
upon the eternal truth, that we 
learned as children on our 
knees before our mother, to 
ave Special meetings of 
prayer in the Church and in

our homes and more frequent 
celebrations of the Holy Com- 
munion, thus deepening the 
need of the individual for the 
Sacramental Life, and the per- 
sonal obligation and responsi- 
bility that rests upon all Chris- 
tians, for conversion of man- 
kind to Christ through per- 
sonal example апа service. 
Under the leadership of our 
Bishop, this Crusade will begin 
its work in January and con- 
tinue through the month and 
February and the teams for the 
carrying on of the work will 
consist of one Bishop, one 
clergyman and one layman (or 
woman) and they will visit and 
preach and confer in a Diocese 
for two weeks and in the spirit 
of love and devotion, strivé to 
establish our membership more 
firmly in the faith and to con- 
vert and strengthen both 
clergy and lay people to à 
higher and purer life of conse- 
crated service. The late Dean 
Rousmaniere won national 
fame for his classes in personal 
religion, which were held each 
Sunday in St. Paul's Cathedral 
Church, Boston, and countless 
numbers today bear testimony 
to the attainment of a deeper 
experience in the religious life 
because of his teaching and 
Christlike living and reverent 
love for the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. Now, on the evening of 
the 4th Sunday after the Epi- 
phany, January the 30th, it is 
expected that the Bishop of the 
Diocese will be here to admin- 
ister the Apostolic Rite of Con- 
firmation. Lectures will be 
given in preparation for th’ 
ancient service (the time ап 

place to be announced later); 
and those who are thinking 0. 
being confirmed are requeste 
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to send to the Rector their 
names in full, their addresses, 
date of birth, when and where 
baptized and former religious 
home, if not brought up in our 
Church. It is said of the Chris- 
tian that his “life is lived with 
Christ in God"; that “he who 
dwelleth in love dwelleth in 
God and God in him." This life 
which is imparted in baptism is 
sustained principally by the 
Holy Communion of which our 
Lord says: “Не that eateth me 
even he shall live by me"; and 
again, “Не that eateth my flesh 
and drinketh my blood hath 
eternal life." This, dear 
friends, is the state in which 
those who receive baptism 
have been placed. The ques- 
tion which the adult Christian 
has today to consider is 
whether he has continued in 
that state or departed from it; 
whether he is living in a state 
of mortal sin or in a state of 
grace due to the worthy receiv- 
ing of the Holy Communion. 
Nothing сап stir up а man 
to spiritual relations save ihe 
grace of God. When he 
awakens to this truth then he 
needs to realize that God is 
his Father and to approach 
Him in fervent prayer. He 
needs to feel in the deep recess 
of his soul that Jesus is his 
Saviour Who wants to com- 
municate Himself to him in the 
Sacraments. He needs to real- 
ize that the Holy Spirit is a 
guide Who will lead him in the 
way of holiness and truthful- 
ness and honor and self-sacri- 
ficing service for others. 
Prayer is the foundation of the 
Christian experience. It is the 
evidence that a man has found 
God. It is the expression of 
our love of Him and our de- 


pendence upon Him as chil- 
dren of God. “А member of 
Christ, the Child of God, and 
an inheritor of the “Kingdom 
of Heaven." Prayer makes us 
feel in these words how plain 
and simple is the way of the 
child taking its life to its 
father. It is the natural and 
instinctive way of coming to 
Him. “Except ye be converted 
—become as little children, ye 
cannot enter into the Kingdom 
of God." But such a prayer is 
only the starting point of our 
spiritual growth. To grow in 
grace means to grow in prayer. 
And as the child grows he 
grows in understanding of his 
father and finds in that under- 
standing and the love that goes 
with it his true basis of com- 
munion. We know God through 
the teaching of the Church 
under whose guidance we are; 
we come to know God as 
Father and Friend, when sub- 
mitting ourselves to that guid- 
ance we come to know how to 
pray and how to love to pray. 
So God is no longer power by 
Person; and no longer a dis- 
tant, unknown Person, but 
Father and Friend. “Тһе 
Father Himself loveth you"— 
that is the great truth we find. 
“No one knoweth the Father 
save the Son and he to whom 
the Son willeth to reveal Him." 
In the Son we find the Father 
perfectly revealed; and it is in 
Him that we come to under- 
stand what God is and His 
character and His attitude to- 
ward us. “This is life eternal 
that they might know Thee, 
the only true God and Jesus 
Christ, Whom thou hast sent." 
Jesus is the way of approach 
to the Father. It is through the 
human side of His nature that 
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we have access to God. His 
work broke down the barrier 
that separated us from God 
and made clear the way of ap- 
proach. When now we think 
of Him as our Mediator we are 
thinking of that sacrifice of His 
which He offered upon the 
Cross for the sins of the world 
and the merits of which He 
pleads before the Father, and 
by the application of which to 
ourselves we are made fit for 
the Presence of God. It is this 
saving work of our Lord that 
we rely on to make us worthy 
of our divine sonship. God wills 
that every man shall be saved. 
But any man may defeat that 
will by refusing to be saved. If 
we are free to choose God we 
are also free to reject Him. If 
the door of heaven has been 
set open by our Lord we can 
close it to ourselves. God cal's 
and our Lord offers and if we 
wil we can accept and be 
saved. And being saved means 
for us who know, at least, the 
life of grace; it means that we 
are not idle and indifferent in 
God's hands, but active and 
busy in the work of grace. You 
are to work “out your own sal- 
vation with fear and trembling. 
For it is God that worketh in 
you both to will and to do His 
good pleasure."  'This is the 
law of the spiritual life; rely 
on God as though He were 


doing everything; act, oh, act, ' 


dear friend, as though you had 
to do all. There are two Sides, 
you know, two aspects to the 
life of the spirit. By one side 
it is a life of grace, of God’s 
work in us; we may, perhaps, 
call it, from the importance of 
the Blessed Sacrament in it, a 
life of the Lord’s Supper, a life 
of the Holy Communion. It 


centers in our constant com- 
munion with God at the Altar. 
Here our Lord fulfills His 
words: “He that eateth me 
even he shall live by те.” The 
life that we enter upon at our 
baptism is here built up into 
ever-increasing strength. After 
we have been faithful com- 
municants for a time sin be- 
comes a very different thing to 
us. There is that terrible 
thing—a spiritual shipwreck, 
but very, very rarely does it 
overtake a sincere and devout 
communicant. With our growth 
in grace we grow in horror of 
sin; and not simply in horror 
of it; we grow away from it. 
We find that temptations 
which once appealed to us 
have lost their attractiveness, 
that our spiritual character is 
being strengthened and that 
day by day the soul is filled 
with the presence of God and 
God dwells within us and when 
He dwells within us as He does 
every time we receive with 
clean hands and pure heart the 
Blessed Sacrament of His Body 
and Blood then are our souls 
the stronger by this increase of 
grace and in the “strength of 
this bread" we go out to face 
the days' work, and because of 
this grace the day's work is 
transformed. Апа some of us 
who are growing older, as we 
look back over the years of our 
communion with God at the 
Altar we can see that our lives 
have been transformed again 
and again, that we have at- 
tained a strength which does 
not shrink from being tried, 
that we have gained a self-con- 
fidence which when we look at 
it and analyze it, turns out to 
be not а confidence in self at 
all, but а confidence in God.

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That is one side of the life of 
the spirit, its dependence on 
grace, especially the grace of 
the Altar. The other side 
comes into view when we think 
of life as active service—a life 
of work. And this brings us 
to think of the spiritual life as 
above all else, a life of the 
Spirit of God who dwelleth in 
us. 


“Know ye not that ye are the 


temple of God and that the 
Spirit of God dwelleth in you?" 
As long as we are in a state of 
grace we are indwelt by God, 
and if we do commit mortal sin 


it is noted that the disaster of 
it grieves the Spirit whereby 
we were sealed unto the day 
of redemption." It is better to 
say that our life is the expres- 
sion of a Person than of a 
power. We are not acted upon 
from a distance by a divine 
force, but are transformed 
from within by a divine Person. 

The third Person of the 
Blessed Trinity is our intimate 
friend and guide. Whatever of 
good is wrought in us He 
works. It is under His guid- 
ance, prompted by Him, that 
we do good works. Our re- 
sponsibility is to will what the 
Spirit wills and to accept and 
love all that He suggests to us. 
The Christian life is a progres- 
sive cleansing of the soul. The 
true and serious battle of the 
growing Christian is with the 
whole problem of self-mastery. 
Then the moment comes when 
the struggle passes from that 
which is without to that which 
is within, and the issue has to 
be decided in the region of the 
spirit. External control is com- 
paratively easy; it is interior 
control that is the vital test. 
In the spirit of man the spirit 


of God strives for mastery and 
the issue is the issue of our 
putting on the garments of 
Christ or of Satan. Self-puri- 
fication is a slow and difficult 
work, a work that requires 
much patience, especially pa- 
tience with ourselves in our 
failures and disasters. Our 
human tendency is to want to 
rest and we have to learn that 
this world is no place of rest, 
and especially for the Christian 
who is seeking spiritual 
growth. We are not living in 
heaven, but in a world where 
the assaults of temptation are 
constant and the danger of 
falling ever-present. But, dear 
Christian friends, it is a world 
too where the grace: of God is 
offered in rich abundance and 
all the aids of the Spirit placed 
at our disposal. To grow, we 
need but to treat spiritual 
problems with the same seri- 
ousness with which we treat 
worldly problems. For the 
serious Christian there is no 
failure; no; the outcome is se- 
cure; the reward is bound: to 
come. The Saints are praying, 
those hosts of the blessed dead 
who have gone out from our 
homes in the faith and love of 
Christ are ever interceding the 
Holy Spirit is helping our in- 
firmities and Jesus is waiting to 
crown our efforts with His 
promised reward. “He that 
overcometh the same shall be 
clothed in white raiment; and 
J will not blot out his name out 
of the book of life, but I will 
confess his name before my 
Father, and before his angels.” 

There is nothing original 
about this message today, but 
it has been prepared at the 
cost of anxious hours and in 
the midst of varied demands

upon my time. Will you ас- 
cept it in part, as a Christmas 
message of love and affection 
from out of the depths of my 
heart for each and every one of 


` you, dear, true sons and daugh- 


ters of Saint Simeon's, and will 
you read it over again with an 
open mind and let the light of 
its teaching enter within your 
soul as а preparation for the 
coming of those spiritual gifts 
of grace and strength which 
ever await you at the Altar, 
but especially at the midnight 
hour of Christmas Eve and the 
the later services of that Holy 
Day “that you may come tidy 
and clean to such a heavenly 
feast, in the marriage garment 
required by God in Holy Scrip- 
ture and be received as worthy 
partakers of that holy table!"

Attendance averages 250 a 
Sunday, with the enrollment 
about 500.

Over 
450 boxes of candy were dis- 
tributed at Xmas to the schol- 
ars. 

The School likewise donated 
$50.00 to the drive for the 
benefit of St. Christopher’s 
Hospital. 

Miss Mary Parmentier, be- 
cause of the removal of her 
family to New York, is leaving 
the School after many years of 
the most devoted and loyal 
service. Her loss will be keen- 
ly felt in this as well as her 
other interests, and the best 
«shes of the School and love 
go with her to her new home.

The Church In India 


If the Saints in Paradise can 
see things invisible to us in the 
work of the Holy Spirit in the 
world, one wonders whether 
any great movement now has 
keener interest for them than 
the gradual coming into being 
of the Church of India. It is 
now the Church of England in 
the Province of India and Cey- 
lon, including Burma. Repre- 
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sentatives from every diocese 
met in the Provincial Council 
early in the year, uniting in 
thought and in conference 
members of various Indian and 
European races, to plan the 
best way of realizing the ideal 
of the one Church of Christ in 
this part of the world. The 
Church of England has so 
spread in India that now some 
73 per cent of its membership 
there is Indian. What they all 
are working for is not a revolu- 
tion, but an evolution. There 
are many difficult tangles and 
problems in the complicated 
legal process by which the 
Church in India will attain 
self-government. Careful pro- 
vision is made that English 
people in India, long accus- 
tomed to English services, may 
continue to have those services 
in the forms they love. At the 
same time such freedom is 
provided for India as will per- 
mit the full and free develop- 
ment of a true native Church 
which will maintain the whole 
Christian Faith; providing. in 
other words, new  wine-skins 
for the ever-new Wine.

In ad- 
dition to this, the friends of a 
New Zealand member of a Sis- 
terhood who died recently 
have established as a memorial 
to her a scholarship to educate 
a girl in the English High 
School at Haifa near Jeru- 
salem. The first girl to receive 
the scholarship is a Moslem. 
This memorial gift is especially 
welcome as Moslem parents 
have never before been so 
ready to educate their daugh- 
ters, yet in many cases they are 
unable to provide all the neces- 
sary funds. Palestine is a poor 
country and cannot hope to be 
a rich one for many years to 
come. 

Our American contribution 
to work in Jerusalem, the sup- 
port of an educational chap- 
lain, the Rev. C. T. Bridgeman, 
is provided by the Good Friday 
O fering.

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Him," and to “wipe away all 
tears from their eyes." The 
sympathy of Christ to His dis- 
ciples on earth is a tender sym- 
pathy; for “as a father pitieth 
his children, even so the Lord 
pitieth them that fear Him."

The approach of a Lenten 
season our thoughts are direct- 


ed to self examination. An ex- 
amination of self to ascertain 


whether we have come near to 
the goal we set for ourselves 
the previous year. If perchance 
we have advanced in spiritual 
life. 

While Lent itself signifies 
spring, we are reminded of 
those forty days spent in the 
desert by Our Lord and Sav- 
iour. During that period He 
was with the wild beasts. At 
His Nativity He was with the 
domestic beasts. Now at the 
beginning of His ministry He 
has as His associates the wilder 
members of the animal king- 
dom. 

One is reminded of the fact 
that in His lifetime He had first 
associated with the saintly 
Simeon and Anna, not to men- 
tion the believing Wise Men. 

Then in His later life He is 
thrown with the more radical 
elements of Judaism, the Zea- 
lots, and various groups of the 
Jews. 

We find that His time of test- 
ing and temptation came not 
when the country was held in 
the grasp of winter or burned 
or scorched by the summer’s 
heat but in the spring. 

In the spring, when all na- 
ture is pulsating with new life. 
When young manhood feels its 
ability to stand alone and con- 
quer the world. A time when 
temptation can more easily 
steal upon us. 

A period of prosperity and 
tranquility and self satisfaction 
is the time men are most apt 
to fall before temptation. 

The wisdom of the tempter 
in choosing his battle ground 
cannot be questioned. He se- 
lects a period when the Saviour 
of the world is in deep medita- 
tion concerning His plan of 
conquest in that world. 
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He comes with a series of 
temptations that as a whole 
seem to point out the road of 
least resistance. The use of His 
divine power to effect His pur- 
pose and give in return homage 
to the power of evil. 

In the course of this world's 
existence temptations are very 
prone to occur when every- 
thing is peaceful and we are 
full of self satisfaction. 

Lent has largely been used 
in the past as a season of self 
denial and in the attempt to 
controlthe flesh. But how fre- 
quently after the season a great 
period of relapse sets in. 

Rather than have that hap- 
pen, we should make the Lent- 
en season of beginning, and 
what is begun during Lent 
should be continuous; thus we 
would be benefited by Lent. 

Spring itself is really a re- 
vival of nature and man can 
often take a lesson from na- 
ture. The flowers make their 
advent into the world and the 
plant blooms. Then comes the 
summer, followed by fall and 
winter. In the winter the plant 
goes to sleep; but the plant is 
that plant has increased in size 
and strength by virtue of the 
beginning it made in the 
Spring. Could not the same 
test be applied to our spiritual 
lives each year, marking the 
beginning of a new growth in 

e resisting power of the 
Spirit?

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Pride and Humility 

. We find in our every-day 
lives a certain amount of what 
we are prone to call pride. At 
first sight we think of it as a 
virtue indeed, but very often 
we find it a bar to the advance- 
ment of our better religious 
life. 

. Pride has often interposed 
itself in the way of those who 
would do a good work by 
bringing the thought to mind 
that one should have nothing 
to do with our less fortunate 
neighbors. 

A good example of the spirit 

of .doing good overcoming 
racial and religious pride is 
given to us in St. Luke's Gospel 
in the story of the Good 
Samaritan. 
. Two men of the Jewish na- 
tion, in fact, two of those in- 
trusted with the worship of the 
people, had passed by their 
wounded countryman. It is 
true they may have feared the 
pollution incurred by any one 
who comes in contact with a 
dead body. Had this man died 
in their presence they would 
have found it impossible by vir- 
tue of being unclean to take 
any part in the Temple ser- 
vices. 

Now a stranger comes along 
the highway that connects the 
cities of Jerusalem and Jericho. 
Imagine the feelings of the 
Stricken Jew as he lay wound- 
ed and tortured by thirst and 


"the heat of the day. Already 


he has seen two of his country- 
men pass by. Another appears 
in the distance, too far to be 
properly classified as to his na- 
tionality. Closer and closer he 
comes and the wounded man 
must have almost despaired 
when he beheld a Samaritan. 


The Samaritans were despised 
distant relatives of the Jewish 
nation who preferred to wor- 
ship in the mountain of Sa- 
maria rather than at Jerusa- 
lem. 

As the stricken one gazes 
with resignation he is amazed 
to see the stranger alight from 
his beast and come to him. The 
wall of pride between the Jew 


and the Samaritan had fallen 
down. The pride is humbled 
and made subservient to the 
dictates of the heart. Refresh- 
ment is furnished to the strick- 


en man and he is borne to an 
inn for further treatment. 

Under the pressure of the 
most powerful force in the 
world—that of love—the bar- 
riers melt away and man is 
seen unobscured by separating 
walls. 

Men were not separated by 
any false pride from one an- 
other when God created all na- 
tions of one blood and appoint- 
ed unto each his habitation. 

Again we find the false 

pride of the prodigal son sep- 
arating him from his father’s 
love until in true humility he 
returns again to his father. His 
sins were forgiven and his 
father out of his great love re- 
ceived him to his heart. 
_ In the middle ages we find 
in the little city of Assisi, Italy, 
a boy named Francis who had 
all that any boy could desire. 
Clothing of fine linen, friends 
and money were his and many 
days he spent in idleness and 
pleasure. 

He followed knights to the 
wars that in those days were 
often fought between the cities 
of Italy. He was wounded and 
captured before he returned. 
One day he met a Leper in the

It is said of a lady 
cashier of a certain restaurant, 
that a patron one day said, “It 
does me good to come in here; 
and I come at every opportun- 
ity, just to look at you; your 
smile is so helpful." Why not 
contract the habit? It is sure-y 
a good one; why not speak a 
kind word with a kind look and 
bright, sunshiny smile? It is a 
good combination.

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Our Place in ‘he World 


On June 24th we celebrate 
the Birthday of John the Bap- 
tist, the forerunner of our Lord. 

John was the son of Elisa- 
beth and Zacharias and second 
cousin to our Lord by virtue of 
the relationship between Mary 
and Elisabeth. It was to pre- 
pare for the work of Christ 
that he came into the world. 

The second Elijah, as we 
may call him, had a very keen 
sense of his duty in the world. 
A prophet of the desert, his 
message carried into the cor- 
ners of the country round 
about. The inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem and of the country sur- 
rounding came to hear him. 

John spared no one; from 
the Soldier and the Publican 
to the Pharisee and even the 
King, all received their just 
condemnation. But like all 
true prophets, John had his 
remedy. To all who were 
pricked at the heart he answer- 
ed, “Bring forth fruits meet for 
repentance.” St. Mark tells us 
that many were baptized con- 
fessing their sins. 

In a very short time a little 
company of disciples assem- 
bled about this teacher and 
some one brought word to the 
Pharisees concerning him. The 
Pharisees immediately sent to 
investigate this strange prophet 
of the desert. 

One day while John was bap- 
tizing there appeared on the 
banks of the Jordan a little 
group of priests and levites 
who asked him concerning him- 
self. He denied that he was 
the Christ. He denied that he 
was Elijah or any other proph- 
et. Merely stating that he was 
the voice of one crying in the 


desert, “Prepare ye the way of 
the Lord." 

John could easily have per- 
suaded the people that he was 
a prophet, but like most great 
religious men, he was humble 
and laid aside all hope of per- 


sonal advancement for the 
good of the cause in which he 
labored. 

As the Baptist carried on his 
work by the little river that 
made its way to the Dead Sea, 


reports came that another 
teacher had come. No doubt 
John’s disciples were dismayed 
at the report, but their master 
rejoiced because he knew that 
the Saviour of the world had 
come. 

The day came when a radi- 
ant faced young man came 
down to the banks of the Jor- 
dan to be Baptized of John. 
Something in his penetrating 
gaze made John realize that 
this was the promised master 
of Israel. When the visitor in- 
sisted John Baptized him. Then 
the heavens were opened and 
the spirit descended upon him 
and remained with him. 

The next day John, knowing 
that his work was accomplish- 
ed, gazed on the newly Bap- 
tized as he walked and said, 
“Behold the Lamb of God that 
taketh away the sins of the 
world.” 

Immediately John and An- 
drew, disciples of the Baptist, 
followed Jesus for a space. We 
hear nothing further about the 
association of Jesus and John 
the Baptist until the disciples 
of Jesus begin Baptizing. А 
report is brought to John that 
Jesus is Baptizing and “all the 
world has gone after him.” At 
last John is brought to the test.

caught and held. He has since 
become a Christian. 

The production of Christian 
literature in Arabic is a ven- 
ture of utmost importance, now 
carried on with very frail finan- 
cial support, in the two Arabic- 
speaking English dioceses, 
Jerusalem and Egypt. To 
summer pilgrims visiting Jeru- 
salem or Cairo it is earnestly 
suggested that they visit the 
diocesan literature office and 
“Jay out two or three shillings 
on Christian Arabie booklets. 
They will add little to the 
weight of your luggage. Then 
when you buy your silk or 
beads, or tip the attendant in 
the train or the waiter who 
brings your coffee, when you 
pay the guide who takes you 
round the mosque or leads your 
camel at the Pyramids, give 
with your money one of the 
little books, and give it with a 
prayer for that soul.”

Crusaders Cruise 

When the Rev. Thomas Con- 
over was in Porto Rico for a 
Church Conference, in Janu- 
ary, he was persuaded to re- 
main two weeks longer to carry 
the Bishops’ Crusade to the 
Virgin Islands and English- 
speaking parishes in Porto 
Rico. Bishop Colmore and Mr. 
Conover went to the parish of 
All Saints, on the Island of St. 
Thomas, in one of the regular 
steamers. They had to charter 
a sail boat to go from there to 
St. Croix, on which island they 
had services at two parishes, 


St. John’s, Christiansted, ard 
St. Paul's, Frederiksted. At all 
three parishes there was a most 
earnest and eager reception of 
the Crusade message. 

The return voyage to Porto 
Rico necessitated another sail 
boat, as the regular boat was 
off for repairs. The trip home 
was to have taken eight or ten 
hours, but at nightfall the sail- 
ors lost sight of land and then, 
without chart or compass, 
nearly went aground on an 
island that could not be cer- 
tainly identified. They spent 
the night keeping clear of un- 
known reefs and shallows, and 
sighted Porto Rico at dawn, 
but were out of their course 
and had to go six hours against 
the wind, reaching home some 
sixteen hours overdue. They 
kept their Crusade appoint- 
ment in San Juan the same 
night. 
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
